PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR'S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of a request for a Waiver of the Noise 
Ordinance Contained in Chapter 654 of the Code of Ordinances to 
permit Kokosing Construction Co. to work 24 Hours any day of the 
week on the Tecumseh River Pump Station (TRPS) Rehabilitation 
Project 


Councilmember Smith said for the record that she received 
telephone calls from David Price, Nancy Strobel and Jim 
Thompson, who could not be here this evening stating their 
opposition to the 24 hour work at the pump station and stating a 
preference that it take place from 7:00 AM until 10:00 P.M 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe spoke in opposition to the 
noise waiver. She said no one should be making that much noise 
at 2:00 AM. She asked why they needed to work around the 
clock 


Gary Lewis of Kokosing Construction Co. spoke about the request 
for the noise waiver and said the reason they are requesting 
around the clock permission to work is because they are putting in 
a new sewer liner and there is no way they could install a liner and 
then open and close a lateral by 8:00 P.M., normal hours for 
construction. He said they only intend to work the extra hours if 
they cannot get the laterals reinstated within the currently accepted 
work hours. 


REFERRED TO GENERAL SERVICES 
Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood congratulated President Allen 
and Vice President Smith and said he believes that they will do an 
excellent job in their new positions. He said Councilmember Bauer 
did a wonderful job as President last year. He spoke about the 
City Market and said that he has always felt that the City Market 
was a bad fit into LEPFA. Ever since the market has been 
included in the LEPFA jurisdiction, it has been facing an uphill 
battle. He feels that it should be divorced from LEPFA and put with 
the Parks Department or run it as a separate City Department 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair provided copies of his latest FOIA 
regarding Pornography on Board of Water & Light computers. He 
congratulated Councilmember Allen on being appointed as 
President of the City Council and questioned if she would restore 
the five minute speaking time on legislative matters. 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. spoke about the racial 
discrimination problem in our Nation, as well as our City, 
specifically, the Lansing Police Department, Mayors Office and 
City Council 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. said that he feels there is a 
breach between the City Council and the citizens of Lansing, 
meaning the tax payers of the city are the owners of the city and 
make it possible for the City Council to make decisions based 
upon good judgement, bit it seems as though good judgement has 
been thrown out the window too many times, especially when it 
comes to neighborhoods and the Developers who come here and 
rape us. They rape every citizen with grandiose ideas that never 
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come to fruition and cost tax dollars. As far as the City market is 
concerned, maybe it is not the market itself but maybe it is LEPFA 
who not managing things very well 


Dr. Willie Davis of 1136 Shepherd spoke about a sign that has 
gone up on the corner of Perkins and Walsh St. that advertises 
beer and wine. He said that he objects to this because it shows 
disrespect to the surrounding neighborhood. He said this is only 
done in neighborhoods where low income people live because it 
has been shown that people of low income tend to drink to cover 
the despair that comes with poverty, and they are targeted to sell 
to. He asked the City Council to please check into this situation 


Tom Cochran of 419 S. Washington stated that he is the President 
of the Lansing Fire Fighters. Recently, a group of union 
representatives sat down with representatives of the City to try to 
work with them regarding issues with healthcare. Members of the 
union sat down with City representatives to work out issues in 
regard to revenue sources and they felt that they had reached 
some agreements. He spoke about the savings that is going to 
result from the Self-Funding Insurance Program and said that it is 
his understanding that the City has already reached an agreement 
to go with Self-Funding as of January 1°. During the meetings they 
had agreed that a certain amount of this money would go into the 
General Budget but the Unions have concerns with the remainder 
of the money and what is going to be done with it. It is the Mayor 
and the City Council’s responsibility to the employees of the City 
of Lansing to continue with negotiated health. The members of the 
various Unions will continue to address this issue 


Mike Behan of 41276 Okemos, spoke about the request for an 
audit of the Board of Water & Light. He spoke about the Board of 
Water & Light Commissioners justifying the firing of the former 
General Manager because they found pornography on his 
computer. He said that it is ironic that the Commissioners can 
spend the rate payers money for this but will not audit their own 
travel expense because they say it is not the proper use of our rate 
payers money 


Brigham Smith of 314 Memphis St. said that he would like to 
encourage citizens to get involved with potential school closings 
particularly on the West side. He said that he lives just a few blocks 
from Verlinden Elementary School which is one of the schools 
being considered for closure and he is concerned with the impact 
that these going vacant will have on our children and our 
community. He said Verlinden is right next door to the Fisher Body 
Plant and they are not adding any new jobs there. He said at one 
point we will have to face the possibility of a vacant plant and a 
vacant school along that strip and he is very concerned about that 
He said that there will be a Westside Neighborhood Association 
Meeting to discuss this issue on Wednesday at 7:00 P.M. at the 
Letts Community Center: 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about what is 
happening to the people in Indonesia. He spoke about an article in 
the newspaper regarding American-Muslim rights. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe spoke about Mayor Benavides 
and said that he has run a quite government that has been helping 
people behind the scenes. He does not blow his own horn. As far 
as discrimination in the Mayor's Office, that is not true because he 
has all races, creeds and color working in his office. She said that 
she tried to support the Police Officers who are claiming racism in 
the Police Department, but after they told her that they did do these 
things she could not support them. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke about the economy and 
how much money it takes to survive 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly asked the City Council to request that 
the Board of Ethics do an investigation on the Board of Water & 
Light because he believes something is wrong there and this could 
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be a Pandora's Box. He asked that donations be made to the 
Kidney Foundation on behalf of Mark Latterman who recently 
passed away. 


Michael John Simon of 720 Sycamore said that we need to find a 
cure for AIDS because it is killing a lot of people. He said that we 
need world peace and support for community mental health 


Charlene Decker of 1711 Pleasant Grove said that she would like 
to use the Boarshead number to compare to Ms. Nagel situation 
The City gives the Boarshead Theater $90,000 a year and if the 
City can do this they should be able to give some support to Ms. 
Nagel especially since her problem is due to an error of the City. If 
we can scrape this kind of money up for Boarshead, then we 
should be able to help Ms. Nagel. She said we need to protect the 
residents of Lansing and not offer them loans to increase their 
debt 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. spoke about the five minute public 
speaking time and said that maybe it should be tried out on a 
temporary basis. He suggested the installation of a light to 
indicate when there is one minute left to speak 


Scott Dedic of 2114 North East St., Unit President of UAW Local 
2256, said that he came here tonight to request that the City of 
Lansing create a Healthcare Rainy Day Fund using the savings 
generated by the Self Funded Insurance System. It has been 
brought to his attention that by switching to Self Funded Insurance 
it will not only save Money but it will change- the benefit level in 
Union contracts. They have no choice but to file an unfair labor 
practice against the City of Lansing for unilaterally changing the 
negotiated benefits of the UAW. Until all issues regarding this 
matter are resolved they are requesting that all of the money be 
set aside. 


Mike Parker of Teamsters Local 580 said that he believes 
switching to Self Funded Health Care will place union members, 
retirees and the citizens of Lansing at greater risk than what the 
current underwritten plan provides. They originally requested that 
the City set some of the money aside but upon further investigation 
of what Self Funded Health Care really means to union members, 
they found that it does not provide the same level of benefit and 
does not maintain our contract with City of Lansing. They are 
forced into an adversarial position with the City and it is not a 
position they wish to be in with this issue. They asked the City to 
bargain with them prior to making this change and that request 
was ignored. The Self Funded Health Care Contract took place as 
of January 1, 2005. They will be forced to file grievances and 
labor practices over this issue

He said there 
was supposed to be a grand opening of the Ramp on January 10" 
and he is not sure where all of that is 


City Attorney Novak stated in response to Councilmember Jeffries 
comment, that he believes there has been a subsequent meeting 
since the one that we have the minutes for. He said some of the 
issues have been resolved or are at least headed for resolution. As 
far as the opening date for the Ramp he believes they are slightly 
behind 


President Allen said that she created quite a stir regarding the City 
Market. She said that it was her inclination to address the City 
Market issue, but not necessarily to close it or shut down their 
subsidy. However, those are options. She wanted to bring 
attention to the City Market because it has not been successful for 
a long time. There is an emotional attachment to the City Market 
but the practicality of the situation is that it is not being supported 
by the public. She said there are things that could possibly be 
done to turn the Market around, but she has seen management 
after management attempt it and not be able to do it. She said she 
has visions for the Market and she would like to see those 
addressed but to continue subsidizing the Market as it is now, is 
very sad. She asked everyone to please support the City Market.

Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of Ordinance to Amend Chapter 206, by adding 
a new section 206.24 for the purpose of improving the lives of 
working people and their families by requiring employers that 
contract with the City or receive Economic Development 
Assistance to pay their employees a wage sufficient to meet basic 
subsistence needs, and providing for the hiring of Lansing 
residents as employees when and where possible 


Melissa Robinson of 1121 E. Lamed said this being an election 
year, she is not surprised that the living wage is back on the table 
She urged everyone to keep in mind that the living wage ordinance 
will raise costs and this will be passed on to taxpayers. She said 
Lansing has the responsibility to lead by example and make our 
City a business friendly City with job creation not job loss. 


Todd Cook of 300 E. Michigan, of the Chamber of Commerce said 
the ordinance before the City Council tonight is good intentioned, 
but with serious flaws. He said this will increase the City’s cost at a 
time when the City should be anticipating additional reductions in 
State funding 
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Paul Hufnagel of 2545 Oxford, President of the Greater Lansing 
Labor Council said he supports the living wage ordinance. He said 
Lansing needs this ordinance because the current living wage is 
inadequate. Treating workers fairly and paying them a living wage 
turns out to be good business and helps people to break the 
poverty cycle 


Darnell E. Oldham of Berwick Dr. said that he has always 
supported the living wage issue. He said that this City took a good 
stance on the living wage and it has not cost us. He said that he is 
very proud of the City for doing this 


Willie Vaughn of 4421 Ingham spoke in suppott of the living wage. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that this is not a minimum wage law 
but a living wage ordinance and the Chamber of Commerce's 
opposition is unfounded and its reasoning is immaterial, because 
this ordinance only applies to specific companies and employees 
who work at designated City job sites. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said that she believes this 
living wage ordinance is right for the City but it is not right to try to 
force everyone in the State of Michigan to enforce it 


Mike Parker of 5800 Executive Dr., here on behalf of the Teamster 
Local 580, said they are in support of the living wage ordinance. 
He said this issue has been kicked around for a few years and it 
needs to be put to a vote. He encourage the City Council to vote 
in suppott of this ordinance 


Stan Schuck of 818 Cooper spoke in support of the living wage 
ordinance 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke in support of the 
living wage ordinance 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. said that he is all for the living 
wage ordinance , He said people have to live and the current 
wage does not pay the rent. He said even the wage they are 
proposing is not enough, but it is a start

He said that the he has come to the 
City before with concems about the lack of maintenance of snow 
removal equipment and how that negligence would cause early 
replacement which is a staggering cost to the tax payers.

Councilmember Jeffries stated that he is not sure if it is an issue 
about what is appropriate or what's not. He said the rule speaks 
for itself. Council has been very generous in terms of what is 
being permitted to be said here. It goes, as one speaker said, 
beyond the pale, as to what is contemplated by that rule. The 
Council lets it happen and it appears that there is a double 
standard in use. We now allow certain speakers to say certain 
things about some speakers, but when that speaker responds they 
are not allowed to say anything. He doesn't believe either 
comment was appropriate, but, as Council, it is up to them to sit 
down and figure out how they are going to regulate what is 
appropriate. The rule itself is sufficient the question is how it is 
being applied. 
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President Allen stated that as president she has some measure of 
control over what takes place at these council meetings. However. 
there has been some latitude and she is concerned about it as 
well. She said that she tends to wait for the City Attorney to give 
her instruction as to when to call someone out of order. She has 
been having trouble distiriguishing what is appropriate and what is 
not, as far as what is being said, because she is not feeling well 
this evening. She apologized to Mr. Williams if her actions were 
inappropriate. She relies on our city attorney for assistance and 
will direct that this be brought up for discussion at the Committee 
of the Whole. We have a code of conduct that we are all aware of, 
but perhaps we should go a little further than that. It is difficult to 
determine at what point someone's right to speak is infringing upon 
another persons rights. At a legal standpoint she leaves it up to 
the City Attorney to prompt her on these matters, however it will be 
discussed at Committee of the Whole 


Councilmember Williams stated that he just wanted to echo what 
Councilmember Jeffries said. It may not be our interpretation of 
the rule but the enforcement of the rule and how that is done 
uniformly. He does not feel that it was done uniformly this 
evening. It has been a problem doing it uniformly throughout the 
years. We need to rely more heavily on the Chair to take the reins 
This can be discussed at the Committee of the Whole meeting, but 
we do need to get a handle on this. 


Councilmember Wood said tiiat she thinks one of the problems is 
that we have people who come down on a regular basis who have 
assumed a celebrity status, but they are still private citizens who 
have not been elected to office, and no one should be able to 
demean them in any way, shape, or form. No matter how often 
they are at this podium. That is part of what we have to remember 
as the Elected City Council for Lansing 


City Attorney Novak pointed out that any of the eight 
Councilmembers have the option, whenever they perceive public 
comment to be raising to a point that it is violating the council rules, 
to raise a point of order immediately with the chair and to indicate 
the basis on which they think the rules are being violated and 
request the Chair to make a ruling on it. So, any Councilmember 
who perceives that this is occurring may take the appropriate 
method toemploy. They should doit right at the time it is occurring 
and raise a point of order with the chair. They need to identify the 
rule that is being violated and then request a ruling from the Chair. 
He said that the rule in question tonight is Rule #19, he read a 
portion of the rule into the record. He said if it gets to that point 
than a point of order can be called and if Rule #19 can be identified 
the Chair can make the decision 


President Allen said thank you to City Attorney Novak for his 
clarification of this issue.

WHEREAS, while most Americans have become more familiar with 
the operation of emergency medicine through television's “ER” and 
other similar programs, few Americans know that specialized 
training and coursework is relatively new for emergency medicine;

Dr. John G. Wiegenstein, as a fourth year medical student in the 
University of Michigan Medical School, was hired as the nighttime 
“emergency physician” at the Beyer Hospital in Ypsilanti, Michigan 
in the late 1950s and later as a General Practioner was often 
assigned to staff the emergency department at Lansing’s St 
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Lawrence Hospital; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Wiegenstein realized that emergency physicians 
needed additional education and training and with seven others 
formed the American College of Emergency Physicians in August, 
1968 and began to push for official recognition of emergency 
medicine as a specialty by the American Medical Association and 
American Board of Medical Specialties; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Wiegenstein established an emergency medicine 
Residency Program at Michigan State University in 1973 and one 
at St. Lawrence Hospital in 1974; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Wiegenstein eventually convinced the American 
Board of Medical Specialties in 1979 to approve emergency 
medicine as the 23% U.S. medical specialty and paved the way for 
formalized training for educating other doctors worldwide on how to 
provide safe and quality emergency care; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council, hereby, memorializes the efforts of Dr. John G. 
Wiegenstein to transform hospital emergency rooms into the 
modern day emergency centers where the education and training 
has dramatically improved the quality of service received by those 
who need emergency care

The Committee concluded 
that the Ordinance should be amended to only permit a twelve- 
month trial period for the Horton Street residents north of Jerome 
The Lansing Police Department and Public Service Department 
expressed concems and potential problems if overnight parking 
would be available throughout the City. 


The proposed Ordinance Amendment would stipulate that the 
Traffic Engineer and the Traffic Board would have to approve a 
Traffic Control Order to define the conditions by which residents 
could park on City streets from 2:00-5:00 am. The Traffic Control 
Order would also have to be approved by the City Council

-_Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an Ordinance to Amend Chapter 257 of the 
Code of Ordinances by amending Sections 257.01(A) and (B) to 
Change the Board of Review from Six (6) members to Three (3) 
members 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph stated opposition to this 
ordinance amendment. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair St. spoke in opposition to this ordinance, 
saying that this is not enough people on this board. It would only 
take 2 people for a quorum, and no review board consisting of two 
people should have the authority to make determinations about 
someone's property tax rate 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. said that this board is too important to reduce 
it’s membership to 3 members. Questions that Board members 
subject to in the appointment process are out of the ordinary. He 
came to this realization when he sat through an interview of a 
prospective Park Board member. Board members who serve in an 
voluntary capacity to the city should not be subject to these kinds 
of questions. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court stated his opposition to this 
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ordinance 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. said he opposes this ordinance 
because your home is your most important possession. Reduction 
of the membership on this board down to 3 members would make 
it into a dictatorship. There should be 8 or 9 people on this board 
so that no 2 people can decide the fate of your property taxes. 


Ken Prague, no address given, said that he is the former Assessor 
for the City of Potterville. He is a certified level 3 assessor and 
State Law allows cities to have up to 3/3 member boards of review, 
so it is perfectly all right and legal for the City of Lansing to go 
down to a 3 member board because each of board meets 
separately and cannot mix their votes with their colleagues 


David Tijerina, Assessor for the City of Lansing, said that the way 
the board of review is set up for the City is with 6 members that 
vote in groups of 3. The State passed a law in 1993 that allows for 
cities to have 3, 6, or 9 member boards of review. When State 
Law changed, the City of Lansing changed their ordinance. These 
boards meet in groups of 3. The reason the City wants to 
decrease in size to 3 members is because very few people file 
appeals anymore. In 1991 and 1992 the City reached a peak in 
property tax appeals and 2,000 people appealed their tax rate 
Currently only about 300 appeals are filed each year. He 
estimates that they can hear all of the appeals that are filed using 
just one 3 member board.

John Pollard of 1718 Blair stated his opposition to this rezoning 
petition. The mean income level in Lansing is $35,000. The 
majority of Lansing residents cannot afford the units that are 
proposed in this development 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that Lansing needs as 
many people living here as possible. She has no objection to 
upscale housing in Lansing. We are seen right now as a raggedy 
old city and people are leaving because of that image 
Developments like this will improve our image. She could not 
afford this housing, but everyone has an opportunity to themselves 
into a position of being able to afford it. The City will get taxes 
from this development and people will be moving in to Lansing to 
live there. She supports anyone who wants to make Lansing look 
better. We are a Capital City and should take advantage of every 
opportunity to improve the way we look. 


Frank S. Curtis X said the City does not need this development. 
No one is here to take advantage of it 


Gerald Rowley of 738740 N. Pennsylvania Ave. asked what 
arrangements will be made for parking at this site 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. stated his opposition to this 
project. People who do not pay property taxes are always willing 
to let other people who do pay property taxes pay higher property 
taxes 


Darnell Oldham of 3918 Berwick Dr. said this is an example of 
attempting to take property and put the revenue from it into a trust 
fund. It amounts to the Council trying to rob the millage trust fund 
to balance the budget. This Council must begin taking a closer 
look when developers come to them with grandiose ideas. This 
property is in a TIFA district and these tax dollars will not come 
back into the community. He does not get tax breaks on his 
property. His taxes keep going up. If this development is so 
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upscale, the developers should pay full price for it. This project is 
Not fair to the residents of the city.

‘Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper said the City has to stop planning family 
and children play areas without planning some way to address 
pedestrian access to these areas. There is no sidewalk on 
Dunlap, Loa, MLK and Washington that leads to the Washington 
Park Ice Skating Rink. All of the sidewalks that lead to this park 
end at the Armory. Hawk Island Park is the same way. Similarly, 
there are no sidewalks to get to Arboretum Park, the Sycamore 
Golf Course, Aurelius Rd., Rex St., Ruth St. etc 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes spoke in opposition to the 
sidewalk assessments 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke in opposition to 
the sidewalk assessments saying, the public is tired of being 
assessed fees andtaxes. The City is not providing services for the 
taxes that residents pay. This is not the government's money, it is 
the residents money. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair described the City Council as 
radioactive. These sidewalk repairs are all at the site of a death 
involving pedestrian/automotive traffic. The assessments are 
outrageous. The City pays 1/3 of the cost and the resident pays 
the lion’s share 

Don Randall of 5614 Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. said that over 40 
years ago he put in a sidewalk next to his business. Today you 
cannot walk on either side of the sidewalk he put in, because there 
are no sidewalks there. There should be sidewalks along every 
major artery in the City. The building at Haag Rd. and MLK has no 
sidewalks. Pedestrians should be able to walk down to Jolly Rd 
on either side of the street on a sidewalk. Sixty years ago the City 
plowed the sidewalks with a little tractor. This is something else 
the City should do along every major artery.

Mike Yaldoo of 6501 S. Pennsylvania Ave., said he is the owner of 
the Days Inn. He cannot pay this assessment. It would put him 
out of business.

5. In consideration of Public Improvement Ill; 2004 New Sidewalk 
Project P.S. #01075, Lake Lansing Rd. for all lands fronting Lake 
Lansing Rd. from Massachusetts Ave. to the east City Limits, 
Special Assessment Roll B-77 


Lisa DeBoer, speaking on behalf of Lorraine White of 1206 Lake 
Lansing Rd., protested this special assessment. The property 
‘owner is her grandmother. They do not oppose installation of new 
sidewalks, but they do oppose the outrageous fee that is imposed 
on her grandmother for this improvement. They have been billed 
for almost $7,000. Mrs. White welcomed the widening of Lake 
Lansing Rd. She even allowed the construction companies to use 
her side yard for a staging area. Now she is being assessed a 
$7,000 fee for her trouble. She will lose more than % of her front 
yard between the widening of the road and the installation of 
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sidewalks. She has family members who are in the concrete 
construction business that could do this job for less than % the 
price the City wants to charge her for it. The people who live in 
this area are mostly senior citizens and cannot come up with this 
kind of money. The City should develop a plan with other options 
for them 


Councilmember Leeman asked Ms. DeBoer and Mrs. White to 
speak to the Public Service Department representatives that are 
interviewing residents in the Council Conference Room directly 
behind City Council Chambers during the course of these public 
hearings. The City has Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds available to help, in certain situations, residents who 
cannot afford these assessments, but because of the way the 
system works an assessment notice must be sent out first 


Harold King of 1563 N. High St. said that these assessments are 
just too high. He sees young people out walking with their 
skateboards on Lake Lansing Rd. all the time. He asked if the 
CDBG funds referenced by Councilmember Leeman are forgivable 
loans or do they have to be paid back? 


Darnell Oldham of 3819 Berwick Dr. asked how many senior 
citizens can afford to pay a $7,000 assessment fee. City Council 
gives hundreds of thousands of dollars, even millions of dollars 
away to developers, but when it comes to city residents it is a 
different story. Council has no concern for the every day citizen 
who pays taxes. An example in point is Dolores Nagel. 


Kenneth Fry of 318 W Pearl said he is from Potterville. He works 
part time at Louie's Barber Shop. He is here to speak on behalf of 
Buford Crittenden of 1144 Lake Lansing Rd. He opposes this 
special assessment. The cost per square foot does not compare 
to the benefit. Mrs. White's property is the same way. The City 
should have to show a specific benefit accrued to the property in 
order to assess these property owners. Other property owners 
have not been assessed

Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. spoke regarding the south side 
community center. Tax payers have paid 1.5 million dollars into a 
fund for this project, but there has been no effort by the City to 
build a center. This is enough money to build two centers. The 
south side needs a community center. It does not take a 
committee to realize the right thing to do. Where has this money 
gone? What is the City doing with it? He asked why the City has 
not returned the so called ‘rain fee” money back to citizens and 
when they expect to do so. 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper spoke regarding the snow event that 
occurred on February 20, 2005. He said that 2/3 of all of the City’s 
truck drivers were not called to work. They called out the salt 
trucks rather than the plow trucks. The City put down so much salt 
that they ran out of it. There are trucks standing at the ready to 
make City streets and sky.walks safe for children, why were they 
not called out? 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset said that the city puts 24 million 
pounds of salt on the street every year and is exceeding safety 
limits for the use of salt. He suggested that the City make better 
use of the snow plows and use City Parks as sites for dumping the 
mountains of snow that are plowed during a snow event. The 
snow could be hauled to the park sites by dump truck 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned St. informed voters that 
the Odd Year City of Lansing Primary Election will be held August 
2, 2005. The deadline for filing affidavits of identification and 
nominating petitions is May 10, 2005 at 4:00 P.M. She has already 
filed her affidavit of identity and statement of intent to seek office 
as a City Councilmember At Large. People of this City care about 
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care of them 


how their tax dollars are spent and how their elected officials take 
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Carl Calille of 2113 N. East St. spoke in support of the living wage 
ordinance. Many City employees do not currently earn this wage 
level. He would like to see the ordinance amended to include City 
of Lansing employees. He recited a list of sidewalks that border 
City owned property that he charges are not properly maintained 
when it comes to snow plowing. The properties he recited were all 
adjacent to city parking lots or parking ramps. 


Harold King of 1563 N. High said he is at tonight's meeting to 
address the death of Chantelle Buchner. He has been attending 
committee meetings to se what is being done about the tragic 
death of this little girl. He complimented Councilmember Jeffries 
‘on the resolution he brought forth tonight. He likes to see work 
being done to help protect the City’s children. We are losing 
children left and right, year after year. Two boys were killed in the 
North Town Neighborhood on Lake Lansing Road. Three girls 
were almost run down and one was killed. He asked why the 
members of the neighborhood association in those areas have not 
been in attendance at City Council meetings to demand action 


Ron Kruger of 3333 Moores River Drive said he has not been to a 
City Council meeting for 13 years. He was here 13 years ago 
talking about the City of Lansing salting policy. This policy is a 
travesty. Two weeks ago the City put out 12,000 tons of salt. For 
every ton of salt you put out you do $1,000 worth of damage. It 
would be much more cost effective for the City to appropriate 
funding to operate the snow plows 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke about the snow plow policy and 
about the streetscape improvement and traffic control measures 
that have been installed on Moores River Drive where sidewalks 
are missing but residents have to contend with speed bumps and 
the traffic circles that were installed. He demanded that Council 
amend their rules to bring rule 19 into conformance with rule 16. 
He accused Councilmembers of violating the City Charter. He 
urged the City to make an acceptable offer to Dolores Nagel 


Darnell Oldham of 3819 Berwick Dr. demanded that someone from 
the Public Service Department come out and inspect his 
neighborhood that has not been plowed, sanded or, salted once 
He declared that he will not shovel his sidewalks unless the City 
plows his street. He urged the City Council to settle with the UAW. 
He said the City Council is 2 years and 15 days out of compliance 
with their own rules. He said he wants the City to settle out of 
court with Dolores Nagel who is being unjustly treated. He urged 
Councilmembers to remember the Edward Swans lawsuit where it 
cost the City $13,000,000 to settle a case they could have settled 
for $4,000,000. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he went to see Louis 
Farrakhan in the Million Man March. He urged Councilmembers to 
stop in and visit at the South Side Coalition. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that he needs more than 
three minutes to speak. He said that he has only paid % of his 
property taxes for the past three years as part of a review process 
He will be appealing his property taxes this year and feels that the 
Assessor's Office may see more appeals than they project. He 
spoke regarding the quality of telephones and telephone services 
He said that during a recent vacation to Canada he witnessed the 
marriage of a same sex couple that were divorced 2 weeks later. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that it should have been 
obvious to everyone listening that her comments during public 
hearing were related to sidewalks because of the child that was 
recently killed. She reminded Councilmembers that Mr. Behan has 
been coming to City Council meetings week after week pleading 
for Council to order an audit of the Board of Water and Light 
Councilmembers should be aware that what he is doing is 
establishing a public record about violations at the BWAL so that 
he can win a large monetary award in court because Council has 
failed to act. As an owner of the BW&L, she believes that an 
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outside audit would be a good idea. This lawyer is coming to these 
meetings and setting City Councilmembers up. They should just 
order the outside audit to protect themselves 


Andy Marchovic, no address given, requested amendment to the 
towing ordinance to open up the business of non-consensual tows 
performed by the Lansing Police Department so that other 
companies are eligible to participate. Currently only two big 
companies in Lansing are getting this business. There are a lot of 
smaller companies that want to be on this call list. Two of the four 
original companies that were originally on the non-consensual tow 
call list have been taken off. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. criticized 
Councilmembers for failing to adopt the rule amendment that was 
‘on the agenda last week. She declared that voters will hold 
Councilmembers responsible for their vote on this issue. She 
asked why the City has not moved forward on the South Side 
Community Center. Six hundred thousand dollars had been set 
aside for that project, where is it? She urged Council to be fair with 
Dolores Nagel, who she said is still being ripped off by the City. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said that she got a call last 
week from a resident of Holt who blamed her for what is said at the 
podium during public comment. She said that she understand 
what is going on behind the scenes that make Councilmembers 
feel as if they have the right to get up and leave the dais during 
council meetings. She stated her opposition to ‘quasi political 
action groups” having access to CDBG funds to fund their 
activities. She agrees with previous speakers that the City has not 
treated Dolores Nagel well. What the City is doing to her is wrong 
and she urges Council to resolve this issue before it goes to court 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard said he has $20 that he wants to 
donate to the Buchner family. He advocated a City approved 
memorial to Malcolm X. He suggested that Moores River Drive be 
named after him. He said that the money the City gives investors 
and developers in the form of tax abatements should be given 
instead to first time home buyers and senior citizens who need 
help with sidewalk assessments. He urged Council to approve the 
Living Wage Ordinance 


Patricia Lone of 1807 Georgetown Blvd. said this is the first City 
Council meeting she has ever attended. She was compelled to 
come down tonight after watching the February 14, 2005 City 
Council meeting during which she heard Councilmember Smith 
say something that offended her. The language that she used 
seemed far worse coming in the setting of a local government 
meeting than it might have seemed in a different setting. She 
stated that he phoned Councilmember Smith and asked for an 
apology for taking the Lord's name in vain during a City Council 
meeting, but Councilmember Smith brushed her off. She knows 
other Christians, as well as members or other beliefs, that were 
also offended by Councilmember Smith's language. She 
demanded an apology. City Councilmembers, she said, are 
supposed to be leaders of the community and the type of 
language that was used at the February 14 meeting was totally 
inappropriate. The name that was used by Councilmember Smith 
is supposed to be reserved and used only in reverence. There are 
even state laws that outlaw the use of that kind of language. 


Kenneth Fry of 318 W Pearl St. said that the City is charging too 
much for the sidewalk assessments. 


Gerald Rowly of 1717 Pennsylvania Ave. displayed a container of 
dirty water and demanded that the lead pipe water service to his 
home be ripped out and replaced. He claimed that the salt that is 
being put on the streets during snow events is leaching into his 
water through the lead pipe service.

WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the Notice"), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act 279"), 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Friday, 
December 17, 2004, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice 
to electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the “Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations 
which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and 
receive payment for obligations, and to approve interest rates or 
methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, 
principal amounts, denominations dates of issuance, interest 
payment dates, redemption rights, place of delivery and payment, 
and other matters and procedures necessary to complete the 
authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT1S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the Improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years 


2. Authorized Officers. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: 
the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or 
the City Clerk. 


3. Auth n_of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond (Phase IV, Segment 2) Series 2005 (the "Bond”), 
with such changes in name as may be deemed appropriate by an 
Authorized Officer so long as such changes are not misleading, is 
authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
costs of the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. In the event the Bond is 
to be issued simultaneously with another bond being issued to the 
Authority for similar improvements under the CSO Control 
Program, each Authorized Officer is authorized to have prepared a 
single bond and related documentation evidencing the obligation 
approved under this resolution and any other similar resolution of 
the City Council, in an aggregate maximum principal amount not to 
exceed the maximum principal amount authorized under this 
resolution and such other resolution of the City Council 


4, Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Fifteen million Dollars ($15,000,000) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the "Principal Amount”) and approved by 
the DEQ and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
“Authority’), pursuant to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A, 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or 
prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this 
Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the authority to make 
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such changes in the form of Bond as shall be requested by the 
Authority, deemed reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in 
conflict with the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond 
shall be in the form of a single fully-egistered, nonconvertible, 
non-chargeable Bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such other date as 
may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2006, or on such 
other dates as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by DEQ and the Authority. Interest on the Bond will 
be payable as provided under Section 5, on April 1, 2005, and 
semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 1 of each year 
until maturity or earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such 
other dates as determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of 
the sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shall 
be evidenced by execution of the purchase contract to be executed 
between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale_ of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The 
City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 


interest rate of not to exceed one and five eighths percent 
(1.625%) per annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance 
with the delivery instructions of the Authority, 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one lump 
sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal installments of 
the Bond (the “Purchased Principal Installments’) from the 
Authority as such purchases are approved by the DEQ. These 
Purchased Principal Installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
the serial principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The City 
shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal installments 
for which the City did not receive proceeds from corresponding 
Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, any 
portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided below, or 
any serial principal payment becomes due before the City has 
received proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal 
Installments of at least a like amount, then the Authority may 
prepare a new serial principal installment repayment schedule 
acceptable to the City 


6. Bond Register, Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the finance director 


The finance director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the finance director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the Bond to the City 
for cancellation 


7. Execution and Delivery, The Bond shall be executed in the 
name of the City with the manual or facsimile signatures of the 
Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided that at least one of the 


signatures on the Bond shall be a manual signature) and shall 
have the seal of the City, or a facsimile thereof, printed or 
impressed on the Bond. After execution, the Bond shall be 
delivered to the Authority by the finance director or his designee 


8. LTGO Nature of Bond, The Bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City’s sewage disposal 
system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City’s 
limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first 
budget obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes 
imposed on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate _ limitations. 
Commencing with the year 2005, there shall be levied upon the tax 
rolls of the City in the manner required by law, an amount such that 
the estimated collection therefrom will be sufficient to promptly pay, 
when due, the principal of and interest on the Bond becoming due 
prior to the next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the 
time of making any such annual tax levy there shall be other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then the City 
shall take such monies into account in determining such annual 
levy, 


9. Debt_Retirement Payments, The Finance Director is 
authorized and directed to open a separate depositary account 


with a bank or trust company to be designated CSO Debt 
Retirement Fund (the "Debt Retirement Fund’), the moneys to be 
deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund to be specifically 
earmarked and used solely for the purpose of paying principal of 
and interest on the Bond and additional future series of bonds 
issued by the City for the purposes of completing construction of 
the Improvements as such principal and interest become due. The 
Finance Director is further authorized and directed to pay, or cause 
to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund or other available 
funds, all payments of principal, if any, and interest on the Bond to 
the Authority's depository, or in the event the Authority is no longer 
the owner of the Bond, to the owner of the Bond, in accordance 
with the requirements of the Bond 


10. Construction Fund, The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of completing 
construction of the Improvements and no other moneys shall be 
deposited in a fund designated as the CSO Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the “Construction Fund’). Said 
moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for which the Bond, 
and other bonds issued for the CSO Control Program, are issued 
Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond 
remaining after completion of the Improvements herein authorized 
may be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service for 
further Improvements included in the CSO Control Program 
required by the NPDES Permit. Any remaining balance after such 
expenditure shall be used for the prepayment of installments of the 
Bond or the purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than 
the fair market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for “eligible” (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the bond) and “ineligible” costs of 
the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority and 
DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used solely for 
the purposes of making Improvements included in the CSO Control 
Program required by the NPDES Permit, and ancillary related 
expenses. After completion of the Improvements and disposition of 
remaining proceeds, if any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions 
of this section, the construction fund may be closed 


14, Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 
City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed. In 
the case of a mutilated Bond, a replacement Bond shall not be 
delivered unless and until such mutilated Bond is surrendered to 
the City, 


In the case of a lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement Bond 
shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall have received 
such proof of ownership and loss and indemnity as they determine 
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to be sufficient, which shall consist at least of (i) a lost instrument 
Bond for principal and interest remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen 
or destroyed Bond; (ii) an affidavit of the registered owner (or his or 
her attorney) setting forth ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed and the circumstances under which it was lost, stolen or 
destroyed; (iii) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or 
her attorney) to fully indemnify the city against loss due to the lost, 
stolen or destroyed Bond and the issuance of any replacement 
bond in connection therewith; and (iv) the agreement of the owner 
of the Bond (or his or her attorney) to pay all expenses of the City 
in connection with the replacement, including the transfer and 
exchange costs which otherwise would be paid by the City. 


12. Arbitrage and Tax Covenants, The City hereby covenants 
that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall take all actions within its 
control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the interest on the 
Bond from adjusted gross income for general federal income tax 
purposes under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended 
(the “Code"), including but not limited to, actions relating to the 
rebate of arbitrage earings, if applicable, and the expenditure and 
investment of Bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond 
proceeds 


13. Approval of Documents, The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the “Purchase 
Contract”), the proposed form of issuer's certificate to be executed 
by the City and the proposed form of Supplemental Agreement 
among the City, the Authority and the DEQ (the “Supplemental 
Agreement”) on file with the City Clerk are hereby approved. The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to 
execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the Issuer’s Certificate, 
and the Supplemental Agreement upon completion, in the forms 
approved hereby with such revisions as they may determine to be 
necessary or desirable, permitted by law, and not materially 
adverse to the City. 


14. General Authority for Authorized Officers, The Authorized 
Officers are hereby jointly or severally authorized to take any 


actions necessary to comply with requirements of the Authority and 
DEQ in connection with sale of the Bond to the Authority, and 
Modification of the 1996 Bond as set forth above, including the 
administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related to the 
Bonds. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 
authorized to execute and deliver such other certificates, 
documents, instruments, and other papers as may be required by 
the Authority or DEQ or as may be otherwise necessary or 
convenient to effect the delivery of the Bond as set forth above. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions, All resolutions and parts of 
resolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of this 
resolution are rescinded

Budget includes a provision for retiring the East Lansing 
Substation in FY2005 since the property will no longer be needed 
for BWL operations and is therefore considered surplus; and 


WHEREAS, the East Lansing Substation is a 4160V substation 
which has old equipment that is difficult to maintain and requires 
an upgrade to continue reliable service; and 


WHEREAS, the East Lansing Substation serves the area near 
Michigan Ave. between Harrison Rd. and Abbott Rd; and 


WHEREAS, the BWL property disposal procedure specifies that 
local units of government be given the first opportunity to purchase 
its surplus properties at an amount equal or greater than the 
appraised value; and 


WHEREAS, the City of East Lansing, Michigan has agreed to 
purchase the BWL's East Lansing Substation building and property 
at the appraised amount of $115,000, and 


WHEREAS, the City of East Lansing wishes to obtain possession 
of the substation building and property in FY2006 and has 
therefore agreed to reimburse the BWL $90,000 as the calculated 
cost for expediting the retirement of the East Lansing Substation; 
and 


WHEREAS, the BWL Board of Commissioners unanimously 
approved the sale of the East Lansing Substation to the City of 
East Lansing at its meeting on November 5, 2004, by declaring it 
surplus property no longer needed for BWL operations 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 
Council, hereby, concurs with the Lansing Board of Water & Light 
that the East Lansing Substation and Property is no longer 
necessary or required to continue the operation of the BWL; and 


IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council 
approves the sale of the BWL’s East Lansing Substation and 
Property, described below, to the City of East Lansing for the sum 
of $115,000: 


Part of lot 1 of College Heights in the City of East Lansing,

WHEREAS, a tragic automobile/pedestrian accident occurred on 
January 29, 2005, near the intersection of Saginaw and Larch 
Streets which resulted in the fatality of a young child and serious 
injury of another; and 
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WHEREAS, the Lansing Police Department, as a result of its 
investigation of the accident, have arrested and charged the driver 
of the vehicle with felony drunk driving causing death and leaving 
the scene of an accident; and 


WHEREAS, there currently exists 586 miles of sidewalks on all 
City streets, 72 miles of unconnected and or uncompleted sidewalk 
sections located within the City's trunk line and major street 
systems and 276 miles of unconnected/uncompleted sidewalk 
sections within the local street system; and 


WHEREAS, sidewalk snow removal for the City of Lansing is 
performed by the Parks and Recreation Department, Public 
Service Department, Fire Department, Transportation Division, and 
Management Services Department. Further, based upon “current 
practice,” the Parks and Recreation Department performs snow 
removal of 13 miles of sidewalk around parks and joint 
parks/Lansing School District playgrounds, and 8.3 miles of 
Rivertrail sidewalks. The Public Service Department performs 
snow removal of 2 miles of sidewalk on major streets, 4.5 miles of 
sidewalk on State trunk lines, 17 bridgewalks, and 14 skywalks; 
and 


WHEREAS, after an initial review by the Administration pursuant to 
Council's request, the Public Service Department has identified 3 
additional sidewalk locations to be added to its snow removal list 
(hereafter, the “Additional City Sidewalks") and 3 additional 
unconnected and/or uncompleted sidewalk sections which are to 
be recommended to be connected/completed subject to future 
appropriations and assessments established through the public 
improvement process (hereafter, the “Unconnected City 
Sidewalks”); and 


WHEREAS, the Administration has communicated its intent to 
continue to reevaluate the City's existing snowplow policy as it 
relates to the removal of snow on all City sidewalks (trunk lines, 
majors and locals) and to locate and make recommendations 
regarding all other unconnected and/or uncompleted sidewalks on 
the City’s trunk lines and major street systems; and 


WHEREAS, in the City of Lansing there were 928 arrests for drunk 
driving in 2002, 828 in 2003, and 577 in 2004, representing a 
decline in drunk driving enforcement over the last three years; and 


WHEREAS, during this same period of time the Lansing Police 
Department experienced an increase in the number of 
vacant/unfilled positions which currently total 31, of which 12 
positions represent current vacant/unfilled road patrol officers; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Administration is 
requested to amend its snowplow policy to remove snow and ice 
from those sidewalks, bridgeworks and skywalks as defined by the 
City’s “current practice” along with the 3 Additional City sidewalks 
recently identified by the Administration, within 24 hours after the 
snow has fallen;

Relations Committee shall convene a meeting with the Board of 
Water and Light, the Lansing School District, Ingham County, the 
Parks and Recreation Department and the Public Service 
Department to discuss coordination of snow removal, grass cutting 
and other similar activities in the common or adjacent areas 
maintained by either the City of Lansing, Board of Water and Light, 
and/or the Lansing School District;

Office at 318 N. Capital. The Five Year Plan is also on the City’s 
website. 


Sue Erickson of 1403 Indiana Ave. spoke in support of the Parks 
Plan and how important it is to keep up the Parks so that the kids 
can have a safe clean place to go. 


Joan Sheldon of 736 Seymour Ave. spoke in support of the Parks 
Plan 


Doug Finley of 2810 N. Cambridge spoke about the process that 
the Lansing Parks Department went through to get community 
input on this plan. He said this is the right thing to do. 


Sandra Shelp of 1534 Massachusetts spoke in support of the 
Parks Plan, but stated concern about the amount of money being 
spent on Golf Courses, which she feels could be better spent on 
youth activities. 


Carol Webster of the Potter Park Zoological Society spoke in 
support of the Parks Plan and thanked the citizens of Lansing for 
supporting the Park Millage’s every five years. 


Joan Nelson of 217 Rosamond spoke in support of the Parks plan. 


Ellen Sullivan of 424 Everett Drive spoke in support of the Leash 
Free Dog Park. She said that she will continue working with the 
Parks Department to make this a great place for pets 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court said the Parks Plan does not 
include any funding for a South Side Community Center. 


Jerry Roe of 4809 Gull Road, Delta Township, spoke in support of 
the Parks Plan and said he will work very hard to help get the 
Millage passed. He is the President of the Friends of Turner 
Dodge House and said it is very important for this millage to pass.

WHEREAS, the Lansing Brownfield Redevelopment Authority (the 
“Authority"), pursuant to and in accordance with the provisions of 
the Brownfield Redevelopment Financing Act, Public Act 381 of 
1996, as amended, (the “Act’) has prepared Brownfield Plan #21 - 
Former Wolhert Building Redevelopment (the “Plan”) in 
accordance with the Act, which has been submitted to Council and 
placed on file in the office of City Clerk; and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing was held by the Lansing City Council 
and at least 10 days before the public hearing the taxing 
jurisdictions were provided notice to be fully informed about the 
fiscal and economic implications of the proposed Plan and given a 
reasonable opportunity to express their views and 
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recommendations regarding the Plan in accordance with Section 
13 (10) and 14(1) of the Act; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council, after its public hearing on 
February 14, 2005, reviewed testimony and evidence regarding the 
Plan, and found that: 


1. the proposed redevelopment project as described in the Plan 
(the *Project’) will take place on property which was historically 
used for a variety of business operations including a variety of 
industrial and commercial uses, 


2. the Plan provides for the reimbursement of costs attributable to 
eligible activities to the developer and the Authority 


3. the Project includes, in addition to the eligible activities identified 
in the Plan, the redevelopment of the property, 


4.the Project may result in new private investment of 
approximately $2.3 million, 


5.the Plan provides for the capture of property tax increment 
revenues due to the private investment on the site, and devotes 
them to repaying the Authority for its’ costs associated with

6. the Plan provides for the capture of ninety percent (90%) of all

Acquisition and Relocation or Demolition of Duplex 


WHEREAS, the Moores Park Neighborhood Organization requests 
that the City acquire the property at 122 Smith Avenue and 
demolish the structure to reduce overcrowding; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing Development Office requests 
authorization to acquire the property as proposed by the Moores 
Park Neighborhood Organization; and 
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WHEREAS, the vacant Smith Avenue parcel would then be split 
and sold to the adjacent property owners along Coleman Avenue 
to increase their back yard space; and 


WHEREAS, the property at 122 Smith is rectangular, 27.5' in width 
x 156.75' in length, and lies just east of four parcels at 1715, 1721, 
1725, and 1727 Coleman Avenue, which are only 55 feet in depth, 
and vary in width from 31 to 49 feet; and 


WHEREAS, the subject property has a vacant and red tagged two: 
unit structure built in 1912, with a shared driveway to the east; and 


WHEREAS, the property is zoned “C" Residential, which permits 
its use as a one- or two-family residence; and 


WHEREAS, the subject property is located within the Moores Park 
neighborhood, which is not a designated historic district, but 
appears to be eligible for such designation; and 


WHEREAS, the State Historic Preservation Office, which is 
required to comment on Federally funded projects, noted that "the 
proposed undertaking will have an adverse effect on 122 Smith 
Avenue, which appears to meet the criteria for listing on the 
National Register of Historic Places”; and 


WHEREAS, the Historic District Commission members’ comments, 
while mixed, generally support the SHPO’s position, and note that 
the house at 122 Smith could feasibly be rehabilitated for 
residential use; and 


WHEREAS, the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition (GLHC) 
currently owns the property having been given $42,000 by the City 
for its purchase, and has a-written agreement with the City to hold 
the property vacant and not rehabilitate it until the final decision is 
reached on the disposition of the property; and 


WHEREAS, according to the Assessor's Office, the 2005 
estimated true cash value of the property is $87,004; and 


WHEREAS, the cost of razing the structure is an estimated $5,000 
to $10,000; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board held a public hearing on Tuesday, 
December 7, 2004 regarding this issue, at which two people spoke 
in support of the proposal, and none in opposition; and 


WHEREAS, the Board considered four alternative courses of 
action: 


1. City acquisition of the property demolition of the structure, 
and division of the parcel four ways in accordance with the 
proposal 

2. City acquisition of the property relocation of the structure, 
and division of the parcel four ways in accordance with the 
proposal; and 

3. GLHC rehabilitation of the house in place, and a lot split to 
devote a portion of the back yard for open space and/or parking, 
4. GLHC rehabilitation of the house for single-family owner 
occupancy, 


WHEREAS, on February 1, 2005, the Planning Board found based 
on testimony and evidence in accordance with its Act 285 Review 
procedures, that: 


1. the acquisition of the parcel, demolition or relocation of the 
vacant duplex, and the division and resale of the property at 
122 Smith is critical to increasing the depth of 1715, 1721, 
1725, and 1727 Coleman Avenue, 

2. the interests of the Moores Park Neighborhood and the City 
of Lansing are served by the reduction of overcrowding at this 
location,

PUBLIC’S AND MAVOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of Executive Orders issued by Mayor 
Benavides re; 


- Executive Order 2005-01; Transfer of the Transportation and 
Parking Office from the Planning and Neighborhood Development 
Department to the Public Service Department 


- Executive Order 2005-02; Reorganization of Functions in the 
Parks, Finance, Management Services and Public Service 
Departments, and Creation of a City Public Information Officer 


David Berridge, Director of the Public Service Department, Glenn 
Kirk, Director of the Finance Department and David Wiener, 
Deputy Mayor were asked by President Allen to explain the 
Mayor's Executive Orders. 


Mr. Berridge presented a Power Point exhibit explaining the 
logistics of the reorganization ordered by Mayor Benavides on 
March 7, 2005. The reorganization will take effect on June 6, 2005 
unless it is expedited by City Council 
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Councilmember Leeman asked the City Attorney if the Council 
were to take action to stop or modify this reorganization it would 
require affirmative vote of 6 Councilmembers. Mr. Novak 
responded in the affirmative. Councilmember Leeman reiterated 
that this will take effect on July 1st. Mr. Wiener stated that if it is 
the will of the Council, the Administration would like to see the 
reorganization expedited, so that it can go into effect earlier. 
Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Wiener if the Administration is 
willing to change aspects of the order if the Council so requests? 
Mr. Wiener deferred to the City Attorney to answer this question. It 
is his understanding that the Council has the authority to either 
accept or reject it. Ifthe Council is of a mind to reject it and they let 
the Administration know that, then they would be in a position to 
negotiate a new order. He asked City Attorney Novak to expand on 
this. 


Mr. Novak said that the Council process of ratification is set forth in 
the Charter, they can do nothing, and let it take affect over the 
period the Charter sets forth, or not allow it to go into effect which 
requires 6 votes, or they can ratify it by adopting a resolution 
approving it prior to the time the Charter sets forth for it to go into 
effect, which would allow it to go into effect earlier. 


Joey Latterman representing the Downtown Business Alliance, 
investors committed to the economic vitality of the City, said they 
feel that the parking decision is integral to downtown economic 
growth. They are concerned with the reorganization and it's 
financial impact on the merchants due to parking issues downtown 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. stated his concern regarding 
the reorganization because of the parking issue in the downtown 
area. This could have an adverse effect on merchants downtown 
If the parking is working downtown why fix it? They should be 
careful not to do anything that will have a negative impact on 
downtown. He expressed concerns regarding the creation of a 
public information officer in the Mayor's Office 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that the Mayor claims this 
reorganization will save the City money, but he does not have 
exact figures. This is all in an effort to hire a public information 
officer. There are always real and hidden costs involved in 
reorganization. The implementation of this plan will costs 
thousands upon thousands of dollars. Where will the central 
garage be moved to? Where are these properties? Are they City 
properties? Where will the money to purchase the property come 
from if they are not already City properties? Council has not 
received accurate and reliable information regarding the financial 
aspect of this consolidation and should reject it 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that the economy was 
already torn up before Mayor Benavides took office. What are we 
going to do? General Motors is already gone. We are out of 
money? He is concerned about the Boji Project. He is concerned 
about jobs not being available for his sons to work on these types 
of projects. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Crt. spoke in opposition to the 
reorganization. The budget is $5,000,000.00 in the whole. This 
not the way to manage this deficit. This is backward. How many 
people would lose their jobs because of this? For what? To spend 
money we do not have. 


City Attorney Novak responded to Councilmember Leeman saying 
that his answer was incomplete in that section 4-301.(7) allows for 
Council to request the Mayor to make modifications and envisions 
a process that would allow such modifications to be made. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that with all the 
failures we have had with 425 Agreements and the Board of Water 
& Light and the budget screw up. This is not the answer. They 
had the power to fine Glenn Kirk for failing to report budget 
numbers to them. She urged Council to reject this reorganization. 
Council must put a stop to this right now. She urged Council to 
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adopt a moratorium on river trail expansion 


Ray Platt 1829 Beal Ave. an employee of the Oak Park Field Office 
said that he is uncomfortable with this reorganization. There are 
only three mechanics there right now because of the hiring freeze 
He is uncomfortable with this reorganization, but sees it as a 
necessity 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. said his interest in attending 
these meetings is the discrimination issues going on in the Police 
Department. He spoke regarding the Terry Schiavo feeding tube 
interest and the actions taken by President Bush in the special 
legislation adopted by the congress. He feels that if the Mayor had 
such an interest in the racial discrimination issues that are 
allegedly going on in the LPD then he would have already done 
something about it. The Mayor has not made this a primary 
interest. This is a non-partisan issue. There are people in LPD 
who are inhibiting this investigation. 


Ray Platt of 1829 Beal Ave. said he is a Gardner at Francis Park 
In the summer he has 5 seasonal workers. He was told this 
morning that those workers will not start until May 4th. This will be 
devastating to the park and to the workers. 


John Pollard 1718 Blair said the City has mistreated senior citizen 
Dolores Nagel. The City is implicated in this. Their own records 
indicate this property was a 3 unit, but their through their own 
actions mistakenly listed it as a 2 unit in the zoning master plan 
amendment. If the City does not do the right thing, Mrs. Nagel will 
receive a huge settlement through the Court process. He stated 
his opposition to aspects of the Parks and Recreation Master Plan 
that deal with acquisition of property that will cost over 
$17,000,000.00. 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W lonia said she is here to speak 
about 801 N. Sycamore. She is shocked by the actions taken 
regarding this property. A lot of misinformation has been put out 
about this property. This property is red tagged and is in horrible 
condition. This did not come about in a one or two year period of 
time. The Planning Board recommended denial of this rezoning 
This rezoning should be turned down. Otherwise all zoning in the 
City is jeopardized. There are reports that the City did not give 
Mrs. Nagel correct information when she bought this property. The 
City is not responsible to give this information. Mrs. Nagel is a 
realtor and has been for 30 years. She knows how to do due 
diligence. Ingham County Register of Deeds shows that Mrs. 
Nagel bought and sold 19 properties between 1993 and 2004 
She currently owns 4 properties in Lansing and 4 in East Lansing 
Nonetheless she has bought and sold 19. In 2003 she bought a 
new condo in East Lansing. A photograph of the subject property 
was displayed that Mrs. Whitbeck said she shot today. She left the 
pictures for Council to examine 


Frank S, Curtis X, no address given, displayed books depicting the 
African American heritage 


Patricia Lone of 1807 Georgetown Blvd. said that she was 
compelled to attend tonight to speak on her issue again by an 
article in the City Pulse. She said that leaders are supposed to 
exhibit the highest moral conduct that they can. She took 
exception to language used by Councilmember Smith during a 
recent City Council meeting. She called Councilmember Smith to 
express her objections and to seek an apology. Councilmember 
Smith hung up the phone on her. Councilmember Smith has 
characterized her objections as racist, but that is not the case 


Monica Zuchowski 320 N. Walnut speaking on behalf of the 
Downtown Neighborhood Organization stated their opposition to 
the rezoning of the Nagel property. She has watched this property 
deteriorate for years. This owner has developed a pattern of 
neglect for this property. Council should not change the rules for 
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this property, it endangers all other property rezonings 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Crt. spoke regarding the upcoming 
parks millage ballot proposal. He urged the audience to pay close 
attention. A one mill increase is asking a lot. He has nothing to 
show for this increase. The cost of living going up, wages are not. 
The cost of gas is skyrocketing. Voters should look long and hard 
at this increase and vote no on it. The City has been waiting for 15 
years for a Southside Community Center. 


Mike Behan, no address given, repeated requests for an outside 
audit of the Board of Water & Light. He asks Council to do it's job 
and keep close tabs on the information that is arising out of the 
litigation involving the Board of Water & Light. Some 
Commissioners of the Board of Water & Light testimony from the 
Pandy lawsuit reveals that commissioners are recruited by being 
promised royal treatment. The City needs to address the problem 
over on Haco Dr. 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. said that at last Thursday's 
Committee of the Whole meeting Councilmembers crucified 
Dolores Nagel. Council has admitted that Mrs. Nagel's property fell 
through the cracks. The Administration had agreed to rezone this 
property. Councilmembers waffled on it. This Administration and 
Council are responsible for this woman's problem. The City is 
$5,000,000.00 short on the budget. The City wants to rob Peter to 
pay Paul. The City cannot borrow itself out of debt. He considers 
himself to be a special interest in this city because he pays taxes 
He wants his street resurfaced, or he will not pay his taxes 


Christine Timmon said she visited an attorney regarding Geneva 
‘Smith today. She has not taken any action to incite anyone. It is 
bad when people use religion to try to try public officials. This is 
purely a racist action. She declared that Monica Zuchowski has a 
conflict of interest between her position on the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council and the Downtown Neighborhood 
Association. This is exactly the type of conflict she has been 
working to expose. She is prohibited from doing this by their 
conflict of interest clause. She will deliver a copy of this tape to the 
Attorney General's Office. The religious persecution from this 
podium needs to stop. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that 
Councilmember Smith apologized for the language that offended 
an ectlier speaker. There is nothing else she can do. She said 
she was sorry, she apologized, now it is time to move on 
Religious and politics must be kept separate. She spoke in 
opposition to the Mayor's reorganization because no specific 
numbers have been presented. She urged Council to put the 
development of Golf Programs on hold until the economy 
improves. She criticized the Finance Department Manager.

Mayor's Budget Speech for Fiscal Year 2005-2006 
Introduction 


Each year for the past several years the Mayor has stood before 
you and said that this is the most difficult budget he has had to 
present. This year is no exception. 


Our on-going difficulties are brought about by the continued soft 
economy, the reductions in state shared revenues and the 
continued growth of our fixed costs. Our world has changed and 
we must change with it 


We know that state shared revenues are not going to be restored. 
And we now know that for the foreseeable future income taxes will 
decline even more than we projected. 


Stil we are in a better position than most of our urban 
counterparts, where many have been facing layoffs for the past 4 
years. We have not laid off any employees. 


Lansing has the highest credit rating of any Michigan city. That is 
not by accident. It shows careful and prudent and consistent 
financial management. 


And Lansing has not raised property taxes. In fact over the past 
ten years we have reduced property taxes twice. Our current 
millage rate is 14.95 mills the same as it has been for the past four 
years. 


This fiscal year we reduced our health care costs by $1.6 million 
and our liability insurance by $350,000 by changing the way we 
purchase them. And three weeks ago | introduced an executive 
order to begin the consolidation of several of our operations which 
will ultimately result in significant permanent savings. 


But this is only the beginning. Next fiscal year we must intensify 
our efforts to make substantial structural reductions. 


| want to stress that the budget | put before you tonight is not just a 
single year budget. It is a strategic budget that is based upon a 
four year plan, a plan that we have already begun by our actions 
this year. 


And the decisions we make for the coming year are not written in 
stone. As we bring our budget in line with our expenditures over 
the coming years, we can decide to restore programs that we will 
cut this year. 


Our goal is that at the end of these four years, we must manage 
within our means, We must streamline our operations and create 
a lean and efficient government that provides quality services with 


the revenues that we have. 


These are the ke bers: 
Revenues 
Reduction in income ta: 


As you see from the graph, we have seen a steady decline in our 
income tax. 


Reduction in state shared revenues 


In addition, the state has been consistently reducing the payments 
tocities. 


Expenditures 
Health Care 


Our health care costs for our employees and retirees have gone up 
19% each year. Even with the changes we made in health care 
purchasing this year, we will still see a 7% increase in health care 
next year. 


Retirement 


Our payments into the retirement system are also going up 
because of the soft stock market. Next year we must pay an 
additional $1.5 million into our pension system to keep it sound 


Salaries and contractual obligations 


All but 30 people in our 1285 person work force are represented by 
bargaining units. 80% of our total general fund costs are personnel 
costs, wages and fringe benefits, for our employees and our 
retirees. Bargained wage increases average $2.5 milion in the 
coming year. 


The Bottom Line 


Next year our revenue projections are $103.5 million. Our 
projected expenditures based upon growth in fixed costs are $6.8 
million higher. 


This is the challenge of this budget. How do we reduce our 
expenditures by $6.8 million and maintain our services, avoid new 
taxes and prevent layoffs to our employees. 


We are not going to correct our structural deficit in one year. But 
we have begun the process and this coming year we will intensify 
it 


But make no mistake, we must reduce the size and expenditures 
of government 


Quy Process 


In preparing for this message my departments directors and | had 
a series of retreats. We discussed the budget, the priorities we 
believe the citizens and the Council want, and our plan for the 
future 


We selected the five top priorities we believe the public wants. 
They are: 
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1. Crime prevention 
2. Fire suppression, prevention and emergency medical services 
3. Road maintenance and construction 

4. Snow removal 

5. Park maintenance 


We also selected five programs that we think the public would 
consider for reductions. Those are: 


1. Enrichment programs (dance, computer classes, other 
community center programs) 

2. Recreation programs for non-residents and adults 

3. Golf 

4, Park Acquisition 

5. City supported agencies 


As we began the process of assembling the budget, we 
established a five step strategy: 


6. We must lead from the top. If we are going to ask others to 
make difficult decisions, we must take the first step. 

7. We must eliminate redundant work in our organization 

8. We must improve our systems and the processes of city 
programs and services. 

9. We must cut or modify programs and services that we cannot 
afford or we must find a way to pay for them 

10. We must lower our labor costs 


This strategy will guide our budget decisions for the coming year 
and the years beyond 


1._Lead from the top. 


We want to set a model for others in our organization. This current 
year | and my deputy mayor took a 5% reduction in our pay. We 
did this to balance the budget for the Mayor's office. 


As | recently announced, department directors have agreed to take 
a 5% reduction in their pay, effective immediately, and to freeze 
their salaries at that level for the coming year. In addition, any 
deputy director or exempt manager who earns over $75,000 per 
year will also have their salary frozen for the coming year. 


Beginning May 1 no cabinet member will be provided a personal 
vehicle with the exception of the Police and Fire Chiefs and the 
Mayor. Instead cabinet members will be provided a car allowance 
based upon the IRS standards for company vehicle use. 


Furthermore, with the exception of a handful of staff whose 
contracts allow for personal fleet cars, no city employees will be 
allowed to take home city cars, unless they are on call 


2. Eliminate redundant work in our organization. 


As | stated in my executive order to consolidate our garages, we 
intend to bring together similar positions from different 
departments. This will create efficiencies and will eventually result 
in the ability to eliminate certain positions 


have created a cabinet level task force to examine redundant 
Positions and report their recommendations back to me. 


3. Improve _the systems and processes of city programs and 


services 
Computer System Consolidation: 


Our computer systems are inefficient. We are in discussions with 
Lansing Community College and the Lansing School District to 
develop a comprehensive computer system that will provide 
superior service at lower cost. 
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Lam recommending that we_use Act 99 funds to consolidate 
our systems. 


911 Center Consolidation = 


The City of Lansing runs an excellent 911 system for the county, 
but we have over $800,000 in unreimbursed in-kind city costs. 


Furthermore, at a time when all governments are struggling to 
finance their operations, it does not make sense to have two 
separate 911 centers in our region. A single center will better utilize 
staff and equipment and provide an excellent service at a reduced 
cost. 


Therefore_|_am recommending that the county create _a 
tegional_911_ authority that_will consolidate the Lansing and 
East Lansing systems. 


A regional authority will have obvious efficiencies and savings not 
only for Lansing, but the people of Ingham County. 


Police Department Consolidation 


It has been proposed that consolidating the police department will 
create savings. The study done by the police department showed 
that the costs of such a consolidation would be great and it might 
jeopardize our crime reduction strategy of having separate 
precincts 


In light of our structural deficit | am willing to revisit this proposal. If 
a plan can be developed that shows significant savings in a 
consolidation, provides assurances that there would be no 
negative effect on our crime reduction strategies and demonstrates 
that the public would support this, | would be willing to reconsider. 


4. Cut or modify programs and services that we cannot afford or 
find a way to pay for them. 


Based upon what we believe are public priorities and our need to 
make significant reductions in general fund expenditure, we 
recommend cutting the budget in three areas: administrative 
operations; adult and non-resident recreation programs; and 
human and city supported agencies and services. And we are 
recommending increasing fees to make services selfsupporting. 


Increase Fees for Parks Enterprise Fund programs and services: 


Three of our parks enterprise funds (Golf, the Zoo and the 
Cemetery) require large amounts of general fund subsidy. We 
cannot increase our general fund subsidy to operations which are 
designed to operate as businesses and pay for themselves. 


The majority of people who use these services are not City of 
Lansing residents. In other words, Lansing tax-payers are 
subsidizing the use of our facilities by people who do not pay taxes 
in Lansing 


| have asked the Parks and Finance Directors to examine all our 
fee structures and to raise fees to the maximum extent possible in 
order to put the enterprise funds on a selfsufficient basis. 


Increase Fees for Recreation Programs: 


We operate many recreation programs which serve adults, youth 
and children. Here again the majority of users are non-Lansing 
residents. We will increase fees tonon-resident users 


We believe that Lansing citizens want our programs to focus on 
children, youth and families. We have many adult only programs. 
Although many of these adults are Lansing residents, we should 
not subsidize them at the expense of children, youth and families. 
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Therefore, we will increase fees for adult programs. 


The message is simple: We will focus our resources on areas of 
highest priority and do whatever we can to assure that programs 
are self supporting. If they are not, then we will have to face other 
decisions in the future 


Increase_use of Parks Millage for Parks Maintenance 


For the past 15 years the citizens of Lansing have supported 
setting 1 mill of the General Fund aside for upgrades, rehabilitation 
and capital improvements of our city parks. As a consequence we 
have developed one of the finest river trails in the country, a 
wonderful 200, beautiful destination parks, well maintained athletic 
fields and many neighborhood parks. We are all proud of our 
parks system 


Over the past several years we have had extensive debate about 
how to maintain parks upgrades and capital improvements. This 
year our emphasis will be to stay away from new projects and 
place it more on sustaining and enhancing our parks. 


Turn the Zoo over to the Zoological Society: 


At my request the Parks Director has done a national review of 
strategies to enable municipal zoos be financial selfsupporting 
Many municipal zoos are successfully run by Zoo Societies 


Therefore _|_am_ recommending that we begin negotiations 
with the Zoological Society and the unions to pass over the 
management of the Zoo to the Potter Park Zoological Society 


Reductions in Programs: 


This is the hardest part of this message, but it represents the 
reality of our structural deficit and the choices we have to make. 
The Parks Director has reviewed his programs and made a series 
of recommendations for program and service reductions. They 
involve staff reductions which we will try to mitigate by finding 
alternative jobs for those affected 


I have also asked our Director of Human Relations and Community 
Services to review and prioritize funding to human services 
agencies and city supported agencies and programs. He will work 
with his staff and the agencies to find the least harmful ways to 
make reductions. 


Euture of Community Centers and enrichment programs: 


We have examined the “community in the school program” in Flint, 
Michigan and other communities. This program creates a 
partnership between the city and the school district. The schools, 
in effect, become the city's community centers. We want to see if 
this will work in Lansing. The advantages are that it expands our 
capacity for community programming and strengthens the 
partnerships between the schools, neighborhoods and the city. 


5._We must lower our labor costs 


Eighty percent of our general fund expenses are labor costs 
wages and fringe benefits. Fringe benefits consist of health care, 
pharmaceutical costs, payments in to the retirement system for 
current employees. They also consist of health care for retirees 
and pensions for retirees. 


This amount is growing annually and is the major cause of our 
structural deficit 


And in the coming fiscal year the growth in labor costs is 90% of 
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the deficit that we are facing. 


We need to gradually reduce the size of our labor force. 


For the coming year we will work with our union leadership to 
negotiate a labor force cost reduction plan. There are many 
strategies that city, state and federal governments have developed 
with their employees to achieve labor costs savings. We will be 
work to design the best package we can for our employees 


Summary 


I have presented many ideas to you about strategies for reducing 
our $6.8 million deficit in the coming year and strategies for 
eliminating our structural deficit over the next three years 


But even with all these savings we have still have a $1.5. million 
deficit. Therefore, | am proposing we use our budget stabilization 
fund and fund balance to make up the difference 


Positive Signs in our Future _ 


In spite of our difficult times, there are positive signs for the future 
Next year the Lansing-Delta General Motors Assembly plant will 
open. This will increase our property and income taxes. 


In the coming year we will see the completion of over 500 new 
housing units. This will generate new property and income tax as 
people move into the city. 


Our downtown is being revitalized. This is bringing more business 
into the downtown and opening up new opportunities for retail and 
commercial growth. And there is business growth in non- 
automotive business and industry throughout the city 


So even though we are at a turning point in managing city 
government, we should be mindful that the city is still growing. Our 
overriding goal must be to continue to revitalize the city and make 
it a place where business and families want to come. 


Conclusion 


This message touches on many strategies for the future of city 
programs and budget. There are even other ideas “in the works” 
that are not ready for public discussion. But | will return to Council 
and the public with more information on these other efforts as soon 
as it is possible 


Madame President, Councilmembers and fellow citizens: | believe 
that | have presented to you a reasonable budget that preserves 
essential services and continues the process of long-term 
permanent change. | believe that my recommendations are 
consistent with the priorities expressed by this Council and the 
public. | believe that we can live with them in the short-term until 
our economy and revenues revive. 


It is my honor to be your Mayor. | look forward to the future with 
optimism. | know that people of good will who have the collective 
interest of our community at heart can solve the problems before 
us and come out stronger than ever. 


Our Department Directors and staff are ready to provide any 
information you need during your budget deliberations. | look 
forward to the coming months as we work together to pass a 
budget and set the course for the coming years. 


Councilmember Jeffries asked Mayor Benavides the exact amount 
of the budget shortfall. 


A collaborative digitization project of the City of Lansing and Forest Parke Library and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 


Glenn Kirk, Finance Director stated that it shortfall is 
$2,100,000.00. Prior to the request for appropriations from the 
budget stabilization fund the projected shortfall was $6,000,000.00 


Councilmember Jeffries asked what that $6,000,000.00 
represents. Mr. Kirk answered that $6,000,000 represents the 
amount of shortfall prior to cuts that were implemented and prior to 
the appropriated from the budget stabilization fund. 
Councilmember Jeffries asked Mr. Kirk if this includes the Board of 
Water & Light money that was included in the budget last year? 
Mr. Kirk responded, saying that the $6,000,000.00 is a compilation 
of $1,300,000.00 in pensions and $§2,500,000.00 in labor 
concessions,$1,200,000.00 that is represented by the budget 
stabilization appropriation and $750,000.00 from the Board of 
Water & Light. He explained that at the beginning of the budget 
process they started out with a $17,000,000.00 deficit. Then they 
began making reductions in departmental budget requests. They 
are not recommending not to fund the pension. The total pension 
fund this year is $9,500,000.00. This is a fully funded benefit 
They are looking at a series of reductions in services and 
increases in fees that add up to $4,800,000.00 and adding the 
$1,200,000.00 from the budget stabilization fund brings the budget 
back in line. 


Councilmember Jeffries asked Mr. Kirk to confirm that the budget 
request includes a $2,500,000.00 reduction in labor concessions. 
Mr. Kirk responded affirmatively. Councilmember Jeffries 
‘summarized; the $1,200,000 from the budget stabilization fund, the 
pension payment is fully funded but not over funded as in past 
years, representing $1,300,000 in payments that will not be made 
in the budget balancing process, correct? 


Mr. Kirk answered no. He explained that 5 consecutive years of 
bad stock market performances is driving demands to fund 
pensions higher than in past years, up to $9,500,000.00. In the 
past the City had one fund that was over funded, but because of 
the 5 poor years of performance by the stock market eroded that 
overfunding and added to what the City has to make up. 
Councilmember Jeffries asked Mr. Kirk to verify that the budget 
utilizes $1,500,000 from the budget stabilization fund. Mr. Kirk 
responded in the negative. Originally, departmental budget 
requests represented a $17,000,000.00 deficit that included labor 
costs and funded positions that have been vacant off and on 
during the year and then taking labor economics that cost 
$117,000,000 this year, leaving us with a nearly $17,000,000 
deficit. The original requests included all funded and unfunded 
vacancies from the 2005 budget 


Councilmember Jeffries asked what we paid for the software 


system we purchased 2 years ago. Mr. Kirk answered 
$1,500,000.00.

- Public Comment_on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


There were no scheduled public hearings 


~ Public Comment on Legjslative/City Matters 


Stan S. Shuck of 818 Cooper Ave. said this Administration is 
coming to the voters for money again. He wonders if residents of 
Lansing are willing to give more money to an administration that 
has gotten us into such a state of disrepair. He asserted that the 
golf program is mismanaged and the outdoor ice rink at 
Washington Park is being eliminated. They are not calling back 
seasonal workers who maintain parks and the river trail until May, 
but they continue to extend the trail. He said there are not 
sidewalks to take pedestrians to and from Washington Park or 
pottions of the River Trail. He asked how much maintenance could 
be achieved if the money that is projected to be spent on Trail 
extension were spent on maintenance. He charged that the City's 
assets are falling into a state of disrepair and said this community 
cannot afford this millage. 


Kevin Green, Executive Director of the Principal Shopping District 
located at 309 S. Washington Square announced the return of the 
“Cruisin the Gut” program that has operated in the downtown area 
for several years. He said that he has been able to negotiate a 
compromise between the sponsors of the program and the 
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downtown merchants that should settle the issues that arose. The 
dates of this year’s event have been tentatively scheduled for June 
4, July 23 and September 17. The major deterrent to renewal of 
the events was the lack of staffing, but they worked with the event 
coordinator and have asked the community to volunteer to help 
manage the events. If you are interested in volunteering to serve 
as a staff member for one of the events please call 487-3422. He 
thanked Councilmember Allen, Smith and Bauer and Mayor 
Benavides for helping work out the agreement 


President Allen thanked Mr. Green for his hard work and the 
compromise reached with downtown merchants. 


Sherry Brantley of 510 Lietram counseled the residents who attend 
City Council Meetings to learn to be more polite in addressing their 
grievances to Councilmembers. They must learn to approach 
Council in the way that they would like to be approached 
themselves. She asked everyone to take a deep breath and calm 
themselves before speaking at the podium. She thanked 
Councilmembers for their hard work on behalf of Lansing residents 
and asked the speakers that address them at Council Meetings to 
thank them too and to be courteous and civil when speaking 
Councilmembers are elected to serve the public, but they are not 
public servants that deserve the kind of treatment that they have 
been getting 


Kailaper King of 3715 Glasgow Dr. said she is a student at 
Sankofa Shule Academy and is here tonight to ask Council to help 
them get new playground equipment. They are holding fund 
raisers to put in a playground and take out the mountain of dirt that 
they now have in the back of their school. Warm weather is 
coming and they need to be able to go outside and play instead of 
being cooped up in their gymnasium. They are asking for City 
Council to help them purchase new playground equipment 


Kashaun Perkins of 3715 Glasgow Dr. said she is the mother of 
the previous speaker. They are doing many things with grants to 
establish their school. It is a very special school that features an 
on-site pre-school program. Their playground is badly needed by 
the School and by the neighboring families whose children play 
there. They are located behind Reo Elementary School and are 
asking for contributions for replacement of their playground 
equipment and removal of the dirt mound 


Maxine Hankins Cain of 3418 Cambrey Dr. said that many years 
ago, then Mayor, Hollister was working with them on playground 
equipment replacement, but unfortunately it did not happen at 
Sankofa. They have been doing fund raisers which have helped 
them install a new gym floor, a new American Flag and a marquee. 
They would like Council's help in funding the new playground 
equipment. Their children need room to play outside. The 
projected cost of the new equipment is $40,000 and they have 
raised $10,000 of that to date 


Donette Magoola of 123 E. Elm St. said she is a parent from 
Sankofa Shule. They are all working very hard to develop good 
programs for their kids. The playground is very necessary to aid in 
their physical growth. She urged Council to support their request. 


Melissa S. Robinson, no address given, stated that she is running 
for City Council At-large. 


Nyerah D. Adams of 3700 W. Holmes Rd. said she is in 4th grade 
at Sankofa Shule Academy. She asked Council to help them raise 
the money for their playground. They want to be able to go outside 
to play. As itis right now, they have to stay in the gymnasium. 


Darnell E. Oldham, Sr. of 3715 Berwick Dr. said he is pleased to 
see the young people here tonight speaking to Council. He stated 
that he attends all of the City Council Standing Committee 
meetings and he wants to talk about the budget. It is common to 
borrow from Peter to pay Paul, but the City is borrowing from 
Peter, Paul and Mary. The City cannot continue to try to borrow it's 
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way out of debt. He is not an economist, but he has taken 
economy classes and he urges voters to be more aware of how 
their tax dollars are being spent. Past President Bauer should 
have insisted that Finance Director Kirk provide the Council with 
information about the City's budget in the fall of 2004. The Charter 
requires that this information be filed with Council, but it was not 


Steve Abbott of 5419 Hughes Rad. said that he is here from UAW 
Local 2256. It is great to know that the Department Heads have 
given back 5% of their pay increases, but they still got 9 to 16% 
raises. He asked how it happened that they got that big of a raise? 
The Fire, Police and Public Service Departments are all faced with 
vacant positions. The Fire Department is filling Assistant Chief 
positions. UAW has been without a contract since October ‘st. 
Why can the City afford to give department heads these huge 
raises, but not negotiate fairly with the UAW workers who only 
want a fair wage. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood noted that spring is here and 
the weather is good. He remembers that the City chose to reduce 
the size of the Board of Review recently. Maybe they should also 
look at reducing the size of the Board of Water & Light Board of 
Commissioners as well. He wonders if it is wise to appoint 
someone to the BW&L Commissioners who was fired because of 
substance abuse and lying 


Angel Garcia, no address given, said that she is a employee of the 
City. She wishes that Council would have considered bottom line 
employees when passing out raises. She wants Council and the 
Mayor to help settle their contract. 


Gene Townsend of 732 W Genesee said that the City of Lansing is. 
poised to grow out of it's problems. The Neighborhood Enterprise 
Zone up for approval in the Cherry Hill neighborhood will be one 
more feather in the cap of revitalized housing development in the 
City. This project on Grand Ave. will bring $3,500,000.00 in 
additional taxes to the City. Because the NEZ there will bee an 
incentive for home owners who want to increase the taxable value 
of their property. They will break ground on this development in 
early summer. All of the City Departments, Boards, Council and 
Administration have been extremely helpful and professional in the 
course of this project. He thanked everyone. 


Frank B. Lain of 4817 Bristol St. asked Council to support the fund 
raiser for Sankofa Shule Academy. Their building has always been 
used as a community center, which is an initiative the Mayor 
included in his budget message this year, for schools to partner 
with the City and serve as community centers. At Sankofa Shule 
they are willing to do whatever is required to get the City’s help 
with this playground. This is for their kids, who are here tonight 
practicing core democratic values 


Ron Kruger of 3333 Moores River Drive said that the Mayor 
included improvement to gravel streets in his budget presentation 
He has experience in grading gravel streets and what the City is 
spending on these streets and has been spending for the past 22 
years is ridiculous and incredible. He alleged that his department 
head got a raise on the backs of his employees. He event came to 
them looking for ways to save money and they gave them to him 
This Administration is stonewalling them. The Labor Relations 
Director is trying to destroy labor relations in the City. That is a job 
they can cut. He said that 31% of his coworkers in Operations and 
Maintenance have been hired since 2000 and are just now 
experiencing their first contract renewal in which they are getting 
stonewalled. He said that snow plow hours have been reduced by 
1183. 


Linda Fredenburg of 1530 Comfort asked Council to intervene and 
help settle the UAW Labor Contract. 


Craig Heath of 211 N. Michigan, representing Lansing Restaurant 
Ventures said he is here to answer any questions Councilmembers 
may have with regard to the application for transfer of Class C 
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Liquor License he filed 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Crt. made an on the spot donation to 
the Sankofa Shule playground equipment fund raiser. He spoke 
regarding the City budget shortfall, saying this did not happen 
overnight. The amount of the shortage, $6,800,000.00 is a 
tremendous amount of money. Council is responsible for 
management of the City budget in a consistent manner. He urged 
voters to vote no on the parks millage in August 


Richard Clement of 1719 Victor said that City Employees do a 
good job. He offered to help the City sort out it’s computer issues 
He urged the citizens of Lansing to open a dialogue about 
affirmative action and about compassionate care the use of 
cannabis. He urged a Charter amendment making possession of 
cannabis a civil offense. It would lower jail costs and make 
possession a fine, thereby increasing revenues. The City should 
also look at using alternative fuel sources, like hemp fuel. He will 
be working to collect signatures on a Lansing Compassionate Care 
ballot initiative 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes expressed her support for an 
external audit of the Board of Water & Light and for settlement of 
the UAW contract. These people provide the most important 
service in the City. She urged the City to consider an increase in 
non-resident income tax rates. Why do non-residents get a break? 
They do not have the ability to vote for City Council. She spoke in 
support of Vice President Smith who is being cut down week after 
week. 


Patricia Lone of 1807 Georgetown Blvd. thanked Sherry Brantley 
for her comments about decorum at meetings. She thanked 
Councilmembers for the hard work they do for the City, She spoke 
regarding an article that appeared in the City Pulse quoting VP. 
Smith. She staied that she is not here to tell anyone how to live 
their life, or what to believe. The U.S. Constitution was founded on 
Godly principles and Councilmembers need to be mindful of that. 
There is a City ordinance against swearing in public. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph wished the City good luck 
in getting their budget together. The City has lost a lot of money in 
taxes. Five schools have closed, that cost the City $2,000,000.00 
in taxes. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said he does not know where 
all the money is coming from for the budget. He spoke regarding 
the problems at Sexton High School last week. Where were all the 
parents of these kids when that fight was going on? They should 
have been doing their jobs, and these kinds of problems would not 
happen. He was recognized in a store last week by a little boy 
who called him ‘the crazy man that he sees on television every 
week.” He commended the Police Department for doing a good 
job at the Sexton disturbance. 


Scott Dedic, of the UAW said that he has no faith in the Mayor's 
budget. He opposes self funded health care programs. They have 
1,200 employees who have not been brought to the budget 
process to identify cost savings. Their members have great ideas 


Phyllis Burton, no address given, said she is here with her 
grandchildren who have been addressing Council to ask for help in 
funding the Sankofa Shule Playground equipment. Their kids 
would like to be able to run, skip and play on their playground like 
other school children. She is raising her 6 grandchildren and she 
has donated $100 to the fund raising efforts 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said one of the first 
things Mayor Benavides did upon taking office was to implement 
the living wage. Now it is budget time and union members are out 
doing the job and have good ideas about how to save the City 
money. They do a good job and they are what make democracy. 
She urged Council to stop spending on the river trail for now and 


take care of the UAW instead. 


Mike Behan, no address given, repeated his request for an outside 
audit of the Board of Water & Light. He read a quote from the 
deposition of a Commissioner of the Board of Water & Light who 
testified that they applied for membership on this board because 
they were promised to be treated like “royalty.” 


Sherry Brolin, no address given, said she is a seasonal worker for 
the Parks Department. She has been told that she may not be 
able to go back to work until the end of May. This has never 
happened before. She needs this money. She urged Council to 
reconsider this decision

Housing Corporation and helped to secure a loan of $500,000, 
authorized by Governor William Milliken and the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority, to develop the states first

WHEREAS today, Moore Living Connections is recognized as a 
model, providing care for adults who are developmentally disabled 
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throughout the State of Michigan;

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Smith announced that there will be a meeting 
Wednesday night at 6:30 P.M. at the Union Missionary Baptist 
Church to discuss the fight incident at Sexton High 


Councilmember Wood proposed that Council ask Union Members 
to come and address them with regard to cost saving techniques 
before they begin budget deliberations. Said that she noticed 
while looking briefly at the budget books that were presented to 
Councilmembers by Mayor Benavides tonight, that the Department 
based table of organizations are not included. She asked that, that 
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information be provided to Councilmembers as soon as possible. 


Councilmember Bauer said that she would ask the Parks Director 
for a review of where the City is with the playground equipment 
replacement project. She will make sure they have a report within 
the next month. She thanked the students and parents of Sankofa 
Shule who attended tonight's meeting 


Councilmember Williams wished good luck to the MSU Men's and 
Women’s Basketball Teams. 


Councilmember Meyer announced that he has arranged for a 
session with Peter Hutchinson, Author of “The Price of 
Government’. The meeting will be held Saturday, April 27, 2005 at 
7:00 PM. in Exhibit Hall B at the Lansing Center. If you are 
interested please attend. If you bring in your copy of the book, Mr. 
Hutchinson will be giving autographs. He announced that he may 
not be in attendance at next Monday's meeting. 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener addressed comments that were made during public 
speaking at tonight's meeting. One speaker alleged that 
Department Directors received salary increases of 20%. This 
situation refers to the Public Service Director, Mr. Berridge. Mr. 
Berridge did receive a 17% increase in salary that is directly 
attributable to the promotion that he got. He went from being the 
division head of the Transportation Division of the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development Department to being Director of the 
Public Service Department, which is the City’s largest department 
He received a raise that went along with the promotion. Other 
Department Heads got raises that are equivalent to the raises their 
employees got, because their contracts are tied to the bargaining 
units that represent their employees. All Department Directors 
receive the same increases that union members receive because 
they are tied to their contracts. The statement that keeps being 
repeated, that Department Directors got 20% increases in salaries, 
is false. The Public Service Department did hire a deputy director, 
but no other deputies have been hired in the City. In fact, some 
deputy director positions have been eliminated. The Planning 
Director is doing two jobs, so is the Treasurer who is also serving 
as the deputy director of the Finance Department. Comments 
have been made that the City is doing a terrible job of handling the 
budget. Over the course of the last two years, the City has been 
keeping more and more positions open and using a vacancy factor. 
Right now the City has 123 vacant positions, up from 30 vacant 
positions 2 years ago. This is because of budgetary difficulties 
This Administration took this action consciously. We have reduced 
general funds going to infrastructure improvement and are funding 
road construction through the sewer system. We have made use 
of our rainy day fund, although we tried not to, and only did so as a 
last resort this year when we had to. We have worked with the 
Unions to change the way we pay for healthcare, while at the same 
time insuring that there would be no reduction of benefits. We 
have consolidated functions and reduced salaries for Department 
Directors plus instituting a freeze which altogether represents a 
7.25% reduction. We have completely eliminated out of state 
travel, with the exception of public safety needs. We have lost 
public safety funding from the State, lost income tax from lost jobs. 
General Motors closed their car assembly. We hoped for the best 
in our budget outlooks, but things did not work out the way we 
hoped. The City of Lansing is not to blame for the decline in the 
National and State economies. Michigan currently has the largest 
unemployment rate in the Nation. We are out of hope, and out of 
strategies, now we are at the hard part of the budget process and 
we have to make the hard choices. There will be a lot of pressure 
on us all. The budget that Mayor Benavides presented tonight is 
not written in stone, it is the beginning of a large and lengthy 
discussion. We have a large deficit, equaling $7,000,000.00. This 
is equal to the entirety of the Personnel, Law Council, Mayor, 
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Clerk, Human Relations and Community Services Departments 
and all HRCS grants, or the entire Parks Department including all 
programs and millage, or 105 jobs in the City. We will need 
everyone's help, wisdom and compassion as we work through this 
very difficult task. We admire and appreciate all the work of all of 
our employees, and we are confident that we will find a solution 


Councilmember Jeffries said that Council has heard during the 
past several meeting that Department Heads were given new 
contracts, Deputy Directors have been hired, and an assistant to 
the Finance Director has been hired in the past year. He asked Mr. 
Wiener if it is his statement that these allegations are untrue and 
these things did not happen? 


Mr. Wiener responded, saying, he is unclear what is meant by 
assistant. Mr. Kirk did hire a secretary, or executive assistant, but 
he is not aware of an assistant position being filled in the Public 
Service Department 


Councilmember Jefiries asked Mr. Wiener why the Department 
Directors contracts are not being placed on file in the City Clerk's 
Office, and he asked if the budget that was presented tonight is a 
balanced budget. Mr. Wiener said the budget is balanced based 
on the Mayor's recommendations. 


Councilmember Wood said that she does not like to be 
argumentative, but there have been three members of Council 
repeatedly talking about the 2005 budget because they did not 
believe that the projections in front of them were reasonable. She 
asked, as the Council and the Administration move through the 
budget process, that everyone keep in mind that they were right 
She is making this statement to show that they really studied the 
2005 budget and three of them had a number of good ideas that 
could have helped balance the 2005 budget 


Councilmember Leeman asked if Council will be dealing with 
$3,000,000.00 in cuts or $500,000.00 in cuts and what is the time 
table? 


Mr. Wiener asked Councilmember Leeman to clarify his question 
regarding $500,000.00. In areas where they wanted to hold 
vacancies open, Council did not want to do that, they wanted the 
Administration to come back with $100,000.00 and they have 
language regarding cell phone towers. The Administration is 
willing to use any funds left at the end of the year to repair roads. 
They are also using the rainy day fund at the end of the year. They 
have an alternative policy regarding $180,000.00 for the Parks Cell 
Phone Towers and another $100,000.00 for the vacancy factor on 
Thursday. 

Councilmember Leeman asked if the 2006 budget begins the first 
part of July President Allen answered yes 


Councilmember Leeman asked if the UAW contract is in mediation 
right now. Mr. Wiener answered that they have already been 
through mediation, now they are in fact finding with a fact finder 
that has been provided by the State to look at the information 
provided by both sides and once a agreement can be reached on 
that information, then they go back into negotiations. The 
Administration feels that they have made a reasonable offer, and 
that they can always come to agreement 


Councilmember Leeman asked about seasonal workers call backs 
being delayed until May 15. In past years they have always been 
called back by April 1. He does not want to wait until May15 to call 
these workers back. The parks need to be cleaned up. Waiting to 
do that is a disservice to the resident of Lansing. 


Mr. Wiener responded, saying, the Administration welcomes 
discussion on this topic. They could not do everything. Our costs 
for labor are 80% of our budget. We have to make cuts. If we put 
the money back in the seasonal workers program then it has to 
come out of some place else. 
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President Allen said that the Council and Administration are both 
concemed about our City employees. She asked how Council can 
positively impact the mediation that is going on. City Attorney 
Novak said that until there is a proposal arising out of the fact 
finding stage, he would not make a recommendation to Council as 
to how they could get involved. One thing they could do is to 
revisit the idea of a closed session discussion of the details of 
negotiations. 


President Allen said it is difficult for Councilmembers when Union 
members come to them and plead their case, because their hands 
are tied. 


Councilmembers Jeffries asked if part of the budget is based on 
wage concessions that we contract with the Unions to reduce their 
rates? What percentage of the budget might this be? 


Mr. Wiener said that they do not have specific numbers that they 
are asking labor leaders for. There are thirty different strategies 
that the Personnel Director has examined. We have only asked 
them to sit down and talk to us. We have asked one of our 
landlords to give us a break, and that is built into the budget. The 
City is open to all suggestions. The Mayor's proposed budget is 
not written in stone. It is a very difficult budget, and we need to put 
our heads together and come up with the best possible answers. 


Councilmember Jefiries asked Mr. Wiener if we are getting 
reductions in contracts that we offer to vendors of the City. Mr. 
Wiener said they are working on that tomorrow. Councilmember 
Jeffries said that Council voted not to go into closed session for 
purposes of discussion of contract negotiation. He wants this 
discussion to take place in an open meeting. Councilmembers are 
left out of the negotiation process. They get the agreement at the 
end of the day and can only vote it up or down. Every other body 
that he has ever sat on has been involved in negotiations, but this 
one is left in the dark. He would like to be more involved, not left 
out. It is much more difficult for Councilmembers this way because 
they are not part of the process. They do not understand how they 
got to where they are 


President Allen asked if it is appropriate to have open sessions 
when mediation is ongoing? 


Councilmember Jeffries said it is a discretionary process to open 
this up. It does not take rocket science to figure out what the 
issues are, but they could have a discussion about it in the 
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beginning and help set the parameters. 


President Allen asked if the Council can get involved in the 
mediation process? 


Councilmember Jeffries said that they are not in the mediation 
process. They are at fact finding. Council does not know where 
they are on the wage issue or the benefits issue. 


Mr. Wiener said that in the entire time he has been with the City it 
has been the practice of the Administration to negotiate the labor 
contracts and bring the finished product to Council and it has been 
their custom to discuss ongoing negotiations in closed session. At 
several different times the Council has rejected the agreements the 
Administration has brought, and made them go back to the table. 


Councilmember Jeffries reiterated that he wants that discussion to 
be held in an open setting. Is it the Administration's policy not to 
have these discussion is open settings? Mr. Wiener said that he 
does not know what the law says. The Administration is always 
prepared to provide information to Council about the negotiations 
that are ongoing. They develop rules of procedure, and one of 
them is that they do not discuss negotiations when they are away 
from the table. This is a hard and fast rule that labor management 
and union leadership arrived at. He understands that 
Councilmember Jeffries does not like this policy, but that is the way 
it has been done. 


Councilmember Jeffries said that in past bodies that he sat on, 
they were involved in establishing the parameters for negotiation, 
and that is done in closed session. He is not suggesting that be 
done in open session, what he is saying is that people come to 
Council every Monday night saying they think that 
Councilmembers are involved in this job, and they are not. He 
would like to know what is being discussed right now, not anything 
that is a negotiation strategy that would be violated by having a 
discussion in an open setting. He thinks we should talk to the 
public about this. 


President Allen said that she will contact the labor leaders and the 
Administration to set up a meeting to discuss what can be opened 
and what they must keep closed, and if they would welcome 
Council's participation

Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. urged Council not to approve this 
tax abatement. Rather, they should keep their six million dollar 
deficit in mind. These people should spending their own money on 
this project, because the City cannot afford to give away tax 
dollars 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this tax exemption is requested to 
renovate the Danzo Hardware building. This district was approved 
on February 21, 2005. It would take an act of God now to do away 
with this tax abatement now. Nothing can stop this project at this 
point. The taxable value of the property is frozen at $46, 997.00. 
The current certificate is good for 12 years. During this time all 
mills assessed will be at that rate. The applicant only requested a 
5 year abatement in their original request. Why is this up to 12 
years now? He wants to see the extended tax figures on this 
request 


Allen Drouare, no address given, said he is here from NeoPhase. 
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He thanked Council for their support of this project. They 
rehabilitate older properties, like the Krentel Building which was 
formerly Rycus Floor Covering. They think their development 
spurred other development in this area. The Danzo building was 
built in the 1920's and has been neglected for the past 40 years 
The tax on the building will freeze at the current level, which 
means they will actually go up, because they are increasing the 
taxable value of the property quite a bit. The OPRA is a good 
incentive to spur development and he urges Council to use it 
again. 


Councilmember Bauer asked Mr. Drouare to confirm that the total 
project will cost one half of a million dollars and the project 
completion date is December 31, 2006. Mr. Drouare confirmed 
Councilmember Bauer's statement.

Eugene T. Buckley of 815 N. Hayford announced that he wrote to 
Toyota asking them to look at Lansing as a possible location for 
their North American factory. He spoke about the ordeal of losing 
his home of 30 years and said no one cares. He appeared for his 
court date last month, but his attorney did not show up. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow called on all young and old 
black men to get out for the Million Man March this year. He called 
for a memorial to be erected in Lansing to Malcolm X. He stated 
that Malcolm's father was murdered here in Lansing and his body 
was left across the railroad tracks to make it look like he was hit by 
a train. His mother was then placed in a mental institution. This 
City is rich in his history and should name a building a street or a 
monument in his honor 


Robin Anderson King of 3702 Malibu thanked Council for the great 
job they do for Lansing residents. She supports Council's decision 
to limit the transfer of funds that can be done administratively. 


Denise Lynch of 6031 Keyes Rd. thanked Council for their hard 
work and their commitment to the citizens of Lansing. She 
supports the resolution limiting the Mayor's power to transfer funds 
administratively. She urged everyone to attend the budget forum's 
being held in the neighborhoods. This is an opportunity for 
residents to brain storm with Councilmembers and the 
Administration on the budget process. 


Emily Stevens of 908 Britten thanked Councilmembers for their 
hard work and stated her support of the resolution limiting the 
administrative transfer power of the Mayor. 


Felix Campos of 1106 E. Oakland said that he wants the City to 
begin a program to clean the City Streets that will pay $8.00 per 
hour. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said he is very disappointed in the 
budget proposal. This is a very poor example of a public 
document. He hopes that when the City comes up with a budget 
they make sure that citizens are receiving the same kinds of 
services as they did last year. He advocated the use of the rainy 
day fund to help balance the budget. This money belongs to the 
tax payers and it should be used to provide services to them if 
needed. He urged Council to eliminate tax abatements, PILOTS 
and special tax deals for developers and corporations. We must 
get rid of the TIFA districts that are draining money from the rest of 
the City so that special projects can be built. We should get rid of 
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the 425 Act Agreement in Meridian Township that will cost millions 
of dollars in sewer construction 

Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. said 6.8 million dollars is a lot of 
fish. He proposes that no one in the City of Lansing should make 
eight to ten times more than the lowest paid person in the City. 
One person who make the equivalent of 10 workers is just not 
rigit. This is a public arena, not private, not corporate. There is 
no reason one person should be making that much more money 
than the lowest paid person. He urged voters to vote no on the 
parks millage 


Frank Curtis X, no address given, spoke on behalf of Waddell 
Watson who passed away. He asked why Ferris Development 
keeps turning people down. He thanked Dave Berridge for giving 
him the phone number of E.T. McKenzie Construction Company. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that City Council's number one job 
is to watch over the City budget and we are $5,000,000.00 in the 
hole. On March 17, Mayor Benavides was quoted as saying that 
the City is better off than in 2003 when he took office. Maybe he 
and his family are better off, but the residents of Lansing are not. 
The Mayor announced a 5% cut in pay for Department Heads, but 
they will all get a $6,000.00 per year bonus for using their own car. 
The City Cannot borrow it’s way out of debt. The City cannot 
charge $2.00 per person for the use of it's outside pools. They 
should repeal Holiister’s edict that Department Heads who retire at 
over $100,000.00 pay per year will collect 100% of their salaries 
upon retirement 


Ed Simmer of 4243 W. Jolly Rd. said the increase in fees for the 
use of the City's outdoor swimming pools is unacceptable. He said 
the budget hearings are a joke. He urged Council to get rid of the 
fleet cars and the cell phones and cut the salary of the Board of 
Water and Light CEO by 60%. He is not worth $200,000.00 per 
year. He warned Councilmembers that November is coming 
Maybe it is time to say goodbye to Councilmembers 


Michael John Simon of 720 Sycamore said he is proud of the MSU 
Men's Basketball Team and the MSU Women's Basketball Team. 
He spoke of the need for a cure for HIV and AIDS. 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. said that when he supports a 
candidate, it is because he or she will address issues of primary 
interest to him. Like, racism. It is very important to most people of 
color. When you support a person, you look for them to stand up 
against exclusion and racism and look for inclusion. The Lansing 
Police Department uses racism to eliminate officers of color from 
the force. They are becoming an administration of exclusion. He 
knows racism when he sees it and when he hears it. No one is. 
standing up for these officers. No one is standing up for people of 
color or for the poor. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Ave. complained about a 
resolution not being included in the City Council packet 


Sherri Rolon of 4614 Atlanta Pl. thanked Council for the work they 
put in. She is still not back to work. They have been told that 20 
people will be back to work by April 18. She does not understand 
how the golf courses will be functional without putting seasonal 
workers back to work 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph complimented Mayor 
Benavides on his budget. He has vision. The only place you hear 
negativity about it is at the City Council podium. Mayor Benavides 
is ready to build a new legacy for Lansing. With all this new 
construction of high rent property, for rich people who have to have 
some place to live, we will need to draw some people into town 
with money. We cannot live on what General Motors used to do. 
We have to clean up this City and start all over again. When you 
lose as much money as we have lost from the schools, you must 
bring rich people back into Lansing and start earning their money.

MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener addressed comments made at the podium tonight 
Regarding the comments about getting rid of fleet cars. The 
Administration has already said that they will reduce the number of 
cars purchased next year by over $200,000.00. Regarding levels 
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of service; Street sweeping began today. It is on a 6 week cycle. 
It will take awhile to get through the City. He thanked 
Councilmembers for the administrative transfer resolution, but said 
it took the administration by surprise. They are trying to deal with 
the budget for next year and have been working hard to come up a 
package so Council can look at ways of supporting the cost of 
summer programs. He thanked Council for the discussion on 
Thursday to get the City back on track. He reported searching on 
the key word “budget cuts” on the Internet and finding that Grand 
Rapids has experienced heavy reductions in their parks budget, 
and that Ann Arbor is voting on a one mill increase for their forestry 
department and on raising their parks fees. Ypsilanti has reduced 
their budget, Saginaw is voting on a 4 mill increase for Police and 
Fire. Grand Rapids has reduced their rainy day fund from 
$17,000,000.00 to $6,300,000.00. All of these cities are in deficit 
spending and they all say that State Shared Revenue cuts are the 
cause. Grand Rapids cut their work force by 11%, or 182 jobs, in 
the last couple of years. Holland has cut youth services, Jackson 
is looking at increasing co-pays for employees and raising the age 
of retirement. These cities have eliminated services like golf and 
other parks programs. Kalamazoo is looking at intergovernmental 
cooperation. They are looking at regionalized services, like a fire 
authority, and consolidation of Police Dispatch programs. All 
across the State, Cities are having the same problems we are 
having. They are all taking cuts and they are in worse shape than 
we are. We must count our blessings and continue to work 
together to solve these problems. 


Councilmember Wood asked Mr. Wiener when Council would 
receive their budget detail 


Mr. Wiener said they will have general fund detail by Tomorrow at 
5:00 and the rest of it by the end of the week

The developer could 
also put a liquor store in this development and we do not need that 
in our community. He hopes this establishment does not conflict 
with any churches in the area.

The floor hockey program is the group that the 
City plans to cut. He said that they have over 250 kids involved in 
this program and it sucks when you need to make cuts and the first 
thing that you cut out is the kids. 


Lisa Claudio of 1707 Maplewood Ave. said that she is one of the 
parents of the hockey players that play at the Gier Community 
Center and said if the City cuts this program her children will have 
nothing. She said there is a choice, trophies or guns, violence and 
weapons. She said they attend tournaments on the weekend and 
if this program is cut they will do nothing. 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, said they 
have not proposed to cut the Gier Floor Hockey program. The only 
thing that would have any relationship to what they are saying is 
the reduction in the Community Center Programmers. There are 
two Programmers at each Community Center and the proposal is 
to have just one at each 


Councilmember Leeman said the Gier Advisory Board raises 
money through concession. If you do not have the Softball Adult 
League going on at Gier, that has been refurbished over the years, 
and that money goes towards paying for Floor Hockey Season 
He said what he has been told is that if they do not have their 
concession year round, they can not underwrite a lot of things 
going on 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides said what 
was proposed was to raise the fees for Adults Sports to help pay 
for cost of Adult Sports but we have not recommended eliminating 
Adult Sports 


Penny Grano of 1977 Maplewood said that she was a Seasonal 
Worker and just recently received a notice for call back that they 
will be starting on April 18, 2005 and she wanted to make sure that 
was the date because she heard they were going to start in May 


Lisa Claudio of 1707 Maplewood Ave. said that she was speaking 
‘on behalf of another speaker who did want to come forward. Lisa 
said don't cut what we have because that is all we have 


Traci Haynes of 15364 Airport said there are many things that 
Floor Hockey has provided a lot more than just floor hockey. She 
said the people who work at the facilities are important with the 
leadership they provide 


Rina Risper of 503 W Grand River Ave. invited the City Council 
and Mayor Benavides to a poetry event called “One Mic, One Life” 
at the 621 Club on April 24, 2005 from 6:30 P.M. until 11:00 PM. 
This event will help support Breast Cancer Research 


Shikha Jam of 4426 Janice Lee Dr. said that she was from the 
College of Human Medicine at MSU and they will host a Health 
Care Rally next Wednesday from 11:00 A.M until 5:00 P.M. at the 
Capitol steps. She said they will have numerous speakers who will 
speak on a variety of topics. There will different booths set up to 
provide information on health care disparity as well as community 
organizations that are in place to help solve these issues. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the budget and 
said that he heard they were going to close the Letts Community 
Center and that was disturbing to him 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said the UAW #2256 has been without a 
contract since October 1* and they need you to stop praying for 
them and pay them. He spoke about the amount of leave that 
Department Heads get paid when they retire or leave the City. He 
said that he has a lot of problems with the budget and questions 
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some of the choices. 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of Berwick Dr. said beware because this 
year is the renewal of the Lansing Parks and Recreation Millage. 
He said we are in the middle of a fifteen year millage that has done 
nothing but build river trails in this City and nothing has been done 
for our community parks 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. said there are two ways 
to handle the budget, one is by cutting cost and the other is by 
increasing collections. He said one way to increase collections is 
to get areas in the City under the 425 Agreement and they will 
have to pay the one percent tax rate. 


Michael John Simon of 720 S. Sycamore said that we need to find 
a cure for AID and his hero Magic Johnson announced that he has 
HIV and he is living with it. He said we are a world class city and 
we need to start acting line one and give support to the Capital 
Area AIDS Network and the mental organizations. 


Brittney Gilbert of 1550 W. Wieland Rd. spoke about the proposed 
cuts at the Gier Center and the adult program. She said it would 
be a terrible decision to cut positions at the Community Center and 
the adults Program because they get money from the adult 
programs to support the other programs. 


Donald Austin of 15346 Airport Rd. spoke about the cuts at the 
Community Centers. He said we should be writing about the 
services and good things that the community centers provide. He 
said there are kids from everywhere and they are looking forward 
to participating in the different events at the community centers. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said next Monday, 
April 18" there will be a protest picket in front of City Hall for Local 
2256 and she hopes people will join them or honk their horn if they 
drive by. She spoke about the budget and said the hold up has 
been Mr. Glen Kirk who has not provided information on a timely 
basis 


Mike Sears 5810 Orchard Ct. said that he would like to address the 
viewers and encourage them to vote “NO” on the Park Millage. He 
said we should not support an institution that is $6.2 Million in the 
hole 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn Dr. said last week there was a 
community forum at the Hill Center where citizens could see a 
presentation of the Administration Budget and ask questions and 
that was a nice forum and he really appreciates that. He said 
everyone should get involved and find out what is really going on 
with the park millage 


Michelle Lauren of 3777 Bath Rd., Mason, spoke about the 
proposed cuts of the staff at the community centers and said they 
are good people. She said if you start taking the community 
centers away you are going to have more children getting in 
trouble 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 2245 Holmes St. spoke about the house 
located at 230 Clifford St. and said that she admires that house 
and it would be a great loss to the City to have a house like that 
demolished. She spoke about neighborhood groups that consist of 
a few neighbors getting together and forming a group and then 
saying that they represent the whole neighborhood or other people 
when they are not consulting other people. She spoke about the 
Board of Water & Light and said the best thing to do is to make it a 
full department of the City and ran by a Department Head of the 
City, which would cost a lot less than having a General Manager. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said when parents take their 
children from Lansing Schools we lose a lot money and that could 
be the reason for some of the budget's shortfall. 
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Mike Behan of 4127 Okemos Rd., spoke about the definition of a 
hero. He said that he represents a couple of hero's who worked 
for the Board of Water & Light collectively for a total of fifty nine 
and a half years. People who have lost their jobs because they 
stood up to say that something was wrong within the Board of 
Water & Light. He requested that an audit be done and said it is 
time that the Council takes action 


Sherrie Rowland 4614 Atlanta Place thanked the City Council for 
looking out for the Seasonal Workers best interest. She said that

Councilmember Bauer said that she wanted to comment on some 
of the actions that were taken this evening. She said we should 
feel good about a couple of them. The Gene Townsend and the 
Condominiums, this is going to be a wonderful project on Grand 
and there will be seventeen new condo’s that will look like Row 
Houses. Trying to get people to live in this City this is very exciting 
She said the Danzo Hardware and NeoPhase developments on 
Washington and the whole REO Town area is taking off and that is 
also exciting 


Councilmember Leeman said you got a taste of the community 
coming down here because they wanted you to see what they are 
all about regarding the floor hockey issue. He said last Thursday 
they held a banquet at Gier to honor floor hockey and three 
hundred people attended and they did this twice in the last month 
because this program has been a large success. He said that he 
was told that if they did not have events going on at the Gier 
Community Center they would not be able to have a profit to go 
back into supporting their other teams, so it is a big circle where 
they depended on Adult Softball and other things going on at that 
facility. He said regarding the park millage he would ask the 
Administration to work with the Parks Department and get all of the 
facts right because to say that all of the millage money has gone to 
the River Trail is not right 


Councilmember Wood said that Councilmembers were presented 
a report that is the Mayor's Budget Message for the years 2005 
and 2006 dated March 28", 2005 and on the last page there were 
a number of revenues, as well as expenditures, and as you go 
through these you will see that one of the eliminations is Adult 
Sports Lifetime. For the second time Mr. Wiener has said that this 
is incorrect. She requested that the Administration go through the 
list and tell them what is and isn't correct. She said this is based 
on information that came from the Mayor Office and she wants to 
make sure that the City Council and the Public has the correct 
information. She said that she was going through the Planning 
and Development Budget and in that was funding for Tri-County 
Commission dues that was transferred to the Transportation Office 
and in FY04 that budget was $56,743.00 and it was budgeted 
FY0S for $65,000 and the recommended budget for FYO6 is 
$52,019 and she is not sure who checked with who on this but she 
has the bill that came to her in a letter because she sits on Tri- 
County and Lansing’s Dues for FY 06 are $90,400. This is a 
difference of over $30,000. This is $30,000 that we are going to 
have to come up with unless one of the Council's Seats is cut, 
which is one of the proposals. She asked if she could get 
additional information on this matter and said it would be 
appreciated. 
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Councilmember Allen said the Parks Millage is an extremely 
important vote because without this millage many things that we do 
provide we would not be able to. She said it has been made very 
clear by the City Council at the Public Hearings some of the issues 
that are very important. Without the Parks Millage funding they 
would not be possible. She asked the citizens when voting on the 
Parks Millage to look very closely at the language. There was a 
comment made about tonight's voting and she would hope that any 
person sitting on the dias would vote for what is best for what ever 
issue is before them and not make it a personal issue. She said 
sometimes there is a difference in philosophy but she really does 
believe that everyone has the best interest of the City at heart. She 
reminded everyone of the Budget Meeting that will be Wednesday 
at 6:30 P.M. at the Letts Community Center 


MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


Mayor Benavides thanked the City Council for all of their work and 
said he appreciates it because the votes that have come out of 
Council tonight will keep the City moving. He thanked them for 
their support 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides announced 
that this week is National Public Safety Telecommunications Week 
and this is a time to honor our men and women who work in our 
911 System. He said we all want to thank them and recognize 
them for their service. In regard to the parents and children who 
came down to speak tonight regarding the Gier Center, it was 
wonderful see them come down. He said it took him by surprise 
because the Administration never ever talked about Floor Hockey 
so he felt that this was out of the blue. He said that they have tried 
to stress in the budget message that it is their priority to sustain 
youth programming throughout the community. The issue that they 
raise is non-residence participation in adult sports. In the briefing 
papers that the Administration provided it did say that one of the 
possibilities was the elimination of adult sports, and that was an 
idea, but if you look in the budget book itself, you see that the adult 
sports are continued and what they are stressing is raising money 
through increasing fees to cover those sports. He said, as the 
Mayor pointed out in his budget message, between 65% and 75% 
of all participants in adults sports do not live in Lansing. The 
residents of Lansing are subsidizing those adults to play in those 
programs. That is the issue that they are raising. He said a 
speaker mentioned a $7 million gap is equivalent to each person 
having to pay $700.00 and he did the math and that is actually 
$58.00 per person, so if each person wants to send us $58.00 that 
would solve our problem. He said regarding the Park Millage that 
he could only reiterate what people said tonight about the Millage 
He spoke about the millage and said the challenge is how to 
configure the millage to address the Council and public concerns 
and then build support for the passage of the millage

WHEREAS, the Housing Law of Michigan and the Lansing House 
and Premises Code require that a hearing be conducted to give 
the property owner an opportunity to show cause why a dangerous 
structure should not be demolished or otherwise made safe; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council held a public hearing on April 
18, 2005, to review the finding and order of the Lansing Demolition 
Hearing Board officer(s); to give the owner, or the owner's agent, 
the opportunity to appear and show cause why the building should 
not be demolished or otherwise made safe; and to approve, 
disapprove or modify the order of the Hearing officer(s) to demolish 
or make safe the subject structure; and 


WHEREAS, the owner of the subject structure was given adequate 
notice in writing of the hearing as required by the Housing Law of 
Michigan (MCL 125.401 et seq) and the Lansing Housing and 
Premises Code (1460.07); and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council, pursuant to Section 141 of 
the Housing Law of Michigan (MCL 125.541), has determined that 
the subject structure has been substantially destroyed by 
deterioration, neglect, abandonment, inadequate sanitation, and 
unsanitary trash and debris accumulation to an unprecedented 
extent, and constitutes a detriment to the public health, safety and 
welfare; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the owners of 1717 
Vermont Avenue are hereby directed to comply with the order of 
the Hearing officer(s) to demolish or othetwise make safe the said 
structure within twenty one (21) days from the date of this 
resolution, Monday, April 18, 2005. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that should the owners fail to comply 
with the Hearing officer(s)’ order for demolition or make safe, the 
Manager of Code Compliance is hereby directed to proceed with 
demolition of said structure 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the cost of such demolition shall 
be a lien against the real property and shall be reported to the City 
Assessor. 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the owners in whose name the 
property appears upon the last local tax assessment record shall 
be notified by the City Assessor of the amount of such cost by first 
class mail at the address shown on the records. Upon the owners 
failure to pay the same within thirty (30) days after mailing by the 
City Assessor of the notice of the amount thereof, the amount of 
said costs shall be a lien and shall be filed and recovered as 


provided by law and the lien shall be collected and treated in the 
same manner as provided for property tax liens under the general 
property tax.

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Bauer announced that Tuesday, April 19 at 6:30 
p.m. at Foster Community Center a citizens group will meet to talk 
about the Parks Millage and how best to support it. Saturday April 
30 from 1:00 p.m. - 3:00 p.m. in the Holt High School Gymnasium 
there is a fundraiser called Walk and Roll. A bunch of groups are 
getting together to raise money to support people in Michigan with 
Disabilities. 


Councilmember Leeman responded to a citizen who spoke earlier 
about his grinning all the time. He said that when he grins that he 
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is not laughing in anyone's face. He grins because he enjoys 
grinning and it is nothing personal. He spoke about the comments 
that were made tonight about budget concerns. 


Councilmember Williams said that he notices Councilmember 
Leeman grinning a lot.

Councilmember Jeffries said, with regard to the labor issue, we 
have talked about this a couple of times and a couple of weeks 
ago he raised the issue of were are we and what role we play in 
negotiations. Councilmember Leeman also raised this issue 
What role does the City Council have. He asked Councilmember 
Allen to take this issue to Committee of the Whole to find out how 
we can begin to deal with this. That has not happened yet and he 
would ask that Councilmember Smith talk with Councilmember 
Allen to see about getting this on the Committee Agenda. 


Councilmember Smith said that she would like to thank everyone 
for coming out tonight for voicing their concerns about their 
contract. She also thanked everyone in the 4” Ward who have 
sent in petitions and made calls to her regarding the cuts to the 
Letts Community Center. She is very concerned about the 
Community Center and pushing really hard to do what she can 


Personnel Director Nancy Cunningham stated that, in regards to 
the UAW contract, we have established ground rules from the 
beginning and we are still in the process of negotiations, so we are 
not able to discuss this in an open meeting. By doing so we would 
break that trust 


Councilmember Wood said that she did not think that the UAW 
would mind waiving those rules so we could have a meeting to 
discuss it 


Nancy Cunningham said that the negotiation powers are rested in 
the Mayor's hands and in our area. The City Council has the 
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responsibility for the ratification portion of that contract 


Councilmember Jeffries said that he’s confused about the ground 
tules because we have been told that they are no longer in effect, 
once it went into mediation. So are you saying that they are still 
effective? 


Labor Relations Director John Bensinger said that, that was not 
correct. The ground rules are still in place because negotiations 
are still going on 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides , said that 
he appreciates all of the comments that the Councilmembers have 
made as well as the public. We heard many comments tonight, 
some were expressed in anger, some expressed in sorrow and 
even some expressed with the intent to provide us with 
information. | want to express on behalf of my colleagues and 
cabinet members that we do value our UAW workers. They are, 
after all, the people who do the peoples work and our city can’t 
function with out them. 


He asked for a few minutes to give a brief discussion regarding 
some of the comments that have been made about salary wages 
for some of the Department Heads. He explained that there has 
been talk about Doug Rubley the former Finance Director, leaving 
the City with a very large payment for retiring. He said Mr. Rubley 
received his leave balance buyout and it was not as large as what 
is being said. Every employee of the City, when they leave, get a 
leave balance buyout. Every employee except for those in the 
executive plan gets 100 % of their unused vacation time and 50% 
of their unused sick leave of up to 680 hours. Those in the 
executive plan who are the Directors get 100% of their unused sick 
leave up to 1400 hours and 100% of their unused compensatory 
time. Compensatory time is earned by working over and above the 
normal work hours, regular employees earn overtime pay where as. 
the directors do not. That's the system right or wrong that’s the 
way the system is. He said that he would not go into much detail 
about the compensation package that was given to the Finance 
Director. It was a deal that was done through the Mayor and Mr. 
Kirk and it includes a pay out for compensation of not having a 
retirement package

He said none of the people who have spoken tonight 
live in this neighborhood and do not have to deal with the trash and 
other things that go on at this house 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes spoke in opposition to 
demolishing any home in Lansing. She said there are funds out 
there to make these homes livable and we need to use them 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset spoke in opposition to the City red 
tagging a home just because. These homes should be put up for 
sale to give someone from outside the city the opportunity to buy 
them and fix them up. 


Melissa Sue Robinson of 1121 E. Larned St. said that the City 
should utilize Senate Bill #230 and Public Act #80 more often. She 
said if we want to bring more people to Lansing we should fix up 
these houses and sell them

Lansing ("East Lansing’) are authorized by the provisions of Act 
281, Public Act of Michigan, 1986, as amended (“Act 281"), to 
create a multi-jurisdictional local development finance authority to 
be known as the Local Development Finance Authority of the Cities 
of Lansing and East Lansing (the "Authority", Counties of Clinton 
and Ingham, Michigan, which exercises its powers within an 
Authority District designated by the Cities (the “Authority District’); 
to be known as the Lansing Regional SmartZone more particularly 
described as four separate areas 


A. The area in downtown Lansing bounded by Grand Avenue 
to the west, Michigan Avenue to the south, the Grand River to the 
east and Shiawassee Street to the north. 
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B.The area in Lansing bounded by |-496 to the west, the 
Lansing Corporate City Limit to the north and northeast, 
Collins Road to the east and Dunkel Road to the south. 


C. The area in East Lansing bounded by Bogue Street to the 
west, Grand River Avenue to the north, Hagadorn to the east, 
and the Red Cedar River to the south 


D.The area in downtown East Lansing contained within the 
East Lansing Downtown Development Authority District as 
adopted by the East Lansing City Council by Ordinance 635 
on June 17, 1986 and amended by Ordinance 889 adopted 
on February 18, 1997; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing (the “City 
Council’), after notice duly published and mailed as required by 
subsection 4(2) of Act 281, held a public hearing on Monday, 
December 13, 2004, a date not less than 60 days prior to the date 
of this resolution on establishment of the Authority and designation 
of the Authority District; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council intends to proceed to establish the 
Authority and the Authority District; and 


WHEREAS, the City desires to enter into an Agreement 
(“Agreement”) with East Lansing to determine provisions governing 
the number of members on the governing board of the Authority 
(‘Authority Board’) and the method of their appointment, the terms 
of initial and subsequent appointments to the Authority Board, the 
manner in which a member of the Authority Board may be removed 
before the expiration of his or her term, the power of the Board, the 
manner in which the Authority may be dissolved, and the 
disposition of assets upon dissolution; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Determination of Necessity; Purpose. In order to eliminate the 
conditions of unemployment, underemployment and joblessness, 
and to promote economic growth in the City, the City Council 
hereby determines that it is necessary for the public welfare of the 
City to create the Authority, which shall be a multi-jurisdictional 
local development finance authority pursuant to Act 281 

2. Creation of Authority. The City hereby jointly creates the 
Authority with East Lansing. The Authority shall be a public body 
corporate pursuant to Act 281 and shall be known and exercise its 
powers under title of the "Local Development Finance Authority of 
the Cities of Lansing and East Lansing.” The Authority may adopt 
a seal, may sue and be sued in any court of this state, and shall 
poseess all of the powers necessary to carry out the purpose of its 
incorporation as provided by this resolution and Act 281. The 
enumeration of a power in this resolution or in Act 281 shall not be 
construed as a limitation upon the general powers of the Authority. 
3. Designation of Authority District. The four separate areas 
described on page one of this resolution 

4. Powers of Authority. Except as specifically otherwise provided 
in this resolution, the Authority shall have all powers provided by 
law. 

5. Approval of Agreement Pursuant to Act 281. The City Council 
hereby expressly approves the Agreement attached hereto as 
Exhibit A. The City Council hereby authorizes the Mayor and the 
City Clerk to execute and deliver the Agreement and any 
cettificates or other documents as may be required by Act 281 to 
properly and fully establish the Authority. 

6. Fiscal Year; Adoption of Budget. 


(a) The fiscal year of the Authority shall begin on July 1 of 
each year and end on June 30 of the following year. 

(b) The Authority Board shall annually prepare a budget 
which shall contain the information and be prepared in the 
manner set forth in the Agreement. The Authority Board shall 
not finally adopt a budget for any fiscal year until the budget 
has been approved by the Lansing and East Lansing City 
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Councils independently. The Authority Board may, however, 

temporarily adopt a budget in connection with the operation of 
any improvements which have been financed by revenue 
bonds where required to do so by the resolution authorizing 
the revenue bonds. 
(c) The Authority shall submit financial reports to Lansing 
and East Lansing pursuant to the Agreement. The Authority 
shall be audited annually by an independent auditor as 
designated in the Agreement 

7. Termination. Upon completion of its purposes, or as otherwise 

provided in the Agreement, the Authority my be dissolved 

8. Repealer. All resolutions and parts of resolutions in conflict 

herewith are hereby repealed

7.“HUD" MEANS THE DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND 
URBAN DEVELOPMENT OF THE UNITED STATES

8. "LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM" 
MEANS THE PROGRAM ESTABLISHED BY SECTION 42 OF

WILL ACCEPT, AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR PUBLIC

i. FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN NINETY-FIVE PERCENT (95%) OF 
CONTRACT RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND

DEVELOPMENT BENEFITS FROM A SECTION 8

ii. F ASECTION 8 CONTRACT IS NOT IN EFFECT FOR

SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND

ii. a CERTIFIED STATEMENT IDENTIFYING ALL THE 
UNITS RENTED TO ELDERLY PERSONS OF LOW OF 
MODERATE INCOME; AND 
iii. IF REQUESTED BY THE CITY, PROOF THAT THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT UNITS HAVE NOT 
INCREASED, DECREASED, OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY 
FORM, UNLESS THE CITY HAS OTHERWISE AMENDED 
THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION. 


(D) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL 
SERVICE CHARGE. NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (C), 
THE SERVICE CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF 
TAXES FOR THE PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT THAT IS TAX EXEMPT AND OCCUPIED BY OTHER 
THAN LOW OR MODERATE INCOME ELDERLY PERSONS 
SHALL BE EQUAL TO THE FULL AMOUNT OF THE TAXES 
THAT WOULD OTHERWISE BE DUE AND PAYABLE ON THAT 
PORTION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT IF 
THE PROJECT WERE NOT TAX EXEMPT. 


(E) PAYMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE. THE

MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE

Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of IDD-01-05; 900 & 912 W. St. Joseph Ave., 
Application for Industrial Development District filed by BRD Printing 
Inc. 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper spoke in opposition to this abatement 
and said if you want to bring people back to Lansing give them the 
abatements and then businesses will follow 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. said although he is not in 
favor of giving IDD's but is speaking in favor of this one for BRD 
Printing Inc., because this business has been in Lansing for a 
number of years and some Lansing residents will get jobs. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said spoke about the lack of information 
regarding this IDD. Basically this is a 50% tax abatement on all 
real and personal property or equipment for the next twelve years. 
He asked to see the Site Plan and the affirmative action plan 


Mike Sears 5810 Orchard Ct. spoke about all of the tax 
abatements that the City is giving to businesses while at the same 
time asking citizens to pay more taxes. That is not fair. He urged 
the City Council to vote no. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said this is an investment in 
Lansing and if we want to rebuild Lansing we have to give 
incentives and spend money to get new businesses. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, questioned what the 
availability of jobs are for the citizens of Lansing and he also 
questioned if there would be any kind of apprentice programs to 
help people get these jobs. 


2. In consideration of a 425 Agreement between the City of 
Lansing and Delta Charter Township for a conditional transfer of 
property involving a 25.711 acre site known as Parcel A for Collins 
and Aikman, inc 


Stan Schuck of 818 Cooper questioned what public services would 
be provided by Lansing and what would happen if an emergency 
came up and Lansing Public Service providers were caught up in 
an emergency in Delta Township on a call 


Bill Sepic of the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce 
congratulated the City of Lansing and Delta Township for working 
together to advance this region and create new jobs. He asked 
for support of the two agreements on behalf of the Regional 
Chamber of Commerce 


Bill Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. said that he understands that 
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the reason we are having a Public Hearing and acting on these 
agreement in the same night is because the business involved 
wants to start building in July and because this is what the 
business wants the City has pushed the whole process up. He 
believes that the City Council is acting hastily. 


Darnell Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. spoke about how bad the 
last 425 Agreement was. He said it is time to start looking out for 
Lansing. Jobs are not being created, and if they are, they are not 
given to the citizens of Lansing. He said we will not recoup the 
money that we put into this 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that he has concerns about the fast 
track that these 425 Agreements are being put on. He spoke 
about the services that the City of Lansing will be providing for 
these Agreements. He questioned the 60/40 split for the jobs and 
taxes 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn said that this deal is going on too 
fast and we are getting robbed once again. He said there is a lot 
of language in these contracts that has not been looked at. He 
said we need jobs 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. said that we can not afford to give 
all of these tax breaks. He said you are asking us to pay for the 
Park Millage but yet you are going to give away these 425 tax 
abatements. 


Gordon Wilson of 4113 S. Jenison said that people living in 
Meridian Township should not be voting in Lansing and he feels 
that people living in Delta Township should not be voting in 
Lansing’s Elections. He said that we need to look at regionalism 
and that means everybody should get a fair share of the pie, and 
60/40 is not a fair share when it comes to residents of Lansing 
getting jobs 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joe said that you have to deal with 
the future of this City and she hopes and prays that the City can 
start moving forward with as many new businesses as possible, 
even if you have to take a risk 


Eugene Buckley 818 N. Hayford said lets put things in perspective, 
the jobs that are created by the Collins and Aikman facility are 
replacements for jobs that used to pay a GM wage. So, we are not 
gaining anything by this, all we are doing is cutting our losses. He 
questioned what would happen if this company goes into 
bankruptcy 

Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, asked why the City would 
give all of these tax breaks and on the other hand close all of the 
recreation centers 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that the reason 
Delta Township needs the City of Lansing is because they can not 
get a tax break without the City. She stated that she just found out 
that Collins and Aikman may be going into bankruptcy. She said all 
this is doing is selling our votes 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. said that the City of Lansing 
cannot afford to do this and it is a very bad idea. 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset suggested that the City Council 
charter a bus and drive ninety miles to the east of this town and 
take at look the City of Detroit because in the 1950's they went 
through the same thing and look at where they are now. 


Dru Vinson of 706 S. Fairview spoke in opposition to the 425 
agreements. He said this is a big commitment and he questioned 
the stability of this company. 


3. In consideration of a 425 Agreement between the City of 
Lansing and Delta Charter Township for a conditional transfer of 
property involving a 28.751 acre site known as Parcel B for 
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Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper spoke in opposition to this 425 
agreement. The residents need a tax break not the developers 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick spoke in opposition to the 
425 agreements. He said that the Council has a responsibility to 
the residents of this City not with the developers 


John Pollard 1718 Blair said that he has concerns about the 
agreements that the Council comes up with on these 425 
agreements. He said that the City should get a lot more out of 
these agreements, it should be a 50/50 agreement 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn asked why the property value is 
not increasing over the 15 years and said he does not understand 
why it would stay the same 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court spoke in opposition to the 425 
agreement and asked Council to vote this down, because it is the 
right thing to do 


Gordon Wilson of 413 S. Jension asked that in the future, when 
Lansing does another 425 agreement, the administration and 
Council make sure that the City gets something more out of it and 
that the residents of Lansing at least have a chance of getting 
some of the jobs. 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset asked how many jobs this 
company is bringing with them that don't already have employees 
in place. Lansing residents should be given the first choice at 
these jobs. 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford spoke in opposition to the 425 
agreements because it is taking away from the residents of the 
City. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd spoke in opposition 
to the 425 agreements. She said that there is nothing in the 
agreements to benefit the residents of Lansing 


Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joseph said that we should not be 
afraid to take a chance with these agreements. She said the 
Union's have pushed all the big companies out of Lansing 


Steve Abbott of 5419 Hughes Rd spoke in opposition to the 425 
agreements, saying that it is not fair to the citizens of Lansing. If 
the City can not afford to keep alll of its employees, how can you 
afford all of these tax abatements. 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, said that he disagrees with 
comments that were made by a the previous speaker regarding 
Unions. He also said that with the budget problems that the City is 
having we should not be giving out any tax abatements 


4. In consideration of the City of Lansing Fiscal Year 2005-2006 
Operating and Capital Improvements Budgets and the City’s Tax 
Rate 


Dave Wiener the Executive Assistant to the Mayor, gave a brief 
overview of the proposed Budget 


Councilmember Williams asked Mr. Wiener a question about the 
reduction of positions and it there was any kind of incentive target 
for retirement 


Mayor Benavides said that they are in the planning stages of 
putting something together. 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper said that the cost of labor and 
approving the budget should go hand and hand. He questioned 
how the City could approve this budget without having a UAW 
contract in place. 
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Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford said that three years ago when 
he ran for Mayor he warned everyone that the City would end up 
with budget problems and here we are. He recalled proposing to 
change the Charter and go to having a City Manager and have 
professionals come in and do our budget. Maybe if that were to 
take place we would not have budget problems 


Luke Mardioian of 120 W. Michigan said that he, along with the two 
people standing next to him, are losing their jobs as Cadets with 
Lansing Police Department. He said that it is important for the 
Lansing Police Department to have Cadets and the work that the 
Cadets do to help the officers is just unbelievable. The officers are 
able to be on the streets more thanks to the help of the Cadets 
You really need to reinstate the Cadets for the sake of the 
residents of Lansing 


Walter Brown of 1310 Knollwood thanked the Council for all their 
hard work on the Budget and for saving the Community Centers 


Mike Behan of 4127 Okemos Rd said that the Council really needs 
to reconsider making cuts to the Police and Fire Departments. 
Those cuts will really hurt the City. He said that he does not 
understand how a budget can be passed without having an audit 
done on the Board of Water and Light 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick said that this is the worst 
budget that he has ever seen. He said that if you ran your 
personal finances the way you are running the City you would be 
homeless. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair asked what the point is to having this 
public hearing when the council has already decided to pass the 
budget. It is pointless to have a public hearing on the same night 
that you are going to pass the budget resolution 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn spoke in support of the budget in 
regards to the Capital Improvements but said that the City still 
needs to get a grip. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court said that he handles a large 
sum of money and he does not understand how the Council can 
pass a budget without the required information from the Board of 
Water and Light and a union contract. He said doing an audit on 
the Board of Water & Light may turn out to help the City’s budget 
shortfall 


Gordon Wilson of 413 S. Jenison commended the Council for 
doing a great job during the budget hearings. He said that you 
can't negotiate a union contract without opening up the books to 
the Unions. 


Scott Davis of 303 N. Francis thanked the Council for not cutting 
the Community Centers 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that it is time that we 
take the City back. She said we are having the residual effect from 
the Hollister Administration 


Mike Parker of 5800 Executive Dr. Teamster 580 Representative, 
said that he would like to thank Council for all of their time and 
hard work that they put into the budget. However, he opposes 
some of the job cuts to the Police Department. Teamsters 
represent 4 people in the Police Department who are going to lose 
their jobs as of July 1%. He said that Council really needs to 
reconsider the positions that are being cut because they do so 
much to help the officers out on a daily basis 


Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joseph said that cuts have to be 
made somewhere, because the City has lost so much money 
because of people pulling their kids out of Lansing Schools. 
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Richard Clement, no address given, said we need to find another 
way to make cuts and to save the jobs in the Police Department 
He congratulated Debbie Miner for getting new voting equipment. 
He said getting new equipment was a great thing to do because it 
made it easier for the elderly people in the City. 


Steve Abbott of 5419 Hughes Rd. asked what the Cap amount is 
for the rainy day fund now that it has been dipped into so many 
times 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset spoke about Doug Rubley, the 
former Finance Director, being paid to come in and help balance 
the budget. He wants to know what good is it doing to have a 
Finance Director who needs help to balance the budget 


Dru Vinson of 706 S. Fairview thanked Council for their hard work 
on the budget. He questioned why the Director of Parks and 
Recreation can not come up with a business plan on his own and 
why he has to have everyone else doing it for him. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove said the biggest problem 
the City faced on this budget was protecting the citizens and by 
cutting jobs at the Police Department, you are not protecting the 
City, 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper spoke about Administrative cost. He 
said the Administration did not have a five percent reduction in 
their pay because they received a twenty-two percent raise 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset spoke about the Living Wage 
Ordinance 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court spoke about the Parks Millage 
and urged everyone to vote no, because the money is not going to 
the Parks like we think 


Eugene Buckley of 818 N. Hayford spoke about the problem he 
has with losing his home of 26 years in Lansing and how he cannot 
get anyone to help him stop this from happening 


Darnell E. Oldham St of 3815 Berwick stated his support of 
candidates for City Council. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that the Council needs to step in 
and stop the rate increases that the Board of Water and Light is 
trying to get passed. Alll they are doing is taking money away from 
the people who own the Board of Water & Light.

RESOLUTION #203 
BY THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing and Delta Township (Township) 
are ‘local units” as defined by Public Act 425 of 1984, as amended 
(Act 425), (MCL 124.21 et seq); and 


WHEREAS, Act 425 enables two local units of government to 
conditionally transfer property by written agreement for the 
purpose of economic development projects; and 


WHEREAS, the City and Township propose that certain property 
be conditionally transferred from the Township to the City pursuant 
toAct 425; and 


WHEREAS, a proposed Agreement for Conditional Transfer of 
Property Pursuant to 1984 PA 425 (the Agreement) providing for 
matters permitted and required under Act 425, has been 
negotiated and prepared; and 


WHEREAS, the Agreement provides, among other things, for the 
conditional transfer of property in the Township to the City, the 
providing of governmental utilities and services, zoning, taxation, 
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revenue sharing, charging for services, and ordinance application 
and enforcement, and mutually benefits the City and Township: 
and 


WHEREAS, a proposed draft of the Agreement was placed on file 
with the City Clerk on May 9, 2005; and 


WHEREAS, the City held a public hearing on May 16, 2005 at the 
regularly scheduled Council meeting regarding the proposed 
Agreement, preceded by notice in accordance with the 
requirements of Michigan’s Open Meetings Act; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed Agreement has been presented to 
Council for review and approval; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the City finds that the 
conditional transfer of property from the Township to the City 
pursuant to the Agreement on file with the city Clerk will provide for 
the division of municipal powers, functions, and responsibilities to

The Administration shall submit to Council detailed 
quarterly reports beginning September 1 of each year outlining 
the transfers made pursuant to the above authorization 


16) Civil Actions Claims and Damages. 


Whenever any claims are made or any civil action is commenced 
against the Mayor, City Council members, or non-elected City 
employees for damages, while in the scope of their employment on 
the boards of directors of non-profit organizations as required by 
statute, ordinance, or resolution, the City shall pay for, or engage, 
or furnish the services of an attorney to advise them as to the claim 
and appear for and represent them in the action. The City may 
compromise, settle, and pay such claims before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the Mayor, City Council members, or non- 
elected City employees, while in the scope of their employment on 
the boards of directors of non-profit organizations as required by 
statute, ordinance, or resolution as the result of any civil action for 
damages, the City shall indemnify them or pay, settle, or 
compromise the judgment. The City's obligations to defend and 
indemnify shall be contingent upon prompt notification from the 
Mayor, City Council members or non-elected City employees of the 
commencement of any action andupon their full cooperation in the 
preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“Scope of Employment’ in this provision does not include fraud, the 
willful intentional breach of fiduciary duty, criminal actions, or traffic 
violations.

Darnell E. Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. noted that this waiver is 
requested for work on the CSO project. He questioned if printed 
notice was mail to residents. 


Mike Sears of Orchard Crt. stated his support for this waiver, 


saying that this is to clean up our City and we should go ahead and 
do it 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair thanked the City Clerk for clearing up 
the question regarding notification to residents 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES 


2. In consideration of an Obsolete Property Rehabilitation Act 
(OPRA) filed by DJV Properties LLC for property located at 1709 
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Thompson St. 


Darnell E. Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick predicted that the City will 
tax abate itself out of business. Lean times are upon us, 
apparently Council has not recognized that yet. These abatements 
are exactly why our budget is in a crisis. Lansing needs to be 
rebuilt and revitalized. Council should focus on doing that through 
entrepreneurs who will invest their own money into their projects 
Ifa businessman really wants a project to go forward, that is what 
he will do. Many business owners in the City have opened, 
operated and expanded their own businesses without asking the 
City for a tax abatement. These entrepreneurs follow their dreams 
and take a chance on them. He asked why this developer does 
not put his own money intothis project 


Councilmember Bauer explained that this property is the old 
Melling Drop Forge property that occupies more than 20 acres 
The project calls for demolition of part of the existing building, roof 
repair to part of the structure that will remain, construction of new 
units, and infrastructure development in the North Lansing 
Commerce Park. This will bring in taxes and convert the property 
into useable space. The structure that currently exists is 125,000 
square feet. This will be partially demolished and sub-units will be 
constructed to replace it. The developer is investing $728,000 and 
receiving a 50% tax abatement. The Obsolete Property 
Rehabilitation act is a mechanism through which the State 
encourages developers to rehabilitate old and aging facilities like 
this. She asked Tracy Carney from the City of Lansing Economic 
Development Office to give further detail regarding this project 


Mrs. Carney explained that this is the first step in a two step 
process. The second step is for the developers to submit an 
application after the district is approved, asking for the abatement 
This is not abatement of the existing taxes, it is an abatement of 
some of the future taxes for a finite period of time not to exceed 12 
years. This is a good program that fills an important niche that 
traditional industrial tax abatements and —_ brownfield 
redevelopments do not fill 


Mike Sears of Orchard Crt. protested this tax abatement, saying 
that the City has a $7,000,000.00 deficit and we will vote on 
another millage in August. This is just another instance of group ‘b’ 
paying for group ‘a’ 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said this project will bring approximately 
87 new jobs into town. He asked what type of jobs they will be and 
how much they will pay. The plan calls for three (3) 10' units, two 
(2) 15' units and two (2) 25' units. These are all for office space. 
The developer will invest $728,000.00 of his own money and the 
taxable value will be frozen at 24,517 for 12 years. The proposed 
uses are convenience, retail and office. This sounds like a strip 
mall. There are no sidewalks over there, the City will probably 
have to pay for that. He asked to see a prospectus to show where 
the money will be made and how much is going to be charged for 
rent. He asked to have language added that will give preference to 
Lansing residents for any jobs that are created 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, asked how his sons can get 
these jobs. The City is giving away tax abatements, but City 
residents cannot get jobs at these businesses. He asked what 
kind of businesses these are? Light Industrial? Heavy Industrial? 
What kind of programs exist for skilled trades? What kind of 
manufacturing will go on there? When and where do Lansing 
residents get their share? 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. complimented Mr. Pollard for 
doing his homework 


Dale Abronowitz, no address given, asked Council to stop giving 
tax abatements and start fixing the City’s housing stock. That is 
what he did with the house that he bought, but he never got a tax 
abatement for it. He used his own money. If Council gave a 50% 
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tax abatement on housing stock for the first two years that a new 
owner lived in it, that would encourage more people to buy and 
renovate our aging houses. 


Stan Shuck of 1516 Cooper said that, if the City offered the tax 
abatements that are given to developers to people who moved out 
of the city into the suburbs as an incentive to get them to move 
back in, they would do so, and the businesses would follow. 


Dan Vanatter of 333 Woodhaven Dr. said he is the developer of 
this property. This is the Melling Forge facility that has been in 
Lansing for 80 years. It is now dilapidated and is an 
embarrassment to the City of Lansing. He is going to renovate the 
building. It is his hope to bring jobs back into the community by 
building a facility that will create new jobs. He will keep his lease 
rates low to try to fill the space up to bring businesses back to 
town. This is our town, our facility. This is where we work and 
where our kids go to school. We have to diversify in this town and 
build things that will make it productive. The OPRA is a funding 
mechanism devised by the State. He has asked for the help and 
the support of the City Council and Lansing residents. This job 
cannot be done by one person. We need everyone's help 


Christine Timmon of 329 E. St. Joseph stated her support for this 
project. Melling Forge was a mess on the north end. As far as she 
is concerned, the City should pay Mr. Vanatter to do this. The man 
is performing a service. If Michigan is to survive, we can no longer 
depend on the automotive industry. She thanked Council for 
passing the two 425 Act agreements last week. Council has to 
take some risks. The City should be paying to have that mess 
over at Melling fixed up. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. reminded viewers 
that the City gassed Melling Forging strikers a few years ago. The 
plight of the automotive industry cannot be blamed on the UAW 


Mike Cole, no address given, said that it is not the unions running 
people out of business. It is health care costs. This town has had 
a good relationship with it's union workers evidenced by the fact 
that a ‘state of the art’ automotive plant came to Lansing. It came 
here because they believed in us. The problem with 
manufacturing is the cost of health care. 


Tony Uevos, no address given, said the City needs work 


Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Melissa Sue Robinson spoke regarding the budget and future city 
budgets, and claimed that this year's budget was balanced through 
the elimination of 140 jobs and depletion of the rainy day fund. 
The Council must form a plan to bring people and jobs back to the 
City. They also need to fix the red tag problem 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper Ave. suggested that we build something 
that will bring draw people and make money, how about a new 
water park? The golf course operations need to be revamped, and 
we need to reopen the recycling program for bids. Washington 
Park is underutilized for events and Council needs to listen to the 
people who come down and speak to them, they are almost 
always right and they offer good ideas and advice. He said that 
without unions, employees would not have basic rights. 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset spoke regarding the Chantell 
Buckner lawsuit, saying that the City is responsible. He accused 
Council of playing a shell game with the public and with the 
Buckner family. He stated that he filed a freedom of information 
act request to find out what Doug Rubley's contract is all about 
He advocated for the development of a South Side Community 
Center and for a water park in the downtown riverfront area. This 
town can be made into a tourist center and it can be made 
profitable. 
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Joan Sheldon, President of Friends of Durant Park said that the 
Michigan Historical marker at the Park will soon be in place. She 
invited Mayor Benavides and Councilmembers to the ceremony on 
June 2, 2005 at 12:00 for the dedication of the marker 


Councilmember Wood commended Mrs. Sheldon for her hard work 
on Durant Park. 


Christine Reed, no address given, stated that she is speaking on 
behalf of developers in Lansing and described the process they 
have to gothrough to get projects approved. 


Michael John Simon of 720 Sycamore wished for world peace and 
a cure for Aids. He said that Lansing is a world class city. 


Darnell Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. criticized the Council for 
passing a budget without a successfully negotiated UAW contract 
He spoke in opposition to the parks millage proposal that will be 
submitted to voters on the August 2, 2005 Primary Election ballot 
He stated his support for construction of a South Side Community 
Center. He asked Councilmember Williams and Mayor Benavides 
to take a stand on this issue. He complained that City Council 
violates their own rule, rule 19, every week. He also complained 
that the City of out of synch with regard to the law on election 
signs. He stated a demand that Glen Kirk and Dave Berridge both 
be fired. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair said that last Thursday Senate Bill #522 
was introduced to strip cities of their right to issue permits for 
placement of utilities in the right-of-way. He asked why the sign 
code amendment has been held up for so long 


Frank S. Curtis X, no address given, introduced his daughter-in- 
law who is looking for employment. She wants to make Lansing 
her home, but she needs a job 


Mike Cole of 3422 Braeburn spoke about the upcoming primary 
election in August. He stated that when he voted in the LCC 
Election on May 3, 2005 he was only the 2nd voter of the day, and 
he did not vote until 5:00 P.M, The same old voters show up for 
election after election. This creates a select pool of voters for 
candidates to target. We need more voters to show up, especially 
voters between the age of 18-20 


Andrew Brodie of 1114 Glenn St. stated his endorsement of 
candidates for City offices. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding the UAW 
contract, and stated her opinion regarding unions and their affect 
on the automotive industry. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rad. criticized Council for 
passing the two Public Act 425 Agreements last week. She asked 
what the City’s lobbyist is doing for his money. Why does John 
Pollard have to be the one to find out about Senate Bill #522 and 
the Wolverine Pipe Line? She countered the statements made by 
the previous speaker regarding unions and their affect on industry

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has determined that this should be 
provided through special assessment zones established for the 
purpose of financing Principal Shopping District activities; and

providing such services should be recovered by a special 
assessment against properties especially benefitted as authorized 
by Act No. 120 of the Public Acts of 1961, as amended, and 
Chapters 812 and 1026 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has reviewed the proposed special 
assessment boundaries; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has also reviewed the proposed 
services within the boundaries with an estimated cost of these 
services,

Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. said that you have a homeowner 
who is working very hard to bring this property up to code and he 
has come a long way and the City needs to work with him 


Belinda Fitzpartrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said that she has a 
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problem with this whole Make-Safe or Demolish process as a way 
to deal with getting houses repaired in the City. She said people 
should be outraged when they see someone come down here 
saying that they are doing all that they can but can not do it on the 
City's time scale

WHEREAS, on November 4, 2004, State Rep. Joe Rivet 
announced during a lame duck session of the legislature a bill that 
would effectively reverse the Michigan Supreme Court's recent 
decision to affirm the right of local municipalities, cities like 
Lansing, in Michigan to exercise local control by approving 
instaliation of not only gas pipelines, but all utilities; and 


WHEREAS, this bill did not reach the floor for a vote; and 


WHEREAS, on May 19, 2005, Senator Michelle A. McManus 
introduced Senate Bill 522, which would amend 1925 PA 368, the 
Act would allow for a utility to enter, construct, and maintain utility 
within limited access highway right-of -ways which would include 
the construction of pipe lines. 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill 522 would also reverse the Michigan 
Supreme Court's recent decision to affirm the right of local 
municipalities, cities like Lansing, in Michigan to exercise local 
control; and 


WHEREAS, many believe that the legislation would also 
compromise the safety and security of Lansing residents which the 
City Council cited as one of its findings; and 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
continues to oppose any construction, operation, or maintenance 
of a petroleum products pipeline within the I-96 right-of-way, inside 
the Lansing city limits;

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 206, BY ADDING A NEW SECTION 206.24 
OF THE LANSING CODE OF ORDINANCES FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF IMPROVING THE LIVES OF WORKING PEOPLE 
AND THEIR FAMILIES BY REQUIRING EMPLOYERS THAT 
CONTRACT WITH THE CITY OR RECEIVE ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE TO PAY THEIR EMPLOYEES A 
WAGE SUFFICIENT TO MEET BASIC SUBSISTENCE NEEDS,

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 206 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended by adding a new 
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Section 206.24 to read as follows 
SECTION 206.24 
(A) PURPOSE. 


THE PURPOSE OF THIS SECTION IS TO IMPROVE THE LIVES 
OF WORKING PEOPLE AND THEIR FAMILIES BY REQUIRING 
EMPLOYERS THAT CONTRACT WITH THE CITY TO PAY THEIR 
EMPLOYEES A WAGE SUFFICIENT TO MEET BASIC 
SUBSISTENCE NEEDS, AND THAT THEY PROVIDE FOR THE 
HIRING OF LANSING RESIDENTS AS EMPLOYEES WHEN AND 
WHERE POSSIBLE. 


(B) APPLICABILITY. 


(1) THIS SECTION APPLIES TO ANY CONTRACTOR 
WHO IS A PARTY TO A CONTRACT FOR SERVICES, AS 
DEFINED HEREIN. 


(2) THE MINIMUM LIVING WAGE REQUIREMENT OF 
THIS SECTION APPLIES TO ANY PART-TIME OR FULL- 
TIME EMPLOYEE OF A CONTRACTOR WHO IS 
EMPLOYED AT ANY JOB SITE COVERED BY ACONTRACT 
FOR SERVICES OR SUBSIDIZED, IN WHOLE OR IN PART, 
UNDER A CONTRACT FOR SERVICES; AND ANY PART 
TIME OR FULL-TIME EMPLOYEE OF A GRANTEE. 


(C) DEFINITIONS. 
AS USED IN THIS SECTION: 


(1) "CLASSIFIED CITY EMPLOYEE” MEANS AN EMPLOYEE 
OF THE CITY WHO OCCUPIES A POSITION WHICH IS 
DEFINED BY A CLASSIFICATION SPECIFICATION AND IS 
ACKNOWLEDGED IN THE ANNUAL BUDGET. 

(2) “CONTRACT FOR SERVICES" MEANS A CONTRACT, OR 
COMBINATION OF CONTRACTS, BETWEEN A 
CONTRACTOR AND THE CITY OF LANSING PRIMARILY FOR 
THE FURNISHING OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE TOTAL 
EXPENDITURE, INCLUDING ALL SUBCONTRACTS, 
EXCEEDS $50,000 ANNUALLY, ON A FISCAL YEAR BASIS, 
AND DOES NOT INCLUDE A CONTRACT TO PURCHASE OR 
LEASE GOODS OR PROPERTY. 


(3) "CONTRACTOR" MEANS A PERSON WHO ENTERS 
INTO A CONTRACT FOR SERVICES WITH THE CITY HAVING 
FIVE OR MORE’ EMPLOYEES, INCLUDING ANY 
SUBCONTRACTORS. 


(4) “LF.T. CERTIFICATE" MEANS ANY INDUSTRIAL 
FACILITIES TAX ABATEMENT CERTIFICATE ISSUED 
PURSUANT TO PUBLIC ACT 198 OF 1974, AS AMENDED. 


(5) "EMPLOYER" MEANS A PERSON WHO ENGAGES 
EMPLOYEES TO PROVIDE LABOR IN EXCHANGE FOR THE 
PAYMENT OF WAGES OR A SALARY. 


(6) "EMPLOYEE" MEANS ANY INDIVIDUAL WHO IS PAID TO. 
WORK FOR AN EMPLOYER 


(7) “FEDERAL POVERTY GUIDELINE" MEANS THE 
OFFICIAL POVERTY GUIDELINE FOR AFAMILY OF FOUR (4) 
PUBLISHED AND UPDATED ANNUALLY IN THE FEDERAL 
REGISTER BY THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND 
HUMAN SERVICES UNDER AUTHORITY OF 42 USC 9902(2). 


(8) “FULL-TIME EMPLOYEE" MEANS AN EMPLOYEE WHO 
|S EMPLOYED FOR NOT LESS THAN FORTY (40) HOURS IN 
ACALENDAR WEEK. 


(9) “GRANTEE” MEANS A RECIPIENT OF AN LF.T 
CERTIFICATE. 
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(10) "HEALTH CARE BENEFITS" MEANS THE RIGHT OR 
RIGHTS GRANTED TO AN EMPLOYEE UNDER A 
CONTRACT, CERTIFICATE OR POLICY OF INSURANCE TO 
HAVE PAYMENT MADE BY A HEALTH CARE INSURER OR 
HEALTH CARE CORPORATION FOR SPECIFIED MEDICAL 
OR HEALTH CARE SERVICES FOR THE EMPLOYEE AND 
THE EMPLOYEE'S DEPENDENTS. 


(11) “IMPLEMENTING DEPARTMENT” MEANS THE HUMAN 
RELATIONS AND COMMUNITY SERVICES DEPARTMENT OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING. 

(12) “LIVING WAGE" MEANS AN HOURLY WAGE RATE 
WHICH IS EQUIVALENT TO 125% OF THE FEDERAL 
POVERTY LINE ON AN ANNUAL BASIS WHEN CALCULATED. 
BASED ON FORTY HOURS PER WEEK, FIFTY WEEKS PER 
YEAR; PROVIDED HOWEVER, THAT COSTS PAID BY THE 
EMPLOYER FOR AN EMPLOYEE HEALTH CARE BENEFITS 
MAY BE COUNTED TOWARD UP TO ONE FIFTH OF THE 
HOURLY RATE PAYABLE TO THE EMPLOYEE. 


(13) "PART-TIME EMPLOYEE” MEANS AN EMPLOYEE WHO 
IS NOT AFULL-TIME EMPLOYEE. 


(14) "PERSON" MEANS ANY FIRM, JOINT VENTURE, 
PARTNERSHIP, LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY, 
CORPORATION, CLUB, ASSOCIATION OR ORGANIZATION, 
EITHER INCORPORATED OR UNINCORPORATED, 
HOWEVER OPERATING OR NAMED, WHETHER ACTING 
DIRECTLY OR BY A SERVANT, AGENT OR FIDUCIARY, AND 
INCLUDING ALL LEGAL REPRESENTATIVES, HEIRS, 
SUCCESSORS AND ASSIGNS THEREOF. 


(D) MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS 


(1) ATA MINIMUM, A CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE SHALL 
PROVIDE ITS EMPLOYEES A LIVING WAGE. 


(2) THE IMPLEMENTING DEPARTMENT SHALL 
CALCULATE AND PUBLISH AN ANNUAL BULLETIN STATING 
THE MINIMUM LIVING WAGE RATES WITHIN THIRTY (30) 
DAYS OF THE PUBLICATION OF THE FEDERAL POVERTY 
GUIDELINE IN THE FEDERAL REGISTER. THE 
IMPLEMENTING DEPARTMENT SHALL, WITH THE 
ASSISTANCE OF THE PURCHASING DIVISION OF THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT, NOTIFY EACH CONTRACTOR OR 
GRANTEE OF SUCH CHANGES IN WRITING BY REGULAR 
U.S. MAIL. SUCH ADJUSTMENT SHALL BECOME 
IMMEDIATELY EFFECTIVE UPON PUBLICATION OF THE 
ANNUAL BULLETIN FOR NEW CONTRACTS AND BECOME 
EFFECTIVE AT THE TIME OF CONTRACT RENEWAL FOR 
EXISTING CONTRACTS. 


(E) EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY. 


TO THE GREATEST EXTENT FEASIBLE, A CONTRACTOR OR 
GRANTEE SHALL MAKE GOOD FAITH EFFORTS TO FILL ALL 
NEW POSITIONS CREATED AS A RESULT OF A CONTRACT 
FOR SERVICES OR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE 
BY PROVIDING EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES TO 
RESIDENTS OF THE CITY OF LANSING. THE CONTRACTOR 
OR GRANTEE SHALL FURNISH DOCUMENTATION OF THESE 
GOOD FAITH EFFORTS AS REQUIRED BY THE 
IMPLEMENTING DEPARTMENT. THE FOREGOING SHALL NOT 
BE INTERPRETED AS A RESIDENCY REQUIREMENT NOR 
SHALL IT CAUSE ANY CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE TO 
TERMINATE, TRANSFER, OR LAY OFF ANY EMPLOYEE WHO 
IS ON THE PAYROLL AT THE TIME THIS SECTION BECOMES 
APPLICABLE AND EFFECTIVE FOR THAT CONTRACTOR OR 
GRANTEE 


(F) REQUIRED LANGUAGE IN SUBCONTRACTS. 
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EACH CONTRACTOR SHALL INCLUDE A CLAUSE IN ALL 
SUBCONTRACTS RELATED TO THE CONTRACTOR'S 
CONTRACT FOR SERVICES WITH THE CITY THAT REQUIRES 
THE SUBCONTRACTOR TO COMPLY WITH THIS SECTION 
FAILURE OF A SUBCONTRACTOR TO COMPLY WITH THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION SHALL BE CONSIDERED A 
VIOLATION OF THE SECTION BY THE CONTRACTOR. 


(G) REQUIRED LANGUAGE IN CONTRACTS. 


EACH CITY CONTRACT FOR SERVICES, INCLUDING 
CONTRACTS REQUIRED WITH LOCAL UNITS OF 
GOVERNMENT PURSUANT TO 1974 PA. 198 FOR AN LF.T. 
CERTIFICATE, SHALL REQUIRE, AS PART OF ALL BIDS AND 
APPLICABLE CONTRACT DOCUMENTS, A COPY OF THIS 
SECTION AND COMPLIANCE WITH THIS SECTION. EACH 
SUCH CONTRACT SHALL PROVIDE THAT WILLFUL OR 
REPEATED VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION WILL ENTITLE THE 
CITY TO TERMINATE THE CONTRACT. 


(H) POSTING REQUIREMENTS OF THE LIVING WAGE. 


A CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE SHALL POST IN A 
CONSPICUOUS PLACE ON EACH JOB-SITE SUBJECT TO THIS 
SECTION, A COPY OF THE LIVING WAGE BULLETIN, AND ALL 
BULLETIN ADJUSTMENTS PUBLISHED UNDER PARAGRAPH 
(2) OF SUBSECTION D. A CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE |S 
REQUIRED TO POST AND IMPLEMENT ANY CHANGE IN THE 
LIVING WAGE WITHIN THIRTY (30) DAYS OF CITY 
NOTIFICATION AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH (2) OF 
SUBSECTION D. 


(I) WAGE AND HOUR VIOLATION 


THIS SECTION SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO LIMIT AN 
EMPLOYEE'S RIGHT TO BRING LEGAL ACTION FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF ANY MINIMUM COMPENSATION OR WAGE 
AND HOUR LAW. 


(J) EXEMPTION FROM APPLICATION. 


THE FOLLOWING ARE EXEMPT FROM THE PROVISIONS OF 
THIS SECTION: 


(1) ANY GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY; 


(2) ANY PRIVATE CORPORATION THAT HAS RECEIVED 
501 (C) (3) IRS DESIGNATION AND HAS 20 EMPLOYEES OR 
LESS, WORKING ON THE PROGRAM FUNDED BY THE CITY; 


(3) CONTRACTORS OR GRANTEES WITH AN APPLICABLE 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AGREEMENT IN EFFECT 


(4) CONTRACTORS OR GRANTEES REQUIRED BY 
FEDERAL, STATE OR LOCAL LAW TO PAY A PREVAILING 
WAGE; AND 


(5) EMPLOYEES ENROLLED IN A JOB-TRAINING OR 
SUMMER YOUTH EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM. 


(6) FOR ANY CONTRACT FOR SERVICES OR REQUIRED 
FOR AN LF.T. CERTIFICATE, THE CITY COUNCIL MAY 
GRANT A PARTIAL OR COMPLETE EXEMPTION FROM THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THIS SECTION IF THE CITY COUNCIL 
DETERMINES ONE OF THE FOLLOWING: 


ATO AVOID ANY APPLICATION OF THIS SECTION THAT 
WOULD VIOLATE FEDERAL, STATE OR LOCAL LAW; OR 


B.THE APPLICATION OF THIS SECTION WOULD CAUSE 
DEMONSTRATED ECONOMIC HARM TO AN OTHERWISE 
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COVERED EMPLOYER THAT IS A _ NON-PROFIT 
ORGANIZATION, AND THE CITY COUNCIL FINDS THAT 
SAID HARM OUTWEIGHS THE BENEFITS OF THIS 
SECTION; PROVIDED FURTHER THAT THE OTHERWISE 
COVERED NON-PROFIT EMPLOYER SHALL PROVIDE A 
WRITTEN PLAN TO FULLY COMPLY WITH THIS SECTION 
WITHIN A REASONABLE PERIOD OF TIME, NOT TO EXCEED 
THREE YEARS, AND THE CITY COUNCIL THEN AGREES 
THAT GRANTING A PARTIAL OR COMPLETE EXEMPTION IS

(K) LIVING WAGE ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


THE LIVING WAGE ADVISORY COMMITTEE IS ESTABLISHED 
TO REVIEW THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THIS SECTION TO 
CREATE AND RETAIN LIVING WAGE JOBS IN LANSING AND 
TO PROMOTE ACCESS TO LIVING WAGE JOBS FOR LOW AND 
MODERATE INCOME RESIDENTS OF LANSING; REVIEW THE 
IMPLEMENTATION AND ENFORCEMENT OF THIS SECTION; 
AND MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FROM TIME TO TIME IN 
CONNECTION WITH THE PURPOSE AND APPLICABILITY OF 
THIS SECTION. 
(L) COMPOSITION OF ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


THE LIVING WAGE ADVISORY COMMITTEE SHALL CONSIST 
OF SIX (6) MEMBERS, EACH OF WHOM SHALL SERVE FOR A 
PERIOD OF THREE (3) YEARS. THE MAYOR SHALL APPOINT 
THE COMMITTEE MEMBERS, SUBJECT TO CONFIRMATION 
BY COUNCIL, AS FOLLOWS: 


(1) ONE LABOR UNION MEMBER SELECTED BY THE 
MAYOR FROM A_ LIST OF THREE NOMINEES 
RECOMMENDED BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE GREATER 
LANSING LABOR COUNCIL AFL-CIO. 

(2) ONE LABOR UNION MEMBER SELECTED BY THE 
MAYOR FROM A _ LIST OF THREE NOMINEES 
RECOMMENDED BY THE PRESIDENT CAPITAL AREA 
UAWI/CAP COUNCIL. 

(3) ONE COMMUNITYBASED ORGANIZATION MEMBER 
FROM AN ORGANIZATION OPERATING SOLELY WITHIN 
THE CITY OF LANSING 

(4) ONE GREATER LANSING CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
MEMBER SELECTED BY THE MAYOR FROM A LIST OF 
THREE NOMINEES RECOMMENDED BY THE CHAMBER 

(5) ONEAT LARGE MEMBER FROM THE COMMUNITY. 

(6) ONE CITY COUNCIL MEMBER SELECTED BY THE 
COUNCIL PRESIDENT. 


NO MEMBER OF THE COMMITTEE SHALL PARTICIPATE IN 
ANY REVIEW OR RECOMMENDATION CONCERNING A 
CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE IF THE MEMBER, OR HIS OR 
HER IMMEDIATE FAMILY HAS A DIRECT OR INDIRECT 
FINANCIAL INTEREST IN THE OUTCOME OF SUCH REVIEW

(M) EARNED INCOME CREDIT NOTIFICATION. 


CONTRACTORS AND GRANTEES — SHALL INFORM. 
EMPLOYEES EARNING LESS THAN TWELVE DOLLARS 
($12.00) PER HOUR, OR SUCH OTHER AMOUNT AS 
DETERMINED BY THE IMPLEMENTING DEPARTMENT OF 
THEIR POSSIBLE ELIGIBILITY FOR THE STATE AND/OR 
FEDERAL EARNED INCOME CREDIT. 


(N) COMPLAINT. 


ANYONE WITH KNOWLEDGE OF A VIOLATION OF THIS 
SECTION MAY FILE A COMPLAINT WITH THE IMPLEMENTING 
DEPARTMENT WHICH WILL HAVE NINETY (90) DAYS TO 
INVESTIGATE AND MAKE A DETERMINATION REGARDING

DETERMINATION IN WRITING BY REGULAR U. S. MAIL AND IN 
ABSENCE OF THE CONTRACTOR OR GRANTEE TAKING AN 
APPEAL WITHIN TWENTY ONE (21) DAYS OF THE DATE OF 
THE LETTER, SHALL PAY TO EACH EMPLOYEE AFFECTED 
NOT LATER THAN FOURTEEN (14) DAYS FROM THE DATE OF 
THE LETTER THE AMOUNT OF DEFICIENCY FOR EACH DAY

(P) PENALTIES AND ENFORCEMENT. 


(1) A VIOLATION OF ANY PROVISION OF THIS SECTION 
COMMITTED KNOWINGLY IS A_ CIVIL INFRACTION 
PUNISHABLE BY AFINE OF $250.00 FOR AFIRST OFFENSE, 
AND $500.00 FOR EACH OFFENSE COMMITTED 
THEREAFTER. THE COURT MAY ISSUE AND ENFORCE ANY 
JUDGMENT, WRIT OR ORDER NECESSARY TO ENFORCE 
THIS SECTION, INCLUDING PAYMENT TO THE EMPLOYEE 
OR EMPLOYEES OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN WAGES

Just because there are 
matching funds now does not mean they have to be used, 
especially when the City could use $500,000 to keep from laying 
people off.

Councilmember Wood said that she would appreciate some 
discussion or report in the Committee of the Whole Meeting 
regarding the Enhancement Grant that deals with Michigan Avenue 
and what was approved and what was not approved. On June 
22" the Tri County Regional Planning Committee is supposed to 
be voting on the draft plans dealing with our roads. The City 
Council has not made any decisions regarding this matter and is 
being asked to vote on this issue. She said the Council needs to 
vote on this item on the 27" 


Councilmember Jeffries requested that the Administration give an 
update and respond to comments that were made tonight 
regarding potential layoffs. He said that there was some talk 
during budget about a process that we were going to employ, and 
he would like an update on that as well 


Councilmember Leeman asked David Wiener, Executive Assistant 
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to Mayor Benavides to please respond to comments that were 
made tonight regarding layoffs and notices of layoffs being issued 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides, said that 
he has a memo for the City Council President requesting 
permission for the Administration to make a presentation at the 
Committee of the Whole meeting on Thursday. The Administration 
is now ready to propose the Target Retirement Incentive that was 
talked about during the budget process. They would like tomake a 
presentation to the City Council and to the Unions on Thursday 
and Friday. It is their hope that this Targeted Retirement Incentive 
will produce enough retirements to minimize the number of layoffs 
that will be necessary. This was their hope all along. They will not 
discuss layoffs until August because they do not know what the 
actual retirement response will be. He knows the Finance Director 
and the Assessor have been talking to people in the Assessors 
Office about reducing some of the staff in that office. We are still at 
the first stage of looking at a retirement program that will tell us 
how much we need to reduce the work force per the budget that 
has been put together. He apologized for all of the rumors that 
have been going around 


Councilmember Jeftries asked if the City would still see the 
revenue that was going to be generated or the reduction 
expended? Mr. Wiener responded, yes if they receive their goal in 
the retirements. Councilmember Jeffries said there has been 
some discussion about different departments doing 
reclassifications to bump people up so that they are taken out of 
certain bumping sequences. He requested that a report be 
brought to Committee of the Whole on Thursday so that the City 
Council can review the number of reclasses that have gone on 
from May through today’s date 


Councilmember Wood stated that it was her understanding that 
there were only three positions in the Assessors Office that were 
being changed. She said that if there are more than three she 
would like that information brought to Committee of the Whole on 
Thursday. 


Councilmember Leeman said that at the Committee of the Whole 
meeting on Thursday he would like the City Attorney to respond to 
the Board of Water & Light issue. Regarding the Volunteers of 
America, he would like to know if the Administration has worked 
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out any arrangements since they were here, and he would like for 
that to be talked about at the Committee of the Whole meeting as 
well 


Councilmember Wood said the Millage is not an increase and 
residents will not be paying anything more if they vote to renew. 
She said that she believes this is the only place that you can work 
and collect retirement in one year. She said that she does not 
know of any other place that you can opt for retirement in one 
year. Normally you have to vest, and even as a Department Head, 
she believes the Executive Plan requires a five year vestment 


MAVOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
COMMENTS 


David Wiener, Executive Assistant to Mayor Benavides gave 
information regarding the history of the Park Millage and what the 
money has been used for. He said the Millage is one mill and the 
average home in Lansing is about $75.00. That would be 
equivalent to $75.00 a year or $6.25 a month. People have to 
make a decision, as to whether or not it is a value to them to 
maintain their Parks system. In response to comments that were 
made regarding the Finance Director giving 40% raises to two top 
positions, he believes this is a reference to two positions that the 
Finance Director filled this year. One position was his personal 
secretary which was a vacancy and the other was a budget 
director. He said that he does not know what the pay scale is for 
those positions but obviously it is a decision that the Finance 
Director can make when he hires someone. So what they received 
may be more than what the people before were getting, or it may 
have been more than what the entry level pay would have been 
Depending on the persons back ground, skills and level of 
experience, the Director can make that decision. In reference to 
the Finance Directors opt out, he chose to not receive a pension 
which would have been 14% of his salary as well as health care 
benefits.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan (the “City’) has 
incorporated the Lansing Entertainment and Public Facilities 
Authority (the “Authority’) for the purpose of operating and 
maintaining certain public buildings including but not limited to 
Oldsmobile Park, the Lansing Center, the City Market, and 
appurtenant properties and facilities therefor (collectively, the 
“Facilities’); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 99°), the 
legislative body of a city may enter into any contract or agreement 
for the purchase of lands, property or equipment for public 
purposes; and 


WHEREAS, by City Council Resolution #547 approved on 
November 29, 2004 ("Resolution #547), the City agreed to utilize 
the provisions of Act 99 to finance the acquisition of Property for 
the Facilities (the “Property") at an estimated total cost of 
$642,046.45, including HVAC repair and upgrade in the Lansing 
Center (the “HVAC Property’) for an estimated cost of $60,000.00; 
and 


WHEREAS, bids have been taken for purchase and installation 
of the HVAC Property and it is now anticipated that the cost of the 
HVAC Property will be $100,000.00, which will increase the total 
cost of purchase of all the Property authorized by Resolution #547 
to $682,046.45; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council wishes to amend Resolution #547 
to approve the increased cost of the HVAC Property. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Section 2 of Resolution #547 is hereby amended to read in its 
entirety as follows: 


2. Either the President and Chief Executive Officer or the 
Vice President of Finance of the Authority is hereby authorized 
to negotiate the final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement with a bank or financial institution, in substantially 
the form presented herewith, with such additions, changes and 
modifications as he or she shall deem to be necessary or 
appropriate. The final terms and conditions of the Installment 
Agreement shall be subject to the approval of either the Finance 
Director, Deputy Finance Director, or Treasurer of the City, which 
approval shall be evidenced by their execution of the Installment 
Agreement. Principal payable pursuant to the Installment 
Agreement for any portion of the Property shall be payable over 
a period of not to exceed the lesser of 10 years or the useful life 
of the Property being financed as set forth in Section 1 of this 
Resolution. The net interest cost payable under the Installment 
Agreement shall not exceed 8.00% per annum, and the principal 
amount to be paid by the City under the Installment Agreement 
shall not exceed $682,046.45. Either the Finance Director, 
Deputy Finance Director, or Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver the Installment Agreement in 
final form, together with such other certificates and documents 
as shall be required in connection with the delivery therewith 


The City may enter into more than one Installment Agreement to 
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finance acquisition of the Property provided that the aggregate

John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of the noise waiver 
because of the problems that he experienced with the CSO project 
in his neighborhood. He said to get the CSO done faster this is 
needed 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court spoke in support of the waiver 
He said that between 8 a.m. and 1:00 p.m. is not a bad time 


Darnell Oldham St of 3815 Berwick asked if residents got proper 
Notice. He said that he thinks this noise waiver would be good as 
long as the residents don't oppose it 


Del Maynard of 2717 Culver spoke about the chemical, Agent 
Orange, and how we should not let it into the City of Lansing. He 
said that it killed two of his brothers 


Willie Williams of P © Box 11042 spoke about the rules being 
broken for speaking time. He said that people just get up here and 
talk about whatever they want during Public Hearings. We need to 
stop getting off track. When it is Public Hearing time that is what 
needs to be discussed and when it is Public Comment then 
residents can get up here and say what they want but only then 


Christine Timmons of 329 E. St. Joseph spoke in support of the 
noise waiver.

That 
wakes people up. She asked the Council to deny this request 


Ruth Anderson of 610 West Ottawa said that she just wanted to 
echo what Ms. Belen said. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in opposition to this waiver 
because the folks at Lansing Towers have dealt with enough. He 
said these are just crazy hours to be requesting and people do 
have to sleep sometime 


Vice President Smith asked if anyone was here from Public 
Service because these hours are ridiculous. She said that if she 
lived in that area she would be raising hell about this. 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court spoke in opposition to this 
waiver. He said we are talking about a residential area and 
Tunning power equipment all night is just wrong 


Kevin Roragen of Loomis Law Firm, Attorney for Lansing Tower's 
Owner Morton Scholnick, said that the ordinance states that the 
residents are supposed to receive notice of things of this nature 
and not one of the residents received notice. The owner received 
the notice only 10 days ago and he tried his hardest to get the 
Notice to the residents but was not successful. The ordinance 
states it must be a 30 day notice and his client only received the 
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Notice 10 days ago. This request does not meet the criteria for the 
request as the ordinance states. 


Morton Scholnick owner of Lansing Towers spoke in opposition to 
this noise waiver. He said when he got wind of this he called and 
scheduled a meeting with the Mayor and the City Engineer and 
Deputy City Engineer. At this meeting he discussed all of the 
ramifications that this waiver will have on Lansing Towers and felt 
that he got nowhere in that meeting 


Vice President Smith said that she will not allow this to happen, it 
will be discussed during Committee but this will be fought all the 
way. 


Alan Gurski of 4815 Lansing Rd, Charlotte, said that he is here as 
a representative of Kares Construction Co. He said that he is the 
Project Manager on this project and that they have made a lot of 
progress with this project. He said they have invested a lot of time 
and money into researching and getting equipment for this project 
and have procured the most hi-tech, quiet equipment that is 
available for this project. He said they have done studies on noise 
and feel that the equipment will not make loud noises and will not 
bother the residents 


Christine Timmons of 329 W St. Joseph spoke in opposition to this 
request saying that it will cost more money to operate at night like 
this. 


Darnell Oldham Sr of 3815 Berwick spoke about the undue notice 
to the residents. He said that it is better to disrupt the sleeping 
patterns of residents in that building than it would be to disrupt 
people who are working 


Del Maynard no address given spoke in opposition to this because 
the ordinance was not followed 


Dru Vinson of 606 S Fairview spoke in opposition to this saying it is 
Not fair to the residents.

James Halligan of 2317 Annetta spoke in opposition to this project 
He said the City is strapped for cash and so are residents. He 
gave a petition from area residents in opposition to this project. 


Jane Dykema Assistant City Engineer for the Public Service 
Department gave a brief overview of the project location and the 
overall project 


Jean McMullen of 2322 Anetta spoke in opposition to this project 
She said that we are on a limited income and can not afford the 
assessment to have this work done 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in opposition to this project 
because the residents are a part of this City and if the City can’t 
afford to balance their budget how do they expect the residents to 
afford this work. The 2004 Audit says the City owns the streets 
and sidewalks and you expect the citizens to pay for everything 


Sharon Cundiff of 2306 Annetta spoke in opposition to this project 
She said she was not one of the lucky ones to get her assessment 
reduced. She said that the paved street would be fine but not at 
this cost 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Court spoke in opposition to this 
project. There are two groups of people in the City, Group A are 
those who get major tax abatements and then Group B who pay 
for something that may or may not 


Leo Pek of 6215 Kenbrook Rd spoke in opposition to this project 


A collaborative digitization project of the City of Lansing and Forest Parke Library and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 


He said the residents can't afford this. 


Tiffany Hendrick of 6220 Kenbrook said that she feels like things 
are being done backwards. She questioned why citizens have to 
pay for things that are being done without getting the 
neighborhoods point of view on what is being proposed 


Ola Morris of 6125 Kenbrook spoke in support of this project 
because the value of her house has gone down because of the 
gravel roads. 


Andre Morrow of 6125 Kenbrook spoke in support of the need for 
the paved streets, but in opposition to the high cost that has been 
assessed to the residents to have this done. 


Joe Perez of 2305 Anetta spoke in opposition to the road being 
paved and the high assessed fee that comes along with the 
pavement 


Dennis Squires of 2316 Anetta spoke in opposition to this project 
He said that he has lived in this area for 60 years and has never 
had a drain problem. 


Del Maynard, no address given, spoke in opposition to this project 


Darnell Oldham Sr., of 3815 Berwick said that he is very happy to 
see all of these citizens down here tonight. He spoke in opposition 
to this project 


Michael Cole of 3424 Braeburn spoke in opposition to this project 
He stated that there should be a 15 to 20 years payment plan for 
residents to pay for this pavement and if they end up selling their 
house the remainder should be taken from the sale of the house. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd spoke about the lack 
of respect that the Council is giving the residents. Money is being 
taken from accounts to balance the budget and yet they want the 
citizens to pay for something that the Council wants done 


Jason Pete of 2308 LaBelle said that he is the guy on the high end 
of the scale for this project. He said that he has been assessed 
‘over $15,000.00 for this project. He said this is taking away his 
American dream. When he bought this house it had been vacant 
for 3 years. He has worked hard and put a lot of money into this 
house already. He said that he was planning on getting married 
later this year and looking at starting a family here in Lansing but 
now he can't get married because of this assessment. He said 
that he works in Livingston County but lives here in Lansing 
because Lansing is a great place to live and raise a family.

He said if you could see the communication 
you would find that Dave Berridge was carbon copied as well as. 
Chad Gamble, Dean Johnson and the construction company, as 
was Clerk Debbie Miner, regarding this issue. He said regarding 
the other Public Hearing about the gravel roads what you need to 
know is that there is no valid petition at this time from the 
residents. This matter cannot be dealt with until such a time there 
is a valid petition. In regard to the Park Millage the questions that 
Mr. Vinson asked regarding the Park Millage Money being spent 
‘on the River Trail. He said on page #58 of the Five Year Master 
Plan is the Capital improvement schedules. He said this is about 
potential grants and that means that if in fact we get any grants 
that all projects for the Parks Department will be approved by the 
City Council.

We have to fix the 
swimming pools and entrances to parks and a some landscaping 
but before we spend that money Parks Director Murdoch 
Jemerson has to come here and tell you exactly what it is that we 
are going to do. The grant is for $100,000 and it is for one year 
and if we fail to do it one year then we are going to have to see Mr. 
Hollister. He said we do have a Five Year Plan and we do have 
Capital Projects that have to be approved by the City Council and 
there will be no money spent other than what this Council says on 
the River Trail. In regard to Mr. Oldham talking about the budget, 
we do have an approved budget for 2004 and 2005 and we have 
a unanimous vote for the 2006 Budget. He said yes it is true that 
the Administration is dealing with three contracts. As we speak, we 
are negotiating, and that will not become public information until 
there is some kind of a concession or tentative agreement. He 
said that everything that Murdock Jemerson is saying regarding 
the Park Millage is true. He is not lying. He supports his staff and 
he knows that there is no way Mr. Jemerson is going to tell stories 
when we have the book that he has to go by.

Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke in support of this 
application and said that maybe City residents are not qualified for 
this type of work. Maybe someone should think about starting a 
job training program 


Shirley Carter of 517 Heather Lane said that after hearing some of 
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the speakers saying that Lansing residents are not qualified to fill 
these jobs she had to express her objections. Lansing residents 
are more than qualified to do these jobs. She supports this tax 
abatement so the residents of Lansing can prove just how qualified 
they are

5. In consideration of the proposed Target Retirement Incentive 
(TRI) program for eligible ERS Employees 


Jill Rhode Deputy Director of the Finance Department gave a brief 
overview of the Targeted Retirement Incentive 


Mike Parker representative of Teamster 580 said at this point this 
proposal has not been bargained with the Unions. It was not 
released to them until last week. They have had the current draft 
for less than a week. This is a change to the Employee Retirement 
System and the Teamsters have issues over the fact that certain 
groups of employees, like District Count, are excluded from this 
incentive even though they are members of the Employee 
Retirement System. He has other concerns that he would like to 
sit down and talk with the City about to try and have them 
addressed. From Local 580's perspective this Incentive has not 
been bargained with the Unions and residents are entitled to a 
thirty day notice. He asked that the City Council hold off on voting 
on this issue. He has sent letters to the City asking them to 
address some of these issues and concerns. 


Jill Rhode, Deputy Finance Director gave a brief rebuttal to Mr. 
Parker's concerns and said that they are in the process of setting 
up a meeting with him. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of this incentive. The 
Retirement Incentive sounds more reasonable then the one that 
was offered in the 1990's. He questioned which Unions are 
allowed to participate in this. 


Darnell E. Oldham Sr. of 3815 Berwick said all means all when it 
comes to offering the Retirement Incentive to Union Members and 
everyone should be included except for elected officials. 
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Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. agreed with the previous speakers 
that this Retirement Incentive is a much better one than in years 
past, but all employees should be included 


Frank S. Curtis X no address given spoke in support of the 
Retirement Incentive but said all employees should be allowed to 
participate not just certain ones. 


Melissa Sue Robinson 1121 E. Larned said that she thinks this is a 
good idea but wants to make sure that it's not going to effect the 
Police and crews who fix our roads 


Stan Shuck of 818 Cooper said that we have heard time and time 
again that this does not apply to the City of Lansing UAW people 
because of the age requirement in their contract. First of all, UAW 
does not have a contract. Secondly, this is outside the boundaries 
of any contract in the City of Lansing and can be agreed upon and 
signed by a stroke of a pen. 


Jill Rhode explained that UAW workers have a clause in their 
contract that states that they must be fifty years of age in order to 
be able to retire. She said, if any of the UAW workers are fifty or 
older, they can take advantage of the Incentive, but if they are 
forty-nine and a half and turn fifty after September 15", they can 
not take advantage of this Incentive. 


Charlene Decker 2711 Pleasant Grove spoke in support of this 
only after the current open contracts are closed 


Richard Clement 1719 Victor spoke about the health care cost of 
the retirement plan 


Christine Timmons of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke in support of this 
plan. She said that the little problems of Lansing can be solved 
and not everyone will be happy about it 


Jill Rhode said a persons longevity will be effected to an extent. 
November is the best time to retire but if you do retire in 
September your Longevity will be prorated. She said that just 
because we are all in the same retirement plan does not mean that 
every group has the same criteria. There are different multipliers 
and there are different eligibility requirements. For example, 
Teamsters have two different groups. They have people who 
started before 1991 and people who started after 1991 with 
different rules for them on retirement. There is more than just 
eligibility, there is contributions, and all of those factors are taken 
into account at bargaining throughout the year, to determine what 
group has what pensions. All Unions have to meet the eligibility 
requirements that apply 


Dave Weiner, Executive Assistant to the Mayor Benavides, spoke 
about a comment that was made by a speaker about the Police 
contract. He said the Administration has concluded negations with 
the Police and are included in this contract plan. Both of the Police 
Unions have ratified their contract and the contract is now before 


the City Council for their approval 


Councilmember Wood said that she wanted to clarify that this 
could affect some senior positions in the Police Department and 
that eventually these positions would be filled. She said that she 
wanted to make sure, before voting on this Incentive, that these 
positions would be filled

Development Office gave a brief overview of this Application 


Mia Tioli of 110 E. Hodge St. spoke in support of this application 
She said that Old Town has only one church and one more won't 
hurt them, 
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Nancy Lombardi of 221 Leslie St. spoke in support of this 
application. She said that it will only add to the progress of Old 
Town. 


Terry Grant of 1310 Tumer St. spoke in support of this application 
He said that Old Town needs more people to come and see the 
progress. 


Joann Neyroth of 219 Virginia St. spoke in support of the 
application. She said that she works with the Quakers and they 
are excited to help in the growth of Old Town 


George Brookover of 1005 Abbott Rd., East Lansing, said that he 
is an attorney representing Red Cedar Friends. He asked that a 
letter he wrote be made a part of the record. He asked Council to. 
vote favorably on this SLU application 


Kevin Green, Director of the Principal Shopping District, spoke 
about the concerns that the PSD has with this SLU and economic 
issues surrounding the construction of the church 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair spoke in support of the church being 
allowed to build in Old Town 


Marilyn Frye of 222 Leslie St spoke in support of the SLU 
application. She said it will be a positive addition to Old Town 


Betsy Bigsby of 1232 Tumer St said that she is here as a 
representative of the Old Town Commercial Association. She 
spoke about concerns that the association has with bringing in a 
church. They are trying to get a restaurant in that area to bring in 
taxes 


Gina Zimmerman of 210 Rosamond said that she is a member of 
Friends for Red Cedar and spoke about why they want to come to 
Old Town. She asked the Council to grant the application 


Robert Fish of 1335 Turner St. spoke in opposition to this SLU. If 
Old Town paves the way for one church then he believes that more 
will follow. Their focus should be about business and attractions. 


Pete Wood of 936 Green St. spoke in support of the application 
He said that the Quakers Church is a good church and they should 
be allowed to be based in Old Town 


Mary Roszel of 1335 Turner St. said it's not that we do not want 
the church in Old Town, we want them in a different area of Old 
Town. This property should be used for residential property. 


David Castro of East Lansing said that he is a member of the Red 
Cedar Friends Church and they have been looking for a place for a 
longtime. The property in Old Town is perfect for their church. 


Peter Guins of 1407 Center St. spoke in support of the Church. He 
said his backyard is adjacent to the property in question and he 
does not feel that having a Church there would hurt Old Town 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. spoke in support of the application 
for this church 


Sumer Shriner of 1213 N. Walnut said that she is a research 
attorney in opposition to this SLU Application, because this 
property should be used for a tax based revenue. 


Mike Ware of 419 E. Grand River spoke about why people like Old 
Town. He said the Red Cedar Friends are welcomed into Old 
Town but just not this property 


Melissa Sue Robinson of Larned St spoke in support of allowing 
this church in this property. 
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Dru Vinson of 606 S. Fairview spoke in support of this church. He 
said that Old Town is not so big that they are bringing in lots of 
money. He said that allowing this church in here is not going to 
damage Old Town. 


Karen Strubel of 2407 Byrnes spoke in opposition to the 
application. She said that the Church can come into Old Town just 
not at this location:

Unfortunately, due to prior engagements, it may not be possible for 
me to address the Board of Commissioners in person this evening 
However, due to the importance of one issue before the board - the 
approval of special land use permits in Old Town - | ask that you 
consider this letter during your deliberations. 


Specifically, | want to express my concern over the potential 
issuance of special use permits for both the Red Cedar Friends 
and the Christian Family Fellowship Church. While | understand, 
respect and welcome the important role organizations within the 
faith community can, and do, play in the creation of vibrant 
communities and neighborhoods, | do not feel the establishment of 
these two congregations within the heart of Lansing's Old Town 
Neighborhood is appropriate or in the best interests of Old Town 


This objection is based largely on Michigan laws affording special 
rights to such organizations enabling them to quash new liquor 
licenses and not the congregations of the both the Red Cedar 
Friends and the Christian Family Fellowship Church 


Prudent planning and a harmonious blend of retail, residential and 
communitybased enterprises are tantamount to the successful 
economic development and revitalization of areas like Old Town 
Just as the establishment of a putt-putt golf course or an adult 
bookstore would hinder efforts to attract distinct retail 
establishments or a destination restaurant, so too might the 
establishment of church organizations within in the core of Old 
Town's commercial and entertainment district 


The reason for this is simple. When one entity has sole ‘veto’ 
power over the establishment of another, the harmonious blend of 
the necessary components of growth - retail, residential and 
community-based entities -- is upset 


This is just an example, and perhaps as poor one at that. | do not 
believe that the Red Cedar Friends and the Christian Family 
Fellowship Church hold any comparison to the two enterprises 
mentioned in my illustration. Rather, | welcome both the Red 
Cedar Friends and the Christian Family Fellowship Church to the 
Old Town neighborhood, as | believe their inclusion, if a planned 
appropriately, would further the overall goals of our community. 
However, under the proposed plan, and at the current sites, | ask 
that you deny these special use permits as they threaten to 
seriously hinder future efforts for growth and will potentially upset 
the current balance between retail, residential and community 
organizations in Old Town that has been at the core of this area’s 
revitalization

Re: Special Land Use Permit for the Red Cedar Friends 


Please allow me, as an Old Town business owner and the owner of 
the property being considered by Red Cedar Friends (RCF) for a 
Special Land Use Permit, to clarity a few items from my 
perspective 


1. This land was purchased by me in January 1995. My intended 
purpose for the land was to build an office structure on the south 
end which would also house a small warehouse. That part of our 
plan was completed in October 1995. The second part is that we 
would eventually build a more economical building on the north 
end of the lot for additional warehouse space. 


2. During the last ten years, | have been contacted a few times by 
potential buyers. Though potential buyers have been interested in 
warehouse space or light industrial uses, the only two serious 
offers included one from a company wanting to erect satellite 
towers and the other, a warehouse/oflice space. The land was not 
for sale so the inquiries were not pursued 


3 A few years ago, a member of RCF approached me about 
purchasing the land for a meeting house. At about the same time, 
goldenrod began renting other storage space that became 
available in Old Town while considering whether we would build 
the warehouse or continue renting additional space. We thought 
Red Cedar Friends would be great neighbors and a wonderful fit 
for the neighborhood. Since it was still our intention to hold the 
land for goldenrod in any other circumstances, RCF was given a 
verbal option to purchase which is stil in effect. 


| understand that there are concerns by some member of the Old 
Town Business Association and by some residents of the condo 
association. There are also a number of folks in the area who are 
excited and welcoming of the possibility of Red Cedar Friends. | 
know it is a difficult task to balance diverse objectives and care for 
the economic and land use needs within the city. | hope thoughts 
will provide some additional information for you 


As to future possible uses of the land, it is our experience that the 
perception of the Old Town business district ends at Clinton Street 
That perception is supported by the promotional maps and other 
indications of Old Town Commercial Association and the Principal 
Shopping District. Although we are included as a business on their 
web sites, Goldenrod has not been included on maps promoting 
events of the area, nor in promotional flyers and other materials 


| do not believe, based on my experience as a business owner or 
as a landowner seeking tenants for the space on the corner of 
Clinton and Turner, and based on the inquiries | have had with 10 
years of ownership, that a commercial enterprise that relies on 
retail or customer traffic will succeed located on the lot in 
consideration. | believe the most likely uses will be either the one 
that Goldenrod anticipates for its own use, or another warehouse 
or distribution type business. Until this SLU was on the table, no 
member or staff person from OTCA has ever approached me 
about their vision for this lot or their perception that it was a part of 
OTCA of particular concern for a certain type of development. 


| am also aware of the parking restrictions in the area. The RCF 
needs parking on evenings and weekends. The use of the lot will 
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be restricted to an enterprise that can meet parking criteria. There 
are many spaces in this area that are available for RCF to lease for 
the weekend days and early weekday evenings. 


A number of other OTCA business owners, as well as myself, 
believe that the RCF Meeting House located on Turner Street will 
attract exactly the population to Old Town which OTCA business 
owners would like to see. As members of RCF are in Old Town for 
meetings, they will be patronizing the local eateries, art galleries 
and other services. They will also get used to coming to this part 
of the city and are likely to bring friends 


Another theory | have is based on my location in the middle of two 
very diverse neighborhoods. Some of our neighbors to our north 
and east do not feel included or part of the development of Old 
Town. In fact, some feel rather victimized by some of the business 
activity in the Old Town area. | cannot speak for those neighbors 
or for RCF, but | am thing that the meeting house might be the 
perfect bridge in the middle of these neighborhoods. 


| believe that the location of the RCF meeting house in Old town 
will add to the spirit and vibrancy of the neighborhood. Their plans 
are for a lovely building with considerable landscaping. They are 
potential customers for local business and stewards for this land 
and neighborhood growth 


As the owner of the land, | do have an interest in the RCF being 
granted the SLUP as it is a condition of the sale. However, since 
the land has only been for sale to RCF, they have been able to 
take the years they have needed to research many sites and to 
reach agreement with each other that this location is the right one 
for the meeting. | have not been as concemed as a seller as to 
whether they would purchase the land or not as | have plants for it 
if they do not. However, as a potential neighbor, | am very 
interested in what goes into the lot to my north. Iam excited about 
the possibility of Red Cedar Friends joining Old Town. 


I hope that the City Council will be able to find ways to meet the 
needs of everyone concerned so Old Town does not lose this 
wonderful opportunity.

Pending City Council approval, the City of Lansing is offering a 
Targeted Retirement Incentive (TRI) in order to minimize layoffs 
during this critical budget time. Part of the TRI will allow current 
qualified employees to purchase up to four (4) years and three (3) 
months service credit in the Employees’ Retirement System 
(ERS"). Highlights of the TRI are listed below: 


ELIGIBILITY: 


All interested ERS employees who meet the criteria listed below 
and are members of the following: 


Teamster 580 CTP Teamster 580 Supervisors, 
Teamsters 214, Teamsters 214 Supervisors, UAW, 
Exempt, and City Council staff 


Note: Elected Officials, Mayoral staff, including Chief of Staff and 
Executive Assistant, and Department Directors are NOT eligible fo 
participate 


CRITERIA’ 
Employee must be a current employee who 
+ Isa current member of ERS ** 


+ Is within nine (9) months or less of having the required service 
credits to be vested for retirement pension benefits 


+ Elects to retire (including deferred retirement) under this TRI and 
timely submits appropriate City forms identified for this purpose 


+ Will not exceed the IRS Code Section 415 benefits limitations 
(1) 


INCENTIVES 
The City will 


+ Add nine (9) months of service credit to an employee's existing 
service credit balance for retirement vesting and retirement 
allowance multiplier calculations 


+ Allow for the purchase of up to four (4) years and three (3) 
months of additional Target Retirement Incentive service credits for 
retirement pension benefit calculations (TRI service credits) 
through City contribution and voluntary employee purchase 
options. This will require an actuarial calculation for each 
employee. (*2 and *3)

CITY CONTRIBUTION: 


The City will contribute a sum equal to 14% ** of an employee's 
final base salary (*4) towards the purchase of the additional TRI 
service credits. (*5) 


EXAMPLE. For a final base salary of $40,000 
$40,000 x .14 = Amount Eligible for Employee Purchase = $5,600 


EMPLOYEE PURCHASE OPTIONS: 


The City will allow the following voluntary options for an employee 
to purchase the remaining TRI service credits: (*6) 


+ An employee may apply all or any portion of the employee's final 
leave balance payout 


+ An employee may use funds in his or her City 457 Plan Deferred 
Compensation in an IRS Code rollover. 


+ An employee may use cash from his or her personal funding 
sources. 


POST RETIREMENT HEALTH CARE BENEFIT: 


An employee must have at least fifteen (15) years of actual service 
with the City of Lansing, which does not include any TRI service 
credit nor the TRI additional nine (9) months service credits to 
receive post-retirement healthcare benefits 


OR, IN THE ALTERNATIVE: 


If an employee has less than fifteen (15) years of actual service 
with the City of Lansing, he or she must sign an irrevocable waiver 
of rights to receive post-retirement healthcare benefits when 
retiring under the terms of the TRI. This will permanently eliminate 
all retiree healthcare benefits 


IMPORTANT DATES: 


July 22, 2005: Final date for an employee to deliver the written 
request for an actuarial calculation for his or her possible 
patticipation in the 2005 Targeted Retirement Incentive. A check 
for $50.00 made out to the City of Lansing must be received with 
the Request for Actuarial Calculation Form in order to be 
processed 


Election date: (To be established for each individual employee). 
An employee, who has submitted a request for a calculation for the 
purchase of service credit time will be provided the actuarial 
calculation as soon as possible after receipt by the City. When the 
employee receives the actuarial calculation, he or she will be given 
a date at least 46 days later, which is that employees individual 
final date to submit the signed election form to participate in the 
2005 Targeted Retirement Incentive. This election means that the 
employee plans to retire from the City of Lansing on or before 
September 15, 2005. This individual election and deadline date 
will not be extended. (Note: Actuarial information will be handed 
to the employee personally or placed in the US mail, return receipt 
requested.) 


Sept. 14, 2005 Final working date for an employee participating in 
the 2005 Targeted Retirement Incentive to retire. NOTE: A 
participating employee may select an earlier retirement date at the 
time of his or her election 


NOTE: THE DECISION TO RETIRE IS REVOCABLE FOR 
SEVEN (7) DAYS AFTER THE RETIREMENT PARTICIPATION 
ELECTION FORMS ARE SIGNED. AFTER SEVEN (7) DAYS, 
THE ELECTION BECOMES IRREVOCABLE. THIS APPLIES TO 
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THE OPTION TO PURCHASE “TRI" SERVICE CREDITS AS 
WELL 


LIMITATIONS: 


“1,An employee who would otherwise be eligible under the 
Targeted Retirement Incentive will be ineligible and excluded from 
the incentive for any benefit that would exceed the benefit 
limitations contained in IRS Code Section 415. Two especially 
significant Section 415 limits for this TRI are: 1) the annual pension 
benefit cannot exceed 100% of the participant's average 
compensation for his or her highest 3 years, and 2) a participant 
cannot purchase more than 5 years of service credits for time not 
actually worked. 


*2The individual cost to purchase additional service credits will be 
determined actuarially by the City’s actuary for each employee who 
is qualified and interested in participating in the TRI and TRI 
service credit purchase. The Final Average Compensation will be 
established based on the employee's assumed retirement date as 
selected by the employee. If an actuarial calculation is required, a 
$50 fee must be submitted by the employee with the retirement 
application. This fee will be refunded by the City in the event that 
an employee elects to participate in the TRI and actually separates 
from City employment 


*3None of the Targeted Retirement Incentive service credits (nine 
(9) months credit or four (4) years and three (3) months of 
purchased TRI service credits) will affect or change how the 
employee's Final Average Compensation is calculated under the 
ERS or applicable collectively bargained agreements 


*4The employee's final base salary, for calculation of the City’s 
contribution, is the employee's salary for the twelve (12) month 
period immediately preceding effective date of retirement, 
excluding all other payments, such as: overtime, longevity, gun and 
uniform allowance, sick leave buy-back and “opt-out” payments, 
like health insurance and any final leave balance payout 


*5 The City's contribution is only available to purchase remaining 
TRI service credits that the employee may purchase within the IRS 
Code Section 415 limitations 

If the City’s percentage contribution calculation wou'd otherwise 
exceed the employee's IRS Code Section 415 limitations, the 
City’s contribution will be reduced accordingly and only the sum 
needed will be contributed.

With the millage, park professionals were able to 
plan ahead for the work that has spruced both parks up enough to 
warrant you highlight article. Along with the benefit of having funds 
to maintain the parks at a high level, the City has multiplied its 
millage money two to three times over the State and Federal 
grants. Two great grant project sites are Potter Park and the River 
trail, where Lansing stepped up and showed the DNR and the 
Michigan Department of Transportation that it had funds ready to 
match key grants. 


The Chicago Tribune's Money Magazine picked nearby Naperville, 
Illinois as American's No. 3 best place to live. Why? The first 
reason given was it's parks and leisure activities according to the 
Mayor of Naperville. 


Lansing, East Lansing and Ingham County have combined to 
complete several projects during the past 10 years. The Hope 
Soccer Complex; Ranney Park Skate Park; River Trail South; and 
the Hawk Island “Splash Playground” (2006) are all examples of 
partnership opportunities that would have been lost without the 
millage 


When August 2nd’s Election comes, | hope the residents of 
Lansing will use the opportunity to speak out in favor of continuing 
to support high quality parks and recreation facilities within the 
Lansing Parks System

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Leeman asked Dave Wiener, Executive Assistant 
to Mayor Benavides, to check with Andy Kilpatrick about the 
bushes on High St. that the resident was talking about earlier. He 
asked that the administration bring a resolution to the Committee 
of the Whole about what is fair share regarding the sidewalk that 
needs to be put in at the new location of Pattengale Middle School 
At the meeting with the residents and the road commission the City 
was asked how much will they commit to. We need to stay 
focused and get these things done. The said that he would to 
compliment Joan Nelson for a job well done on the Hunter Park 
event that went on this past weekend. 


Councilmember Bauer thanked the Public Service Staff, Ann Parry 
and Dean Johnson, Councilmembers Carol Wood and Brian 
Jeffries, the representative from our Planning Department and 
Dave Wiener for their input regarding the proposed work in the 
area of Kenbrook, Labelle and Anetta. She said they all walked 
the area with some of the residents and discussed the Gravel 
Street project. She said they will be talking about this issue again 
at the next meeting 


City Clerk Miner said that she just wanted to make it clear to 
everyone that there is an election in the 2™ Ward, they are voting 
for all City Council At-Large candidates and they are voting for the 
Mayoral Candidates and they are voting on the Proposals as well 
She said citizens will not be voting for a 2™ Ward candidate, 
however, that race will be in the November General Election.

It was 
my idea because this was an important issue for the City. Don't 
blame my other two colleagues it was all my idea. Secondly this 
weekend was the 3% Annual South Lansing Community picnic. It 
was a great event with a good turnout. 


Councilmember Jeffries said that he did want to address a 
comment that was made by a speaker this evening regarding his 
lack of support for the City regarding the Wolverine Pipeline issue 
That comment is not true. He has supported the City on this issue 
since his election to Council. Every vote taken, every action taken 
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has been in support of the City stopping Wolverine from coming 
into Lansing and putting in the pipeline. He has attend a number 
of committee meetings and a number of community meetings 
getting the residents input on this issue. He mailed letters and 
have made phone calls to our area legislators and to the Governor 
asking them to oppose the Pipeline. He supports the City in the 
fight against Wolverine. 


Councilmember Meyer congratulated Mayor Benavides on the birth 
of his new grandchild, and said that he will be in Washington DC 
tomorrow . He voted absentee and wants all voters to know that 
those new ballots are just wonderful. It is so easy to vote now. He 
encourages everyone to go out and vote tomorrow and to vote yes 
on the Parks Millage.

City Clerk Miner made the following statement: 


| would like to address the voters of Lansing with regard to the 
August 2, City Primary Election 


| want to assure Lansing voters that our new voting system worked 
just the way it is intended to work. With the exception of two 
precincts that experienced computer failure, the new tabulators 
worked like they are designed to work. In the two precincts that 
did experience tabulator problems, the auxiliary bin was used until 
such time as the computers had been restored to full functionality 


There were several precincts that were short of ballots. From the 
g of this changeover project, | have said that we are 
estimating the number of ballots required. In every case of a 
precinct that experienced a shortage of ballots our estimate was 
within 10 ballots. We estimated very closely, because we were 
trying to do our best to save money for the City while ensuring that 
everyone had the opportunity to vote. In the precincts that 
experienced ballot shortage, paper ballots were delivered and 
every voter had an opportunity to vote. Those paper ballots were 
processed in precisely the manner prescribed to us by the 
Secretary of State Bureau of Elections. 


I want to make it clear that never did | characterize the act of 
spoiling ballots as being the fault of the voter. 


What | did say, on Wednesday, August 3, was that | had not had 
adequate time to review the tapes from the tabulators in the 
precincts that fell short of ballots to identify the problem, but that it 
had been reported to me by election workers very early on election 
day, that some precincts were experiencing a high degree of 
spoiled ballots. 


The figures reported in the newspaper do not correspond with the 
figures that are shown on the tabulator tapes that were turned in to 
me. 


Again, this is a new system in use for the second time in Lansing 
at last week's election. It is not uncommon for communities to 
experience a ballot shortage in this circumstance. In the May LCC. 
Election precincts outside of the City of Lansing ran out of ballots. 


| applaud the voters of Lansing for turning out in such numbers for 
this primary. This is what we always say we want. We will all 
adjust to the system and improve as we do. The bottom line is that 
when precincts ran out of ballots, they were provided with paper 
ballots to vote on.” 


Councilmember Meyer announced that the City will be presented 
with a Four Star Resolution from the National Guard for support of 
the men and women that are in the Reserves/Military. He said on 
Friday he took a Helicopter ride to Camp Grayling for an event that 
was sponsored by members of the Armed Services. His invitation 
came from Sgt. Scott Dedic. He said this was a wonderful event 
and the City of Lansing was recognized for amending personnel 
practices so that when a Aimed Service Person is called to Active 
duty their dependents will continue to have medical coverage at 
facilities other than Military based 


Councilmember Allen inquired as to whether she received an 
excused absence from last weeks meeting and Councilmember 
Williams confirmed that he did make a motion for her to have an 
excused absence.

He announced that August 27" is the 3rd Annual South Side 


Community Showcase at Benjamin Davis Park off Wise Road. 


Mayor Benavides said that he has received the Planning and 
Neighborhood Development numbers regarding the actual number 
of commercial permits and residential permits issued by the City. 
This is really good news. There was over $130 million dollars in 
construction that took place in FY 05. Three hundred eighty-six 
commercial permits were issued totaling over $106 Million dollars. 
Nearly two thousand residential permits were issued for another 
$24 million dollars. There has been a lot of improvement and 
construction in our neighborhoods. He said the substitute 
resolution that Councilmember Smith introduced denying 
Executive Order 2005-04 is in regards to the Parking Division. 
This denial is in direct opposition to what the Council said they 
wanted in regard to the way Lansing needs to move forward. 
Everyone involved knew that we have 3 years of flat revenues 
coming into the City, therefore, we must change the way we do 
business. In fact Council asked for a plan that propose a solution 
to the shortfall for the next 2 or 3 years. That plan begins with the 
Executive Orders that Council received back in June. So the 
resolution denying the executive order is in total conflict with what 
originally was requested. He asked that he be allowed to yield his 
time to the Director of Public Service, Dave Berridge and the 
Director of Planning and Neighborhood Development, Jim Ruff to 
allow them to explain the reorganization outlined in the executive 
order and the benefit to the City. He asked Councilmembers to 
think seriously about what they are doing here tonight and urged 
them to vote no on the denial. This is what is going to bring us 
together in terms of doing the best for the community. 


Councilmember Leeman asked that Mr. Berridge and Mr. Ruff 
make their presentation following public hearings and public 
comment during the portion of the agenda where the resolution is 
being discussed. 


President Allen agreed with the request of Councilmember Leeman 
and directed that Mr. Berridge and Mr. Ruff would report to Council 
under resolutions for action when the item is taken up for a vote. 


Councilmember Bauer announced that this coming Friday in the 
Downtown Library from 12:00 p.m. to 1:00 p.m. will be a 
celebration for the passage of the women's suffrage amendment.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS 

Section 1. That Chapter 292, Section 292.20, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended by adding a new subsection 292.20(h), to read as 
follows: 


292.20. Retirement age and service requirements. 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), (c) or (d) hereof, any 
member who either has attained or attains the age of fifty-eight 
years and has eight or more years of credited service, or has 
attained or attains the age of fifty-five years and has twenty-five or 
more years of credited service, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21 
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(1) For vesting purposes of this section only, and not for 
purposes of service retirement allowance multiplier calculations 
under Section 292.21, a member, who becomes a member 
pursuant to Section 292.14(d) or Section 292.14(e), shall receive 
credited service equal to the number of years and full months that 
the member accrued while enrolled in the defined contribution 
plan. For service retirement allowance multiplier calculations under 
Section 292.21, a member, who become a member pursuant to 
Section 292.14(d) or 292.14(e), shall be entitled to a multiplier of 
zero (0) years and full months of credited service based upon 
longevity in the defined contribution plan unless Section 292.21 
credited service allowance is purchased by the member pursuant 
to Section 292.20(a)(2). 


(2) Amember, who becomes a member pursuant to Section 
292.14(d) or Section 292.14(e), may purchase service credits 
eligible for inclusion in Section 292.21 multiplier calculations upon 
the lump sum payment to the retirement system in an amount 
determined by the retirement system actuary for the particular 
member. For a Section 292.14(d) member, such payment must be 
made no later than December 31, 2003, or the ninetieth day after 
the date of mailing of the letter to the member containing the 
actuarial determination, whichever shall last occur. For a Section 
292.14(e) member, such payment must be made no later than 
February 1, 2004, or the ninetieth day after the date of mailing of 
the letter to the member containing the actuarial determination, 
whichever shall last occur. A member may not purchase service 
credits for Section 292.21 purposes in excess of the credited 
service the member is entitled to under Section 292.20(a)(1) based 
upon longevity in the defined contributions plan 


(b) Effective June 30, 1987, a member whois associated with the 
FOP Park Security Division and who either has attained or attains 
the age of fiftyeight years and has eight or more years of credited 
service, or has attained or attains the age of fifty years and has 
twentyfive or more years of credited service, may retire upon 
written application to the Board setting forth at what time, neither 
less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof, such member desires to be retired 
Upon retirement, the member shall receive a retirement allowance, 
as provided in Section 292.21. Effective December 1, 1989, a 
member who has twenty-five years of credited service may retire 
regardless of his or her age 


(c) Effective November 1, 1995, a member who is associated 
with United Auto Workers Local 2256 and who either has attained 
or attains the age of fifty.eight years and has eight or more years 
of credited service, or who has attained the age of fifty years and 
has twentyfive or more years of credited service, may retire upon 
his or her written application to the Board setting forth at what time, 
neither less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, such member 
desires to be retired. Upon retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21 


(d) Amember, employed in a covered position on or after the 
covered position's effective date, who does not elect to terminate 
membership as provided in Section 292.14(c)(1) or has elected to 
return to the employees’ retirement system as a member pursuant 
to Section 292.14(c)(2) through (c)(4), who has eight or more years 
of credited service, and whose years and full months of attained 
age, when added to the years and full months of credited service, 
equal or exceed sixtyfive years, may retire upon his or her written 
application to the Board. Such application shall set forth at what 
time, neither less than thirty nor more than ninety days subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, the member desires to be 
retired. Upon the member's retirement, the member shall receive a 
retirement allowance as provided in Section 292.21. The foregoing 
notwithstanding, this provision shall not be operative for any FOP 
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911 Operators’ Division employees, except as follows 


(1). Any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee satisfying said 
formula between December 1, 1992, and May 31, 1993, is eligible 
to retire during said window of opportunity, pursuant to an Act 312 
arbitration award 


(2) Thereafter, any FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee, 
satisfying said formula on or after August 20, 1994, shall be eligible 
to retire in accordance with said formula. 


(e) Further, without regard to whether they were employed in 
covered positions at the time of retirement, vested employees from 
the following employee groups are eligible for retirement in 
accordance with said "sixtyfive point" formula, retroactive to their 
retirement dates: 


(1) Teamster supervisory and non-supervisory, exempt and 
appointed employees and executive management plan employees 
retiring in accordance with said "sixtyfive point" formula pursuant 
to the terms of the early retirement incentives approved by Council 
on April 18, 1988; and 


(2) Any FOP Parks Security Division employee retiring in 
accordance with the terms of the agreement concerning the impact 
of layoffs on the Parks Security Division, dated June 15, 1992 


(f) Notwithstanding any other subsection of this section, or any 
other section of this chapter, to the contrary, and in confirmation 
and ratification nune pro tunc of a certain memorandum of 
understanding between the City and Teamsters Local 580, 
regarding voluntary reduction in force (ratified and accepted as a 
binding collective bargained agreement by Council Resolution No. 
201 on April 13, 1992) and Resolution No. 382 adopted by Council 
on July 13, 1992, members described in Section 292.14 who were 
then in the following classifications: Local 580 Teamsters 
supervisory and clerical/technical/professional bargaining units 
(excluding the District. Court bargaining unit), executive 
management plan employees, non-bargaining unit City employees 
and exempt District Court employees (except the District Court 
judges), but excluding elected City officials, and who met all of the 
following criteria 


(1) Retired on or after July 1, 1992, and by January 4, 1993; 
and 


(2). Signed and delivered to the City not later than December 1, 
1992, the requisite written notice of intent to exercise the right to 
receive certain early retirement incentives contained in said 
memorandum and Resolution No. 201; and 


(3) Without retirement incentives, had eight or more years of 
service credit 


Are granted the additional five years of service credit and the 
increased benefit multiplier of 2.75 percent as described and 
contained in said memorandum. Notwithstanding such 
increased service credit and benefit multiplier, no annual benefit 
payment shall exceed the limitations as prescribed by Internal 
Revenue Code Section 415. 


(9) The adoption of the provisions of subsection (f) hereof shall 
not be deemed nor construed as a waiver, release or 
relinquishment of any rights of the City or the Board of Trustees to 
pursue civil or criminal actions against any individual(s) who may 
have committed or participated in actions, or omissions to act, of 
misfeasance, malfeasance, breach of fiduciary duty, breach of 
public trust, negligence or any kind of wrongdoing whatsoever in 
connection with the implementation and/or adoption of the 1992 
early retirement plan, which is being codified in certain respects by 
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subsection (f) hereof. 


The City and the Board of Trustees hereby respectively 
reserve the right and any claim or defense to discontinue, deny 
or recoup the benefits contained in subsection (f) hereof to and 
from any member or benefit recipient upon a finding that such 
member or recipient committed or participated in acts, or 
omissions to act, of misfeasance, malfeasance, breach of 
fiduciary duty, breach of public trust, negligence or any kind of 
wrongdoing whatsoever in connection with the implementation 
and/or adoption of the 1992 early retirement plan as codified in 
subsection (f) hereof. The City and the Board of Trustees hereby 
also reserve the right to deny, withhold or recoup the benefits

2. The useful life of the Property is hereby determined to be not 
less than 5 years. The acquisition of the Property and the approval 
of the installment purchase contract hereby are found and declared 
to be for a valid public purpose and in the best interest of the 
welfare of the residents of the City. 


3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year, 
commencing with the present fiscal year, a sum which will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest coming due under 
the installment purchase contract before each following fiscal year. 
In addition, the City agrees to levy sufficient taxes in an amount 
necessary to make its debt service payments under the installment 
purchase contract, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory 
and charter tax rate limitations. 


4. The Finance Director or, in his absence, the City Treasurer, is 
hereby directed and authorized to execute such additional 
documentation as shall be necessary to effectuate the closing 
contemplated by the installment purchase contract and the 
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assignment thereof, including requisition certificates (if provided by 
the form of installment purchase contract) providing payment to the 
sellers of the Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property 
or for reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced 
costs 


5. The Finance Director or City Treasurer is hereby authorized to 
make all administrative transfers necessary to implement this 
resolution, including current fiscal year debt service account, and 
to establish appropriate construction and financing accounts 


6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall 
take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
installment purchase contract from adjusted gross income for 
general federal income tax purposes under Internal Revenue Code 
of 1986, as amended (the “Internal Revenue Code’), including but 
not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if 
applicable. 


7. The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg 
§ 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code: 


(a) The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with 
proceeds of debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures 
made to pay certain costs associated with the Property which were 
or will be paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date 
hereof from the general funds or capital fund of the City. 


(b) As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of 
debt expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $430,000, which debt 
may be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for 
other purposes. 


(c) Areimbursement allocation of the expenditures described 
in paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing 
described herein will occur not later than 18 months after the later 
of (i) the date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ii) the date the 
Property is placed in service or abandoned, but in no event more 
than three (3) years after the original expenditure is paid. A 
reimbursement allocation is an allocation in writing that evidences 
the City’s use of the proceeds of the debt to be issued for the 
Property to reimburse the City for a capital expenditure made 
pursuant to this Resolution 


(@) The expenditures for the Property are “capital 
expenditures’ as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are 
any costs of a type which are properly chargeable to a capital 
account (or would be so chargeable with a proper election or with 
the application of the definition of “placed in service” under Treas. 
Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) under general Federal income tax principles (as 
determined at the time the expenditure is paid). 


(e) No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to 
abusive uses of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using 
funds corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner 
that results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. 
Reg. § 1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (c) above 


8. The City recognizes that Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, 
PLLC. has represented from time to time, and currently represents, 
various banks, underwriters, and financial institutions, sellers, 
contractors, and other potential participants in this financing for 
unrelated matters. The City appoints Miller, Canfield as counsel 
for this financing, notwithstanding the potential concurrent 
representation of any such participant regarding any unrelated 
matter. 
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9. The Mayor, City Clerk, and Finance Director, and Treasurer of 
the City, and other officials and agents of the City, are each 
severally authorized to do all acts and things and, upon the advice 
of counsel, to execute any documents or certificates as may be 
necessary of desirable to deliver the aforesaid documents to the 
parties and to effectuate the transactions described therein and the 
purposes of this Resolution, and to pay any costs necessary to 
accomplish negotiation and execution of the installment purchase 
contract.

She 
said that she did not want the victims in shelters, she wanted them 
in transitional housing and she directed our efforts towards finding 
homes for these people. She indicated that there would be 500 
people coming into Battle Creek. Based on that she asked for a 
report from all Mayors across the State regarding what they can 
do to help. So a couple of meetings were held this week to put 
together a plan of what we can do to help. Councilmember Smith 
was involved in these meetings and Councilmember Allen was 
asked to be involved but was unable, due to prior commitments. 
Everyone should have a copy of the proposed report and extras 
are available if anyone else would like one. The Governor said 
that once she receives all the proposals from the Mayors she will 
prioritize the response list. | anticipate that Lansing is probably 
more ready than other Cities.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 844, Section 844.20, 844.21, 844.22 AND 
844.24, of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be and are hereby amended to read as follows: 


844.20. Definitions. 
As used in Sections 844.20 to 844.26: 


Cart and pushcart mean and include all forms of conveyance 
not included within the definition of vehicle 


Ice cream, ice cream products or confections, for the purpose of 
regulating the sale of ice cream, ice cream products or confections 
on the streets of the City and the licensing and operation of 
vehicles, carts or pushcarts used in connection with such sale, 
means and includes any frozen product made from cream and/or 
milk of any kind in connection with any other substance; sherbet, 
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ice or any imitation ice cream made of water and milk solids; or 
substances, mixtures or compounds offered for sale in imitation of 
or to resemble ice cream or sherbet

(C) NO LICENSE SHALL BE ISSUED TO A PERSON WHO

ASEXUAL CONDUCT OFFENSE. 


844.22. License application; fees; transferability; revocation. 


(a) Any person desiring to engage in the business of operating 
vehicles, carts or pushcarts for the purpose of selling ice cream, 
ice cream products and confections shall, before commencing

(b) The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to have 
applications for licenses printed with a copy of the provisions of 
Sections 844.20 to 844.26.

RESOLUTION #436 
BY THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON SUPPLIER DIVERSITY 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has determined that it would 
benefit the local economy, businesses and citizens to increase the 
amount of city funds spent on contracts, awards and purchase 
orders given to local businesses; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has adopted an ordinance 
establishing such a policy, which authorizes the use of a resolution 
to create the percentage to be used in applying the ordinance; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has examined both business and 
economic data for Lansing and Ingham County in creating its local 
preference ordinance and in establishing the percentage to be 
used when determining whether a local business is to be given the 
‘opportunity to match a bid; and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing was held where additional information 
concerning the preference for using local businesses was heard; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that for purchases, 
services and projects that are less than $1500, which are not 
purchased by use of a procurement card, a quote shall be solicited 
from at least one Lansing based business if a local business can 
be identified. Price quotes should be forwarded to the Purchasing 
Department for record keeping purposes. 


IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED, for purchases greater than $15,000 
and less than $500,000, a Lansing based business whose quote or 
bid is within 5% of the lowest bid will be given the opportunity to 
match the low bid and receive the contract as long as the firm 
meets the specification provided in the bid document 


IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED, beginning January 1, 2006, all city 
departments shall implement purchasing procedures, as outlined in 
the Local Preference Ordinance to permit uniform data collection to 
enable tracking of bids, contracts and purchase orders for locally- 
owned businesses 
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IT IS FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Purchasing Department shall 
provide the Mayor and City Council a quarterly report detailing the 
City's compliance with this resolution and the Local Preference 
Ordinance. 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the Lansing City Council may 
revise the objectives and percentages stated herein by issuance of 
a new or amended resolution if it determines that such action is 
warranted.

RESOLUTION #437 
BY COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS the City of Lansing (the “City’) and the City of Lansing 
Economic Development Corporation (the "EDC’) entered a Loan 
Agreement with the Block 100 Limited Partnership ("Block 100") on 
or about June 15, 1985 that provided for the financing of a hotel in 
Downtown Lansing known as the Radisson Hotel; and 


WHEREAS the 1985 Loan Agreement provided for the issuance of 
two loans from the EDC to Block 100 in the principle amounts of 
three million dollars ($3000000) under the Federal Urban 
Development Grant program (the "UDAG Loan’) and one million 
three hundred and thirty five thousand dollars ($1,335,000) funded 
through other federal funds provided to the EDC (the “EDC Loan’) 
respectively for a total loan amount of four million three hundred 
and thirty five thousand dollars ($4,335,000); and 


WHEREAS by 1991, the Radisson Hotel encountered financial 
difficulties that required additional cash investment in order to 
remain financially viable and Block 100 indicated a willingness to 
make those additional investments provided that the City and the 
EDC agreed to make modifications to the 1985 Loan Agreement; 
and 


WHEREAS the modifications to the 1985 Loan Agreement were 
incorporated into a First Amended Loan Agreement executed 
between the parties on or about April 1, 1991; and 


WHEREAS under the First Amended Loan Agreement, the City and 
the EDC agreed that: 1) additional monies injected by Block 100 
would be prioritized over the outstanding loans issued by the EDC; 
and 2) the City and EDC would not provide financial subsidization 
to. a second downtown hotel “until such time as the Hotel has 
achieved’ certain target amounts for revenue per available room 
((REVPAR’) at the hotel; and 


WHEREAS under the Loan Agreement, as amended, the Radisson 
Hotel has never been required to make a payment because the 
hotel has not generated sufficient revenue to trigger a payment 
obligation; and 


WHEREAS under the Loan Agreement, as amended, the Hotel has 
never achieved the REVPAR figures that would allow the City and 
the EDC to provide a financial subsidy to a second downtown 
hotel; and 


WHEREAS under the Loan Agreement, as amended, the UDAG 
Loan and the EDC Loan have matured with no payments having 
been made to the EDC because, as provided in the loan 
agreements, no distributable income has been available; and 


WHEREAS the parties have revisited the 1991 First Amended 
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Loan Agreement for the purposes of: 1) providing for payment of 
some return to the EDC on its initial investment of $4.335 million; 
and 2) providing greater flexibility to the City and EDC to provide, if 
they elect to do so, some financial subsidization to a second hotel 
in the downtown area; and 


WHEREAS the parties have negotiated the attached Note 
Purchase Agreement which provides for the City and the EDC to 
sell the EDC's interest in the UDAG Loan and the EDC Note for 
mandatory payments to the EDC totaling five hundred thousand 
dollars ($500,000) under the following schedule 


a. three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) due at closing; 

b. one hundred thousand dollars ($100.00) due within one year of 
closing; and 

c. one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) due within two years 
of closing; and 


WHEREAS the Note Purchase Agreement also allows for the 
payment of additional optional extension payments to the EDC of 
‘one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) per year on an annual 
basis starting in January of 2013 for five years for a total of an 
additional five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000); and 


WHEREAS the EDC and Block 100 have jointly retained a financial 
consultant, RBC Dain Rauscher, who has issued a financial report 
after having been provided independent access to the books and 
records of Block 100 and who has concluded that execution of the 
note purchase agreement and sale of the notes for the initial price 
of three hundred thousand dollars, from the perspective of a 
conventional lender, is ‘reasonable and prudent”, 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Lansing City Council 
that the EDC and the Mayor of the City of Lansing are hereby 
authorized to execute a Note Purchase Agreement similar in form 
to the attached proposed Note Purchase Agreement subject to 
approval as to form in a manner acceptable to the City Attorney,

AMENDING CHAPTER 888 BY AMENDING SECTION 888.12

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan (the “City’) owns a 
public multipurpose stadium known as Oldsmobile Park (the 
“Stadium’), and the City determines it to be necessary to purchase 
real and personal property to improve the Stadium (the "Property’) 
at a cost of not-to-exceed $3,000,000; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 99"), a city may, after 
adoption of a resolution by its city council, enter into any contract 
or agreement for the purchase of real or personal property for 
public purposes, to be paid for in installments over a period of not 
to exceed fifteen (15) years and not to exceed the useful life of the 
property acquired as determined by the resolution; and 
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WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding principal balance 
of all purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and 
one quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City pursuant to one 
or more installment purchase contracts or agreements (each 
individually a “Contract,” and collectively, the “Contracts”) in an 
aggregate amount up to $3,000,000 will not result in the 
outstanding balance of all purchases by the City under Act 99 
exceeding one and one quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable 
value of the real and personal property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been advised that under the provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, the interest 
component of payments under the Contracts will be taxable to 
persons receiving the interest income; and 


WHEREAS, the current agreement with the Stadium’s tenant has 
required that the City maintain the Stadium and this has resulted in 
a City liability for repairs and Maintenance; and 


WHEREAS, HNTB Architectures have conducted a study which 
determined that the cost of all repairs could equal $4.4 million, and 


WHEREAS, after a detailed review of the study, the City has 
determined that the cost for all repairs should equal $3 million, and 


WHEREAS, the $3 million will be spent in the areas focused on 
and identified in the HNTB study. and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has approved the expenditures as 
part of the 2005-2006 budget contingent upon the borrowing and 
have incorporated in their budget policies the need to provide the 
funding for the on-going maintenance of the facility, and 


WHEREAS, this City Council wishes to consent to public offering 
of Certificates of Participation in any of the Contracts (the 
“Certificates of Participation’) if the offering will provide the City 
with the opportunity to decrease debt service through a lower 
interest rate. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Either the Finance Director or City Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to negotiate one or more installment purchase 
Contracts, in such form as he or she shall deem to be necessary or 
appropriate, between the City and the persons offering to sell the 
Property to the City (collectively the “Sellers’), and assigned by 
the Sellers to a bank, trust company or other financial institution 
(the “Assignee’). Costs of the Property financed under the 
Contracts may include material, labor and tools furnished in 
connection with the acquisition and installation of the Property and 
architect, engineering, financing, and legal fees and expenses. 
The aggregate principal amount to be paid by the City under the 
Contracts shall not exceed $3,000,000. Principal payable pursuant 
to each Contract shall be payable over a period not to exceed 15 
years.

3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year, 
commencing with the present fiscal year, a sum which will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest coming due under 
the Contracts before each following fiscal year. In addition, the 
City agrees to levy sufficient taxes in an amount necessary to 
make its debt service payments under the Contracts, subject to 
applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. 
The City Council does hereby ratify and confirm that the City’s 
payment obligations under the Contracts will be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. The City’s payment obligation under 
the Contracts shall continue without reduction or abatement for any 
cause or reason whatsoever, including, but not limited to, casualty 
which results in the Stadium being un-tenantable, and without right 
of setoff or recoupment, until the payments due under the

4. If Stauder, Barch & Associates, Inc. as Financial Consultant to

City Treasurer is hereby authorized to consent to public offering of 
Cettificates of Participation by a financial institution or underwriter 
(the “Investment Bank’).

5. The City hereby agrees to enter into a Continuing Disclosure 
Undertaking relating to the Offering Circular in order to enable the 
Investment Bank to comply with the requirements of Rule 15¢2-12 
(the “Rule”) promulgated by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. In the Continuing Disclosure Undertaking, the City 
shall agree to provide or cause to be provided, (i) certain annual 
financial information and operating data, including audited financial

WHEREAS, Ferris Development made operating advances in 
excess of $130,000 for the portfolio which has drained Ferris's 
resources. The operating reserves were depleted in April of 2005. 
Great Lakes Capital Fund, as the Limited Partner investor, 
advanced funds in excess of $50,000 to keep mortgage payments 
and property taxes current so the properties would not go into 
foreclosure and the FY 2004 audits for these properties show they 
had a combined operating loss of $136,000; and 


WHEREAS, the current vacancy loss exceeds 30 percent when 
the norm is 7 percent, and a number of flags were raised that 
became apparent to investors: 


MSHDA and GLCF have been conducting monthly meetings with 
Ferris and their Board trying to work through cash flow 
problems; 

GLCF removedrequested that Ferris remove the first management 
company operating the 93 rental units; 

GLCF recommended two qualified successor management 
companies; however, Ferris choose to self manage; 

Under the management of Ferris the rental units continued to 
experience high vacancy rates and fund were taken from the 
Operating Debt Service account to cover short falls; 

GLCF has assumed mortgage payments due to the inability of 
Ferris to improve occupancy within the rental units.; and

changes these PILOTS will end up in foreclosure and to address

Operating deficit reserve funds will be established with

MSHDA will hold the reserve funds and pay 5% annual interest on 
their balances to further support project operations

New property manager Medallion Management will be employed to

Section 1. That Chapter 888, Section 888.16, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended to allow for the deferral of the payment of service charge 
in lieu of property taxes, to read as follows: 


888.16. Rental properties located at 819 Vine Street, 833 Vine 
Street, 303 North Pennsylvania Ave. and 321 North 
Pennsylvania Ave. 


(a) Purpose. It is acknowledged that it is a proper public purpose 
of the State of Michigan and its political subdivisions, including the 
City of Lansing, to provide housing for citizens of low income and 
to encourage the development of such housing by providing for a 
service charge in lieu of property taxes in accordance with the 
State Housing Development Authority Act of 1966 (1966 PA 346, 
as amended). The City is authorized by this Act to establish or 
change the service charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by any or all 
classes of housing exempt from taxation under this act at any 
amount it chooses not to exceed the taxes that would be paid but 
for this Act. It is further acknowledged that housing for persons of 
low income is a public necessity, and as the City will be benefitted 
and improved by such housing, the encouragement of the same by 
providing certain real estate tax exemption for such housing is a 
valid public purpose; further, that the continuation of the provisions 
of this ordinance section for tax exemption and the service charge 
in lieu of taxes during the period contemplated in this section are 
essential to the determination of economic feasibility of the housing 
development project which is to be rehabilitated and financed in 
reliance on such tax exemption and service charge 


The City acknowledges that the sponsor, as defined in this

of low income, and that the sponsor has offered to pay the City on 
account of this housing development an annual service charge for 
public service in lieu of taxes

(5) "Commencement of construction". ~means_—_—the 
commencement of the rehabilitation of the existing facilities located 
in Lansing at 819 Vine Street, 833 Vine Street, 303 North 
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Pennsylvania Avenue, and 321 North Pennsylvania Avenue. 


(6) "Housing development" means a development which 
contains a significant element of housing for persons of low income 
and such elements of other housing, commercial, recreational, 
industrial, communal, and educational facilities as the authority 
determines improve the quality of the development as it relates to 
housing for persons of low income. 


(7) "Housing development project" means the rehabilitation of 
rental properties located within Lansing at 819 Vine Street (parcel 
no. 33-01-01-15-152-071), 833 Vine Street (parcel no. 33-01-01- 
415-152-111), 303 North Pennsylvania Avenue (parcel no. 33-01-01- 
415-152-162), and 321 North Pennsylvania Avenue (parcel no. 33- 
01-01-15-152-191), consisting of approximately eleven (11) 
residential apartment units. 


(8) "Low income persons or families" means low income 
persons or families as defined in Section 15(a)(7) of the Act 


(9) "Mortgage loan" means a federally-aided or authority-aided 
mortgage or advance from the authority, as defined in the Act, to 
the sponsor for the construction and/or permanent financing of the 
housing development 


(10) "Sponsor" means person(s) or entities which have applied 
to the authority for a mortgage loan or for an allocation under the 
low income housing tax credit program to finance the project. The 
sponsor under this section of the ordinance is the Michigan Non- 
profit Real Estate Development Corporation, doing business as 
Ferris Development, a Michigan Nonprofit Corporation 


(11) "Utilities" mean fuel, water, sanitary sewer service and/or 
electrical service which are paid by the housing development 


All terms referencing the act but not defined in this section shall 
have the meanings given them in the Act 


(c) Class of Housing Development. It is determined that the class 
of housing developments to which the tax exemption shall apply 
and for which a service charge shall be paid in lieu of such taxes 
shall be housing developments which are financed or assisted 
pursuant to the Act. It is further determined that the housing 
development project is of this class. 


(d) Establishment of Annual Service Charge in Lieu of Froperty 
Taxes 


(1) Subject to the conditions precedent in this section, the 
housing development project and the property on which it is 
situated shall be exempt from all property taxes for not more than 
thirty years from and after the commencement of construction. The 
City acknowledges that the sponsor and the authority have 
established the economic feasibility of the housing development 
project in reliance upon the enactment and continuing effect of this 
section and the qualification of the housing development project for 
the exemption from all property taxes and a payment in lieu of 
taxes as established in this section, and in consideration of the 
sponsor's offer, subject to receipt of a mortgage loan and an 
allocation under the lihte program, to rehabilitate, own and operate 
the housing development project. The City agrees to accept 
payment of an annual service charge for public services in lieu of

exemption shall file with the local assessing officer a notification of 
the exemption, which shall be in an affidavit form as provided by 
the authority. The completed affidavit form first shall be submitted 
to the authority for certification by the authority that the project is 
eligible for the exemption. The owner then shall file the certified 
notification of the exemption with the local assessing officer before 
November 1 of the year preceding the tax year in which the 
exemption is to begin 


(3) The annual service charge shall be equal to four percent 
(4%) of the difference between the annual shelter rents actually 
collected and utilities 


(e) Limitation on the Payment of the Annual Service Charge. 
Notwithstanding subsection (d), the service charge to be paid each 
year in lieu of taxes for the part of the housing development project 
which is tax exempt and which is occupied by other than low 
income persons or families shall be equal to the full amount of the 
taxes that would otherwise be due and payable on that portion of 
the housing development project if the project were not tax 
exempt 


(f) Payment of Service Charge. The service charge in lieu of taxes 
as determined under this section shall be payable in the same 
manner as general property taxes are payable to the City except 
that the annual payment shall be paid MADE on or before July 1 of 
the year following the year upon which such charge is calculated 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE FOREGOING, THE SERVICE 
CHARGES PAYABLE ON OR BEFORE JULY 1, 2006 THROUGH 
JULY 1, 2010, SHALL BE DEFERRED AND WILL BE DUE ON OR 
BEFORE JULY 1, 2015 


(9) Contractual Effect of this Section. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of Section 15(a)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract 
between the City and the sponsor, with the authority as third party 
beneficiary under the contract, to provide tax exemption and 
accept payments in lieu of taxes, as previously described, is 
effectuated by enactment of this section 


(h) Duration; Commencement of Construction 


(1) The property tax exempt status of the housing 
development project approved by this section shall remain in effect 
and shall not terminate so long as the mortgage loan for the 
housing development project remains outstanding and unpaid, or 
for such period as the authority or other governmental entity has 
any interest in the property or the project is subject to income and 
rent restrictions under § 42 of the Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended; provided that the rehabilitation of the housing 
development project commences within one year from the effective 
date of this section, that the project is in part financed by low 
income housing tax credits from the authority and that the number 
of units and the purposes for the housing development project 
remain unchanged, subject to amendment in accordance with the 
law. If the rehabilitation of the housing development project does 
not commence within one year from the effective date of this 
section, this Section 888.16 of the ordinance shall automatically 
expire, terminate and be of no effect. If the sponsor fails to obtain 
within one year of the effective date of this section low income 
housing tax credits from the authority or changes the scope or 
purpose of the housing development project without the consent of 
the people of the City, by and through its representatives, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the law, this section shall 
automatically expire, terminate and be of no effect. 


(2) Except as provided in paragraph (1) of this subsection, the 
exemption from property taxes shall terminate not later than thirty 
years from and after the date of the commencement of 
construction 
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Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than 
the part so declared to be invalid

(h) Duration; Commencement of Construction 


(1) The property tax exempt status of the housing 
development project approved by this section shall remain in effect 
and shall not terminate so long as the mortgage loan for the 
housing development project remains outstanding and unpaid, or 
for such period as the authority or other governmental entity has 
any interest in the property or the project is subject to income and 
rent restrictions under § 42 of the Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended; provided that the rehabilitation of the housing 
development project commences within one year from the effective 
date of this section, that the project is in part financed by low 
income housing tax credits from the authority and that the number 
of units and the purposes for the housing development project 
remain unchanged, subject to amendment in accordance with the 
law. If the rehabilitation of the housing development project does 
not commence within one year from the effective date of this 
section, this Section 888.23 of the ordinance shall automatically 
expire, terminate and be of no effect. If the sponsor fails to obtain 
within one year of the effective date of this section low income 
housing tax credits from the authority or changes the scope or 
purpose of the housing development project without the consent of 
the people of the City by and through its representatives, and in 
accordance with the requirements of the law, this section shall 
automatically expire, terminate and be of no effect. 


(2) Except as provided in paragraph (1) of this subsection, the 
exemption from property taxes shall terminate not later than thirty 
years from and after the date of the commencement of 
construction

(2) Purpose. It is acknowledged that it is a proper public purpose 
of the State of Michigan and its political subdivisions to provide 
housing for its citizens of low income and to encourage the 
development of such housing by providing for a service charge in 
lieu of property taxes in accordance with the State Housing 
Development Authority Act of 1966 (1966 PA 346, as amended;

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authorized by this Act to establish or change the service charge to 
be paid in lieu of taxes by any or all classes of housing exempt 
from taxation under this Act at any amount it chooses not to 
exceed the taxes that would be paid but for this Act. It is further 
acknowledged that such housing for persons of low income is a 
public necessity, and as the City will be benefitted and improved by 
such housing, the encouragement of the same by providing certain 
real estate tax exemption for such housing is a valid public 
purpose; further, that the continuation of the provisions of this 
ordinance section for tax exemption and the service charge in lieu 
of taxes during the period contemplated in this section are 
essential to the determination of economic feasibility of the housing 
development project which is constructed or rehabilitated and 
financed in reliance on such tax exemption and service charge 
The City acknowledges that Michigan Non-Profit Real Estate 
Development Corporation, a Michigan nonprofit corporation, D/B/A

(1) "Act" means the State Housing Development Authority Act,

(2). "Annual shelter rent" means the total collections during an 
agreed annual period from all occupants of a housing development 
representing rent or occupancy charges, exclusive of charges for 
gas, electricity, heat, or other utilities furnished to the occupants. 


(3) "Authority" means the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority. 


(4) "Commencement of construction". means _—the 
commencement of the rehabilitation of the existing facilities known 
as Penn Avenue Apartments 


(5) "Housing development" means a development which 
contains a significant element of housing for persons of low income 
and such elements of other housing, commercial, recreational, 
industrial, communal, and educational facilities as the authority 
determines improve the quality of the development as it relates to 
housing for persons of low income. 


(6) "Low income persons or families" means low income 
persons or families as defined in Section 15(a)(7) of the Act 


(7) "Mortgage loan" means a federally-aided or authority aided 
mortgage or advance from the authority, as defined in the Act, to 
the sponsor for the construction and/or permanent financing of the 
housing development 


(8) "Penn Avenue Apartments Rehabilitation Project" and "the 
project” and "the housing development project" mean the 
rehabilitation of the Penn Avenue facilities at 724 N. Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Lansing, consisting of approximately 20 residential 
apartment units. 


(9) "Sponsor" means person(s) or entities which have applied 
to the authority for a mortgage loan or for an allocation under the 
low income housing tax credit program to finance the project 


(10) "Utilities" mean fuel, water, sanitary sewer service and/or 
electrical service which are paid by the housing development 
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All terms referencing the Act but not defined in this section shall 
have the meanings given them in the Act 


(c) Class of Housing Development. It is determined that the class 
of housing developments to which the tax exemption shall apply 
and for which a service charge shall be paid in lieu of such taxes 
shall be housing developments which are financed or assisted 
pursuant to the Act. It is further determined that Penn Avenue 
Apartments Rehabilitation Project is of this class. 


(d) Establishment of Annual Service Charge in Lieu of Property 
Taxes 


(1) Subject to the conditions precedent in this section, the 
housing development project known as the Penn Avenue 
Apartments Rehabilitation Project and the property on which it is 
situated shall be exempt from all property taxes from and after the 
commencement of construction for not more than thirty years. The 
City acknowledges that the sponsor and the authority have 
established the economic feasibility of the housing development 
project in reliance upon the enactment and continuing effect of this 
section and the qualification of the housing development project for 
the exemption from all property taxes and a payment in lieu of 
taxes as established in this section, and in consideration of the 
sponsor's offer, subject to receipt of a mortgage loan and an 
allocation under the LIHTC program, to rehabilitate, own and 
operate the Penn Avenue Apartments Rehabilitation Project. The 
City agrees to accept payment of an annual service charge for 
public services in lieu of all property taxes, provided the sponsor 
furnishes the City with proof of its annual certification or at the 
request of the City, proof that the sponsor has received and is 
maintaining its allocation of low income housing credits by the 
authority and that the project housing development units have not 
increased, decreased or been altered in any form, unless the City 
has otherwise amended the provisions of this section 


(2) The annual service charge shall be equal to four percent 
(4%) of the difference between the annual shelter rents actually 
collected and utilities. 


(e) Limitation on the Payment of the Annual Service Charge. 
Notwithstanding subsection (d), the service charge to be paid each 
year in lieu of taxes for the part of the housing development project 
which is tax exempt and which is occupied by other than low 
income persons or families shall be equal to the full amount of the 
taxes which shall be paid on that portion of the housing 
development project if the project were not tax exempt 


(f) Payment of Service Charge. The service charge in lieu of taxes 
as determined under this section shall be payable in the same 
manner as general property taxes are payable to the City except 
that the annual payment shall be paid MADE on or before July 1 of 
the year following the year upon which such charge is calculated 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE FOREGOING, THE SERVICE 
CHARGES PAYABLE ON OR BEFORE JULY 1, 2006 THROUGH 
JULY 1, 2010, SHALL BE DEFERRED AND WILL BE DUE ON OR 
BEFORE JULY 1, 2015 


(9) Contractual Effect of this Section. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of Section 15(a)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract 
between the City and the sponsor, with the authority as third party 
beneficiary under the contract, to provide tax exemption and 
accept payments in lieu of taxes, as previously described, is 
effectuated by enactment of this section 


(h) Duration; Commencement of Construction 


(1) The property tax exempt status of the housing 
development project approved by this section shall remain in 
effect and shall not terminate so long as the mortgage loan for 
the housing development project remains outstanding and 
unpaid, or for such period as the authority or other governmental 
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entity has any interest in the property or the project is subject to 
income and rent restrictions under ' 42 of the Internal Revenue 
Code, as amended; provided that the rehabilitation of the 
housing development project commences within one year from 
the effective date of this section, that the project is in part 
financed by low income housing tax credits from the authority 
and that the number of units and the purposes for the housing 
development project remain unchanged, subject to amendment 
in accordance with the law.

Dave Wiener said that the Mayor provided to the City Council and 
residents an open letter with regard to Council overriding the 
Mayor's veto. He read the following letter into the record on behalf 
of Mayor Benavides: 


An Open Letter to the City Council and the Citizens of Lansing 
November 3, 2005 


Subject: The City Council Override of the Mayor's Veto 


As the Mayor of the City of Lansing, it is my responsibility to 
protect the integrity of our City’s Charter. To that end, | am 
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submitting the following statement concerning my veto of Council 
Resolution #482 regarding hiring an outside attorney. 


Let me be absolutely clear about my position. | do not oppose 
Council intention to hire an attorney to review the issues they want 
examined. In fact, | proposed an alternative resolution identical to 
Council's, with the exception that the outside attorney would be 
hired by the City and not the Council. This is the legal way to bring 
outside counsel on board and garner the answers to the exact 
questions the Council has raised 


It is the legal opinion of the Lansing City Attorney that the 
Council's current action is in violation of the City Charter. If the 
Council's resolution to hire an outside attorney reporting only to the 
Council was allowed to go forward, it would set a precedent that 
whenever there is a disagreement between the Council and the 
mayor, Council could go outside the process established by the 
Charter and hire its own attorney 


My resolution calls for the outside attorney to represent the City, 
not just the Council. That is what is legally prescribed in the 
Charter. The City Chapter was written to maintain the rule of law 
and not the vicissitudes of current politics. It is imperative that we 
uphold that rule of law and not let passing circumstances alter our 
Charter without vetting those changes through the proper, legal 
channels 


Some have tried to portray the issue as whether or not directors 
get paid a specific severance package. Others have questions 
whether the Mayor has the authority to establish compensation 
packages for the directors he/she hires 


The real issue at hand is how the Mayor and Council resolve 
questions regarding the interpretation of the City Charter. 


In the Council's discussion on overriding my veto, it was argued 
that hiring an outside attorney for the Council would assure an 
independent and unbiased opinion. | would argue the opposite. If 
the outside attorney represents only the City Council and not the 
City as a whole, there is a greater likelihood that the opinion would 
be biased and that the attorney will not be independent of any 
special interest 


As Mayor | will not set a precedent and leave a legacy for future 
Mayors and Councils that creates a permanent rift and conflict 
between the two branches of government 


Concern has been expressed that the public sees this debate as 
a fight over directors getting a large payout and not the 
interpretation of the Charter which we have been debating. And 
there have been comments that it is politically dangerous to 
oppose the Council's resolution 


| will not be pressured by public perception to be silent on this 
issue. | will do what | believe is the right things regardless of the 
political consequence. | will keep my eye on the critical issue: the 
interpretation of the City Charter and the protection of the 
appropriate relationship between future Mayors and Councils 


Therefore, if Council chooses to override my veto, | will not sign 
a contract with an outside attorney under their resolution. Nor will | 
authorize the transfer of funds or the payment of city funds 


Finally, | reiterate, that | support the hiring of an outside attorney 
provided that it is done under the dictates of the City Charter. | 
support the review of the questions that Council has asked. | will 
abide by the decision reached by the attorney. But | will not 
knowingly violate the City Charter and create a precedent for the 
foreseeable future that undermines the relationship between future 
mayors and city councils

Week 


Mayor Benavides said it is an honor to present this proclamation 
tonight. He said the week of November 13-19 is National 
Homeless Awareness week here in Lansing, as well as all over the 
State. We are trying to make sure that everyone is aware of the 
homeless situation in our Cities. It is interesting to know that we 
have 700 individuals in our state who are homeless and they have 
to seek out shelters every night.

Peggy Roberts said that she is very pleased to be here this 
evening to represent Ballentine Stepping Stones, which is a 
program of St. Vincent's Catholic Charity. This is a program that 
fills a very important niche in this community. That is services to 
homeless women and children. They can serve up to sixteen 
families on any given evening and those folks can stay on an 
average of twelve months. During that time they have the 
opportunity to receive case management assistance in the areas of 
budgeting, parenting, education and other things that will help to 
make them more selfsufficient. They would like to thank the City 
of Lansing for the help that they continue to provide to keep our 
programs open 


Beverly Wiener said she is the Director of Haven House, and the 
wife of David Wiener, Executive Assistant to the Mayor. She said 
by being here she can represent all of the shelters who each 
serves a different population. They work on prevention activities to 
keep a family or individual from being homeless. They also work 
with providers of housing and provide supportive services. So we 
have a range of people who work in the Network. Our goal is, as 
was said before, to put ourselves out of business and that means 
to help people to make some changes in their lives, changing 
some habits, learning how to better themselves in terms of income 
by getting a better education. She thanked the Mayor and City 
Council and the residents of the City of Lansing for everything that 
they dotohelp this community.

PREAMBLE 
WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, 
State of Michigan (the “City") has incorporated the City of Lansing 
Building Authority (the “Authority”, and the Authority has previously 
financed acquisition and construction of the plaza appurtenant to 
the stadium, and automobile parking lots and structures and 
related appurtenances including a pedestrian walkway and 
equipment to operate and maintain parking lots and structures 
(collectively, the “Facilities ") through issuance of its building 
authority bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the Authority leases the Facilities to the City under 
various Full Faith and Credit General Obligation Contracts of 
Lease and Supplements thereto specified in City Council 
Resolutions #079 adopted on February 6, 1995 and #151 adopted 
on April 26, 1995 (collectively, the Contracts"), and the City pays 
Cash Rentals to the Authority under the Contracts in the amount 
necessary to permit the Authority to pay debt service on the 
Building Authority and Building Authority Refunding Bonds, Series 
1995 (the ‘Prior Bonds) and other bonds issued to finance the 
Facilities; and 


WHEREAS, the City's Financial Consultant, Stauder, Barch & 
Associates, Inc. (the ‘Financial Consultant) has advised the City 
that conditions in the municipal bond market are now at a point that 
all or a pottion of the Prior Bonds could be refunded to produce 
considerable interest savings; and 


WHEREAS, it is the determination and judgment of the City that 
the Prior Bonds should be refunded in order to secure the interest 
savings anticipated and thereby permit the operation of the 
Facilities in a more economical fashion for the benefit of the 
citizens and the taxpayers of the City; and 


WHEREAS, the City determines it to be necessary for the public 
health, safety and welfare of the City and its residents to acquire 
and construct improvements to the Lansing Center convention and 
exhibition center (the “Improvements”); and 

WHEREAS, under the provisions of Section 517 of Act No. 34, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended (“Act 34”) a City may 
issue municipal securities to pay the cost of any capital 
improvement items within the limitations provided by law; and 


WHEREAS, the issuance by the City of bonds under Section 517 
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of Act34 in an amount not to exceed Four Million Dollars 
($4,000,000) (the Bonds’) for the purpose of financing costs of 
acquisition and construction of the Improvements appears to be 
the most practical means to that end; and 


WHEREAS, a Notice to Electors of Intent to Issue the Bonds (the 
"Notice to Electors") must be published in order to comply with the 
requirements of Section 517 of Act 34 and Section 5(g) of the 
Home Rule Cities Act, Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as 
amended; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 permits the City to authorize, within limitations 
which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an officer to sell and deliver and receive payment 
for obligations, approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest 
rates, prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, 
denominations, dates of issuance, interest payment dates, 
redemption rights, the place of delivery and payment, and other 
matters and procedures necessary to complete the transactions 
authorized; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council wishes to authorize either the City 
Finance Director or the City Treasurer (either, the “Authorized 
Officer”) to sell and deliver and receive payment for the Bonds 
without the necessity of the City Council taking further action prior 
to sale and delivery of the Bonds. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Building Authority Refunding Bonds. The City hereby requests 
the Authority to issue refunding bonds (the "Refunding Bonds") the 


purpose of refunding all or a portion of the Prior Bonds if, upon the 
advice of the Financial Consultant, the refunding will accomplish a 
net present value savings of debt service costs and thereby reduce 
the Cash Rentals payable by the City for lease of the Facilities 
under the Contracts. City Council acknowledges that the issuance 
of the Refunding Bonds may increase the number of years that the 
Cash Rentals will be payable by the City for lease of the Facilities, 
and hereby approves reduction of the current annual Cash Rentals 
payable by the City for lease of the Facilities if the Refunding 
Bonds are issued 


The City covenants and agrees to continue to make payments to 
the Authority, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Contracts, of Cash Rentals in amounts sufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on the Refunding Bonds and any of the 
Prior Bonds and other bonds issued under the Contracts which are 
not refunded and remain outstanding, and to pay all transfer and 
escrow agent fees and other expenses and charges payable with 
respect thereto. The City acknowledges and agrees that the 
Authority shall have all rights and remedies set forth in the 
Contracts to enforce the obligations of the City with respect to the 
Refunding Bonds in the same manner and to the same extent that 
such rights and remedies were available with respect to the Prior 
Bonds and other bonds issued under the Contracts 


The City specifically (but not by way of limitation) reaffirms its 
pledge of its full faith and credit for the payment of its obligations 
with respect to the Refunding Bonds and any under other bonds 
issued under the Contracts which remain outstanding, and 
reaffirms the City's obligation to levy taxes for paying Cash Rentals 
to the Authority in amounts sufficient to enable the Authority to pay 
the principal of and interest on the Refunding Bonds and any other 
bonds issued under the Contracts which remain outstanding. The 
Mayor and the City Clerk are hereby authorized to execute and 
deliver any necessary amendments or supplements to any of the 
Contracts. 


The City hereby agrees to co-operate with the Authority in 
preparation of preliminary and final official statements describing 
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the Refunding Bonds, and in any application for bond ratings and 
municipal bond insurance. The City hereby agrees to enter into a 
Continuing Disclosure Undertaking Agreement in order to enable 
the underwriters of the Refunding Bonds to comply with the 
requirements of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 


The City hereby covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it 
will take all actions within its control and it shall not fail to take any 
action as may be necessary to maintain the exemption of interest 
on the Refunding Bonds and the Prior Bonds from gross income 
for federal income tax purposes. 


The final maturity of the Refunding Bonds shall not exceed the 
current period of usefulness of the Facilities as determined in this 
resolution. The current period of usefulness of the Facilities is 
hereby declared to be not less than 2022

hereby authorized nd directed to publish a Notice to Electors of

enterprise zone certificate, the neighborhood enterprise zone 
certificate shall be revoked; and 


WHEREAS, the primary use of the Prudden property following 
construction will be residential rental for the first five years and in 
year six the condominiums will sold as home owner occupied, 
upon which the neighborhood enterprise zone certificates will be 
transferred to the new home owners; and 


WHEREAS, historically, the Lansing City Council has approved 
Neighborhood Enterprise Zone Certificates for a period of 12 
years. Based on the recent statutory amendments stated above, 
Prudden Lofts, LLC. has requested that the Neighborhood 
Enterprise Zone Certificates be in effect for a maximum period of 
17 years. However, to be consistent with past practices, it is 
recommended that the Neighborhood Enterprise Zone Certificates 
be in effect for 12 years plus an additional 2 years for project 
completion for a maximum period of 14 years; and 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Lansing City 
Council acknowledges receipt of the 122 applications filed by 
Prudden Lofts, L.L.C. for the above mentioned properties, and

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES met on November 
9, 2005 to bring together key individuals to provide information on 
artifacts removed from the Lansing Civic Center prior to its 
demolition in 1990 


Individuals were brought together in the quest to resolve the 
question “Where is the Art from the Lansing Civic Center?” Both 
personnel from the Mayor and Council Office made a number of 
calls to obtain information and make contact with individuals that 
could provide insight about the management of the Art from the 
Lansing Civic Center. In attendance to the Committee meeting 
were Mr. Robert Johnson, Ms. Phyllis Maner. Mr. Marty Riel, Mr. 
David Wiener, and members of the Committee who participated in 
the pursuit to provide the public a report on the whereabouts of 
known Art that was removed from the Lansing Civic Center. 


The basis for determining the art objects at the Center are City 
Council resolutions from 1977 and 1978 which authorized an 
application to the National endowment for the Arts for a $36,000 
grant in the category of "Works of Art in Public Places” for the 
newly renovated Civic Center (see attached) 


The City did not receive the grant, but Council did designate 
$18,000 and created a Selection Committee who selected 9 artists 
(out of 28 entries) to create art for the Center. On October 31, 1978 
the Council approved the Selection Committee recommendations 
and authorized agreements be established with the artists so that 
they could proceed with their work, 


The artists are listed in a brochure called "Where for Art: A Guide to 
Public Space Art in Downtown Lansing, Michigan’. The artists and 
their works and current locations are listed below: 


- Jack Bergeron - abstract sculpture - currently located on the 300 
block mall of North Washington Avenue 
James Adley - large abstract painting that was located in the 
Mesanine in the east passage of the Center - this is being 
stored by the artist in a studio in Webberville 

- Greg Hawthorne - large painting - no further information at this 
time 
Dave Fischel-large wood carving depicting the performing arts - 
currently located in the Pub on the west side of the Lansing 
Center 
Vivian Dwyer - a painting of the City Market is in the East Wing 
of the City Market over the door going into the hallway to the 
West Wing. There is a second painting of a rural scene that is 
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located in Conference Room B at the Tri-County Office on 
Aging; this was not part of the commissioned works 

Eileen McCullough - never submitted a work of art Devin Pheif - 
3 batik banners that were in the atrium area of the Center - 
these were in bad condition because of their exposure to the 
sun and they were returned to the artist 

Bruce Kreps - no information at this time 

Dorothy Wells - she created the mosaic that was in the lobby of 
the Center. It was disassembled and moved to City Hall, but we 
have not yet located it. 


In addition there were other objects at the Center that were placed 
elsewhere. Following is a list of those objects: 


The Flag Pole has been relocated at the Ingham County-City 
Veterans Memorial Courthouse 

The Veteran Plaques have been placed on the outside wall of 
City Hall in the City hall Plaza 

The Prudden Portrait has been placed in the Capital Area 
District Library downtown branch 

The aerial photo of the City (circa 1940) has been placed in the 
Clerk’s Conference Room on the Ninth Floor of City hall 

There was a plaque commemorating the Constitutional 
Convention that was held at the Civic Center. That was moved 
to a room in the International Center of Michigan State 
University. We are checking the exact location 


In the course of the research, Jim McQueen, Jim Oliver, and David 
Votta, Research and Local Historian librarians at the Downtown 
Branch of the Capital Area District Library, were contacted. They 
have researched their records and looked through back copies of 
the Lansing State Journal, but have found no additional information 
about the art works at the Center. 


Linda Peckham of the Lansing Historic Society was contacted who 
has also discussed this with Karen Douglas, former writer for the 
Lansing State Journal, and Jane McCleary, local history library at 
CADL. None of them has any recall of other art objects than those 
we have listed. 


Chuck Ross of the current Veterans Affairs Office who had worked 
in the Veteran Affairs Office shortly after it moved from the Civic 
Center to the Grady Porter building in 1979 was contacted and has 
no recall of any pictures that were moved to the Veterans Office 
from the Center. 


Elaine Schwans of the Convention and Visitors Bureau when it 
was located at the Civic Center was contacted and stated that 
there were no art objects in the CVB offices. 


Kris Lane of the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce was 
contacted, and he is researching their archives to see if there were 
any art objects in their offices at the Center 


Doug Finley, former Director of the Lansing Parks and Recreation 
Department, as well as, Mary Winokur, program director of the 
Department, was contacted about when they were located at the 
Civic Center, and they have no information about additional art 
works. 


Cora Hugley, former Director of the Civic Center, has no records of 
the art works at the Center and no recall of other art works other 
than those described here. 


Dortha Pile, former events scheduler at the Center (retired in 1982) 
said that there were no art works in the north hallway or offices 
where she and the management of the Center worked. 


Bob Johnson was a key player in the assembling of the information 
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provided in this committee report, and he does not have an 
inventory of other objects from the Center. Bob viewed the history 
and process of inventorying the art objects and the arrangement to 
have them moved 


Phyllis Maner who was on the original Selection Committee in 
1978 confirmed the disposition of the objects, as it is reported in 
this report, and provided additional information from her files on the 
details of the art objects. 


Marty Riel, Interim Director of the Department of Management 
Services, said that he discussed the art objects with members of 
his staff who worked at the Center and also with Eric Hart, CEO of 
the Lansing Center. Eric Hart has found some objects that may 
were moved from the Center, including some quilts or tapestries. 
Eric believes that these objects were moved to the Lansing Center 
when it was opened and when the staff from the Civic Center 
moved there. These objects are being inventoried 


Darrell Burgess and Gary Andrews have been asked if they would 
provide any information about art objects that were at the Center. 
They did not provide any lists or information. Darrell Burgess will 
be asked if he has any film or videotape of the old Civic Center 
interior and art objects 

Given these reports and information, we are at a loss as to where 
the number of 40 or 42 art objects comes from. No one contacted 
has been able to identify that number of art objects. This 
information is the only verifiable information that we have 

Mr. Wiener will continue to seek additional information about art 
objects at the Center. He welcomes any information from the 
general public who may remember specific objects that are not 
listed here. Please contact Mr. Wiener at the Mayor’ office if you 
have any information about art objects from the Civic Center.

issue and make some suggestions to Murdock Jemerson who is 
over seeing this project. Do you have any comments regarding 
public participation? 


David Wiener said that he has heard the discussion and will 
discuss it with Murdock, but he has not had the opportunity to look 
into the details of it. He accepts the comment and thinks that the 
process should be an open one. This is a 3-year process and the 
community should be involved 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Wiener to please look into it 
and report back to Council on the status. Also, to the Mayor, in the 
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Detroit Free Press this weekend there was an article about the 
potential closing of some GM plants. The Craft Center was one 
that was listed in this article. Has the Mayor had the opportunity to. 
talk or meet with the committee regarding this issue to see if we 
have any kind of leverage to keep this plant up and running 


Mayor Benavides said that he has not had the opportunity to meet 
with anyone and talk about this. Detroit is where the main 
decisions are made and his understanding is that at this point if the 
Craft Center does not somehow show signs of improvement, it will 
be closing but it's not official. We do have a official here that at this 
time has not made that call yet. As far as the quick response team 
goes we have not discussed that at all. We are hoping that the 
fourhundred people currently laid off will be going back to work 
soon 


As far as the Cool Cities grant goes, involvement is one of the 
things that needs to be done in the administrative section. We will 
get to the bottom of it and get back with you as soon as we can 
Also regarding the issue that Mike Morofsky brought up about the 
burning permit, he will be checking into that with the Fire 
Department and get back with Council on that and how it will affect 
the community as a whole 


Councilmember Bauer said that the bond financing was something 
we talked about at great length during committee. We looked at 
several options for this deal. She is pleased that we went the way 
we did. Secondly, she wanted to update everyone on the issue 
that Dorothy Jones brought up a few weeks ago about 122 Smith 
Ave. The Greater Lansing Housing Coalition does own this home 
and they are deciding on one of two ways to handle this property. 
One way is to take the home down and split the property and the 
other way is to rehabilitate the home for home ownership. 
Whichever way they decide, they will let her know and also will be 
in contact with Mrs. Jones to keep her updated 


Councilmember Jeffries asked that a situation involving Thompson 
Car Clinic and a bill referring to a gas line that ran right though the 
main sewer line, that was found during the CSO project. This does 
not sound like a good situation at all, and he asks that we keep 
check on this very closely.

Councilmember Bauer said that she just wanted to clarify 
something that was in the editorial section of the Lansing State 
Journal in Sunday's paper. The article stated that the Council 
authorized the Mayor to offer the pay outs in a 1999 vote and it 
went on to say that 3 of those Councilmembers still serve on the 
Council and apparently there was some confessions about this 
issue.

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 
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1. In consideration of the proposed Agreement between the City of 
Lansing and Stadium District Partners LLC for the Sale of property 
located South of E. Michigan Ave. between Cedar and Larch 
Streets 


Jim Ruff, Director of the Planning and Neighborhood Development 
Department presented an overview of this project. This public 
hearing is part of a series of reviews and approvals necessary to 
approve such an agreement. This particular project is located on 
Michigan Ave. between Cedar and Larch. There will be additional 
public hearings when it comes time for the Rezoning, Brownfield 
and Neighborhood Enterprise Zone applications to be filed. The 
development as proposed will consist of approximately 2.8 acres 
being sold to the Stadium District Group for 100,000 square feet of 
mixed use development. The project is 4 stories with commercial 
use on the ‘st floor, apartments on the second and third floors and 
owner occupied condominiums on the fourth floor. The sale price 
of the land is $750,000.00 for the 2.8 acres parcel of property, a 
portion of which will go to the Board of Water & Light to support 
maintenance of the water facility located to the south and west of 
the site. The developers of the project are here tonight to show the 
audience maps and pictures and answer any questions that may 
be raised. Don Kulhanek, Assistant City Attorney for the City of 
Lansing is also present to answer any legal questions that may be 
raised 


This project is expected to significantly alter the face of Lansing's 
downtown entertainment area 


Pat Gillespie, Developer of the Stadium District Project said that he 
is excited to bring this development to Lansing. There has been a 
lot of interest in commercial space on the 1st floor of a commercial 
development that offers parking and high visibility on Michigan 
Ave. The for rent housing units will bring new occupants into the 
City that do not currently reside in Lansing. The top floor 
condominiums will add energy and life to the entire area 


Jeff Calhoun of 6719 Rubina Way said he has been part of the 
Lugnuts operations for the past 6 years. This is an exciting project 
for them, it is reminiscent of the development in Grand Rapids in 
the 1990's. This is the kind of project that can help Lansing 
become a destination city. They believe that this will be a catalyst 
for growth in downtown. The parking elements have been fully 
worked out to direct traffic to the downtown area and advise them 
where to park 


Rick Kibby of 1609 E. Kalamazoo spoke in support of this project 
It is good for all parties involved. It should attract new groups of 
people to downtown and will serve as a spectacular entryway to 
the Capital from the eastside. This is the right developer for this 
project. Mr. Gillespie has done these types of projects all over the 
state and it is great to have him interested in Lansing. He brought 
this to the neighborhood groups in Lansing over a year ago and 
has listened to their input and involvement 


Vince Villegas of 128 N. Magnolia said that he believes this project 
will forever change the downtown skyline and make Lansing a 
destination city. It will add 54 residents and 24,000 square feet of 
commercial space to downtown. He urged Council to support this 
development 


Nancy Parsons Mahlow of 430 N. Fairview, President of the 
Eastside Neighborhood Organization said that she has not had an 
opportunity to meet with all of the members of her Board, but she 
did speak with 6 of them today. They all agreed that this 
development is a great deal for the eastside. It is a positive 
project for the eastside bringing a variety of rental and owner 
occupied housing to the area. She will send a letter to the Council 
stating the support of ENO for this project 


Kim Lafaret of 3110 White Oaks said she is excited about this 
project. Lansing needs upscale housing and would be a “cool city” 
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with this kind of upscale housing downtown, 


Kevin Green of 309 N. Washington Square, Director of the 
Principal Shopping District, stated the Shopping District's support 
for this project. They see it as a tipping point for economic 
development in Lansing. Regional and national tenants are 
attracted to this type of project who are not interested in, and will 
not loot at other structures available in the downtown area. The 
concerns about parking are unfounded. This project is located in 
the PSD “A” zone which has 8,000 municipal parking spaces, as 
well as 30 private lots. 


Don LeDue of 1435 Cambridge, President of Cooley Law School 
stated their support for this project. He has consumers to offer as 
tenants. These apartments are within the financial range of a good 
segment of his student body. Also, the upscale, higher end 
condominiums will be of interest to his faculty. This will help 
Cooley recruit and retain students and faculty in the downtown 
area 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair stated his opposition to the tax breaks 
proposed for this development. He does not believe that 108 
people will turn this City around. In 2002 the price of the Triangle 
Property was $2,100,000.00. The City is devaluing this property 
The City bought this property at high cost in order to clean up the 
Michigan Ave. corridor and will now sell low as they always do 


Darnell Oldham of 3815 Berwick said that George Ranney must be 
“turning over in his grave” at the talk of this proposal. He gave this 
property to the City in 1926 under the assumption that it would be 
used to generate income to support the maintenance of Ranney 
Park. His wishes are being disregarded. The City is giving this 
property away. He asked how many Lugnuts Players can actually 
afford to live on this property, or anywhere else in Lansing, when 
they are in town playing. He has heard that they cannot afford to 
live in Lansing at all when they are here 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. said this project should be fair and 
equitable to all sides. He would like the developer and his agents 
to move into the project when it is completed. He senses a 
“Radisson” brewing down the road. This would be a good project, 
were it not for the tax abatements that are going to be given to 
people who can afford to buy $200,000 to $250,000 homes. He 
asked how the City arrived at the $750,000 asking price for the 
property and said it is too low. However, all that being said, this 
project is still better than an empty parking lot. He just does not 
want the tax payers to eat this cost like they did on the Radisson 
deal 


Dale Abronowitz, no address given, said that if this project could 
serve as a catalyst to get the City up and running, then we should 
go ahead and doit. He would like to see the Ottawa Power Station 
property developed too 


Dru Vinson of 666 S. Fairview said that he had an opportunity to 
look at this project closely. He sat down with Pat Gillespie to 
review it. he is curious about the cost per square foot for retail 
space and about the selling price of the land. The City has made a 
lot of other deals for the sale of property involving a lot more 
money for a lot less land. Parking remains to be an issue. He 
supports the project, but wants some venue to blend the Stadium 
district with the Downtown district and the Old Town district. Many 
businesses have gone out of business in the downtown area since 
the construction of the stadium 


Councilmember Dunbar asked Mr. Ruff how they arrived at the 
selling price for the land. Mr. Ruff said it was the maximum the 
developers were willing to pay for the project. He also looked at 
the Boys Training School property that sold for approximately 
$750,000.00 


Councilmember Dunbar asked if there is an appraisal that does not 
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take into account the willingness of the developers to pay the 
asking price. Mr. Ruff said there was an appraisal done separately 
that broke the property down into segments. He does not have 
that here with him tonight, but will share it with her. That appraisal 
did not contemplate the easement restrictions that would be part of 
this agreement. There is an old alleyway that used to run along 
the south part of this property that contains utility lines that restrict 
development on that part of the property. 


Councilmember Dunbar reiterated; the way the land is configured 
may present a block for a higher appraisal. She asked Mr. Ruff if 
he has any offers of this type on this property, or if he expects to 
receive any such offers in the future. Mr. Ruff answered; no. 


Councilmember Dunbar asked Mr. Ruff if this is the best proposal 
he can get at this time, maximizing the assets of the property as it 
exists. Mr. Ruff answered; yes. The City got this property in the 
1990's and removed a lot of structures. The parking lot on the 
property did not bring in the money that it was projected to bring in 
This development would bring in $250,000.00 in taxes per year. 


:__Public Comment on Legislative/City Matters: 


Jesse Cao of 3909 Wainwright asked that the Memorial Review 
Committee consider erecting a memorial to 1st Lt. Justin Smith, a 
Lansing man killed in Iraq 3 weeks ago. It is important to honor his 
contribution to show our children that we support our troops 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that he has heard that 
there really is a Musical Performance Group called “TBA’, so 
President Allen no longer has to be embarrassed about her faux 
pas last year 


Nancy Parsons Mahlow stated her support for the resolution 
authorizing ACT-08-05 for Sparrow Hospital on tonight's agenda 
They have always been a good neighbor, she said, and have 
contributed a lot 


Dale Abronowitz of 1811 Sunset criticized the City's policy for snow 
plowing and said it cripples the City. The City has 84-85 
employees that can operate snow removal apparatus. This is 
short by 24 jobs. They cannot operate their department with this 
labor shortage. He stated that he has filed a complaint with the 
State of Michigan. He submitted a copy of his complaint, along 
with an invoice for tire repair that he incurred because of debris left 
on Sunset St. by Padnos. 


Frank S, Curtis X said that the Council is giving away too many tax 
breaks. There are no benefactors left in town anymore. All of his 
grandchildren went through the school system in Lansing, and he 
supports Dr. Banks 


Willy Williams of P.O. Box 11042 said that the Riverwalk Theatre 
will present “Sleeping Beauty.” He issued a greeting of welcome to 
Councilmember Dunbar and asked for a rearrangement of seating 
on the Council dias. He criticized Councilmember Smith for 
improper use of the microphone 


Darnell E. Oldham, Sr. of 3815 Berwick Dr. thanked 
Councilmember Smith for the recognition of Dr. Banks and Mr. 
Salais. He complimented John Pollard for the program he ran for 
the Lansing School District to correct disruptive behavior by 
students 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair thanked Mayor Benavides, City Clerk 
Miner and Councilmember Smith for their contribution to the City. 
He congratulated all candidates elected in November. He 
expressed the sense of honor that he feels over having received 
votes from 7,000 Lansing residents. He thanked his wife for her 
support and spoke about the campaign platform he ran on. He 
swore an oath to uphold the duties of Citizens Advocate according 
to the best of his ability. 
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Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that General Motors needs 
middle class wage earners that can afford to buy new cars, but 
they keep closing their facilities and taking the middle class jobs 
away. People cannot afford to buy new cars anymore with all of 
the factory closings 


Richard Clement, no address given, spoke regarding ‘Lansing 
Compassionate Care Commission,” an organization formed to 
assist in the adoption of legislation providing for legal use of 
marijuana for medical purposes. He spoke regarding the lack of 
people who showed up to vote. He suggested that voting from 
home could improve voter turnout. He suggested that General 
Motors design a motor vehicle that would run on hemp fuel. He 
urged everyone in the community to attend the cable television 
meeting scheduled for November 30 


Mike Sears of 5810 Orchard Ct. congratulated Councilmember 
Dunbar on her election and said the City needs jobs. There are 
thousands of people out of work on the West side of town. We 
need high paying, good jobs. He asked who would be in the 
market for the $5 cups of coffee being sold by the coffee shop 
proposed for the Stadium District Development Project. He 
suggested that all City Department Heads voluntarily take pay 
cuts. 


Dru Vinson, no address given, said that he has heard there will be 
community emergency response team training sessions offered 
after the first of the year. He asked the Mayor to look at the old 
golf course on Mt. Hope Ave. The property is already beginning to 
flood. Someone should also follow up with the Parks Director 
regarding the Cool Cities Program and find out whois in charge

Act-8-05, 1200 Block of Jerome St. Between Pennsylvania Ave. 
and N. Holmes St., Sparrow Utility Tunnels 


WHEREAS, Wade Goehring, of HDR Architects, on behalf of 
Sparrow Health System, 1215 E. Michigan Avenue, requests a 
license for the construction and use of three (3) tunnels 
underneath Jerome Street to connect a Central Utility Plant on the 
north side of Jerome Street to the existing hospital at 1215 E. 
Michigan Ave; and 


WHEREAS, Sparrow Hospital has experienced tremendous growth 
so that its existing central plant is not large enough to meet current 
codes, and Sparrow is in need of an updated plant to 
accommodate its expansion; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed 25,200 square foot utility plant is a 
single story building, 35' to 40' in height, with a full basement, and 
will serve the newly constructed West Wing hospital addition as 
well as the main hospital; and 


WHEREAS, the newly built central plant will replace 50+ year-old 
equipment and provide the hospital state-of-the-art mechanical and 
electrical systems from a centralized location; and 


WHEREAS, the three tunnels are to be approximately 8' in height, 
and 8' in width, and sufficient in length to span the 82.5' Jerome 
Street right-of-way and connect the hospital with its new utility 
building: and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board at its October 4, 2005 meeting 
found, based on its review of Act-8-05 in accordance with its Act 
285 Review procedures, that the predominately institutional and 
residential character of the area will not change as a result of the 
proposed underground utility tunnels and that the utility tunnels are 
necessary and appropriate to accommodate Sparrow's expansion; 
and 


WHEREAS, on October 4, 2005, the Planning Board voted

The public meeting on Wednesday is part of a series of 
activities involved in the actual negotiations that will develop over 
the next couple of months. Most cities get 5% of the gross 
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revenues of their cable provider. Lansing currently gets 3%, far 
behind other communities. The process is complex and it follows 
state and federal regulations 


Councilmember Leeman announced that the cable television 
franchise public meeting will be part of the regularly scheduled 
Cable and Telecommunications Board meeting and will be held 
from 7:00 to 9:00 PM. He asked Mr. Wiener for any information

Mayor Benavides said that this past weekend was a celebration 
Worldwide and Nationwide for AIDS awareness. There are thirty- 
eight million people that are affected by HIV and AIDS and over 
two million of those are children and that is really alarming. He 
said that he would like to present this proclamation that is 
dedicated to make sure that we all recognize the need to get 
involved and the need to support our local and national AIDS 
programs that are available to us and urge everyone to join in on 
the effort. 


Pat Lambardi, President of the Lansing Area Aids Network said 
that he was here to remind everyone that the AIDS crisis is not 
over. World Aids Day 2005 “Stop AIDS Keep The Promise”. It was 
our intention to encourage and to force governments all around the 
world to keep HIV and AIDS on the front page. As you know this is 
an issue that has not gone away and yet it continues to fall off the 
front page of the newspaper. Because we are dealing with so 
many other issues. He said that he is here to represent the voice 
of the AIDS Community here in the State of Michigan . He said that 
he has worked for the Lansing Area AIDS Network for 20 years 
and have seen this epidemic unfold before right before his eyes. 
He said he is here this evening to remind everyone that this AIDS 
crisis is not over and today 40.3 million people around the world 
are living with this disease, 20 million people have died from it 
since it was first discovered in 1981 and 5 million new cases are 
reported every year. We find that unacceptable. Locally here in 
the City of Lansing and in the State of Michigan we provide 
services for people who are infected with HIV and their families. 
He encourage everyone to get involved and to educate themselves 
about what the issues are. If you would like to get involved there 
are several ways to do so, you can donate money, time or goods to 
our food pantry. This is an issue that won't go away and we can 
not ignore it. We here in the City of Lansing and the State of 
Michigan are lucky that we have politicians that are willing to help 
fight against this. He said that he appreciates the support of the 
City Council and the of the Mayor. 


4. Presentation School Based Mini Grants 


Mayor Benavides said that he would like to have Guillermo Lopez 
join him up front and that we have seven grants that we would like 
to present to some of our area schools 


Mr. Guillermo Lopez stated that he is a member of the Mayor's 
Drug Free Youth Task Force. He said the Chair and Vice Chair 
were not able to be here tonight. Dr. Saturnino Rodriguez is in 
charge of a task force that consists of about twenty people and this 
year we have seven grants to hand out. 


He said that Dwight Rich Middle school is the recipient of several 
grants this evening and the first grant goes to Dwight Rich for an 
overnight lock in and Marybeth Braddick is here to tell you about it. 
The following recipients gave an overview of what they will do with 
their Grant money: 


Marybeth Braddick said that she is a full time RN at Dwight Rich 
and our plan for the grant is to hold an overnight lock in. The 
students will come in the evening and spend the entire night at the 
school. We will have team sports and craft activities and board 
games and this is an opportunity for the students to dialog in a safe 
drug free environment with siblings, other students and parents. 
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Mary Ellen Zeineh said that she is the Violence Prevention 
Facilitator at Hill Vocational Center. She stated that she runs a 
peace center and will be hosting a girls group that will meet at 
lunch time and we will be making fleece blankets for the 
disadvantaged 


Meredee Vaughan said at Dwight Rich they started a new program 
this year called, “It's an Academy of Math, Science and 
Engineering’. This is a high standard curriculum and Urban 
philosophy based including project based learning with real world 
applications. She said they will be having a kickoff breakfast on 
January 20". Community leaders and Businesses will be invited to 
attend. The students will be presenting, at the breakfast, this 
project based on what they have learned 


Marybeth Braddick accepted two more grants for Dwight Rich on 
behalf of Kim Iverson who was unable to be here tonight. She said 
that one event at Dwight Rich has already occurred and that was 
to invite a guest speaker whose name is Harold Branch Ill to come 
and speak about his difficult past and how he turned his life around 
through poetry and music. He brought a real world example to our 
students on how to live drug and violence free. The second grant 
that Dwight Rich has received was to engage the students in an 
after school program with the school newspaper which is called 
“The Bear Whoop Express”. This allows the students to have their 
own voice and they meet on a regular basis after school 


Jill Campbell of C.W. Otto stated that her program is “PALs’ and 
that stands for Peer Assistance Leaders and the name says it all 
These are 7" grade students who are trained in empathy skills as 
well as Communication skills, conflict resolutions, mediation and 
listening skills and also leadership skills. What they will be doing is 
monitoring on a one on one basis to 6" grade students who have 
been identified by teachers, counselors, administrators and 
parents as needing a lot of help in different areas. They meet with 
them every other week at lunch time to discuss concerns and 
issues. They develop their curriculum with each student and try to 
work on areas that need to be better 


Sharon McWilliams accepted the grant on behalf of Linda Hough 
Redding from Pattengil Middle School. She thanked the Mayor for 
this opportunity. We live in a world where kids have exposure to a 
lot of fast foods and a lot of unhealthy kinds of food as well as 
drugs. Linda has put together a healthy living project and she will 
be working with a group of students. She will be taking them to the 
City Market and they will be picking out fresh fruits and vegetables 
and talking about healthy living and healthy eating and having 
community members come in and talk to them about healthy life 
styles. 


Guillermo Lopez said those are the recipients for this years grants 
and | just wanted to let you know that this was all made possible by 
the task force that was established in 1994 by former Mayor David 
Hollister who appointed a group of individuals that came up with 
what they wanted to do to help the youths in Lansing School 
District. We have held a golf outing for 11 years now and that is 
what sponsors these mini grants. 


Dr. Saturnino Rodriguez said that he wanted to thank these 
leaders for taking the opportunity to be here. They do all of this 
extra work on their own time because they care about these kids 
They are working with only $750.00 to do all of this with the kids in 
this community.

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292.155. Purchase of service credit. 


(a) (1) A member of the retirement system may elect to 
purchase service credit for prior full-time service as an employee 
with the City, upon request, upon verification of the employment by 
documentation satisfactory to the Board of Trustees and upon 
Payment to the retirement system of an amount equal to 14.9 
percent of the member's current annual rate of compensation,

Service credits purchased pursuant to this option shall be 
actuarially determined at 83.9 percent of the employees’ retirement 
system's actuarially accrued liability as of October 1, 2000; except 
for a FOP 911 Operators’ Division employee's date for determining 
the actuarially accrued liability shall be as of May 1, 2001. A City 
executive management plan employee, exempt employee, or a 
Teamsters 580 and 214 supervisory and non-supervisory 
employees shall have until September 1, 2000 to purchase service 
credits.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 294, Section 294.02(h), of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended by adding a new subsection 294.02(h)(4), to read as 
follows 

(h)Service Creait 


(1) Generally. The Board of Trustees shall determine, by 
appropriate rules and regulations, the amount of service to be 
credited any member, but in no case shall less than 11 months of 
service rendered by a member in any calendar year be credited 
him or her as a year of service; nor shall more than one year of 
service be credited any member for all service rendered by him or 
her in any calendar year. 


(2). Military service credit. Should a policeman or fireman, who 
while employed by the City entered or enters any armed service of 
the United States Government during time of compulsory military 
service, such armed service actually required of him or her shall be 
credited him or her as City service in the same manner as if he or 
she has served the City uninterruptedly, provided that: 
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A.He or she returns to the employ of the City within one year 
from and after termination of such armed service actually required 
of him or her; 


B.He or she returns to the employees’ savings fund the 
amount, if any, he or she withdrew therefrom at the time he or she 
entered or while in such armed service, together with regular 
interest from the date of withdrawal to the date of repayment; and 


C.In no case shall any member be credited with more than 
five years of City service for all such armed service rendered by 
him or her. In case of doubt as to the period of such armed service 
to be credited, a member of the Board of Trustees shall have final 
power to determine such period. 


During the period of a member's armed service in the 
Federal Government and until his or her return to City 
employment, his or her contributions to the employees’ 
savings fund shall be suspended and his or her balance 
standings to his or her credit in such fund shall be 
accumulated at regular interest 


(3). Additional military service credit. Police non-supervisory 
and firefighter members shall be eligible to receive retirement 
service credit for periods of compulsory or non-compulsory 
induction into the Armed Forces of the United States of America as 
if the employee had served the City during that period, provided 
that: 


A.The employee shall submit a written election to receive 
military service retirement credit for all or part of the period of 
military service; 


B. The employee requesting military service credit shall pay 
the cost of an actuarial evaluation of the cost of adding such 
military service to his or her retirement service credit, performed by 
the actuary denoted in paragraph (d)(4) hereof. Costs determined 
by said actuary shall be considered final and binding upon the City, 
the collective bargaining unit for which the employee is a member 
and the affected employee; 


C.The employee shall be responsible for the extra cost of 
adding such military service to his or her retirement service credit 
The employee electing to exercise the right to receive military 
credit shall make full payment for the cost of such service credit no 
later than 60 days following receipt of the actuarial cost 
information; 


D.In no case shall any member be credited with more than 
two years of City service for all such armed service rendered by 
him or her. In case of doubt as to the period of such armed service 
to be credited, the Board of Trustees shall have final power to 
determine such period: 


E. An employee eligible to receive military service credit, as 
defined in both this subsection and subsection (h)(2) hereof, shall 
receive such credit first as described in subsection (h)(2) hereof 
and second as described in this subsection for any remaining 
credit; and 


F. Active military service shall be defined to include periods of 
voluntary or involuntary induction into the Armed Forces of the 
United States of America under the Selective Service Act of 1940, 
as amended; it shall also include the initial training period required 
to be a reserve member of the Armed Forces of the United States 
of America or the United States National Guard. But shall 
specifically exclude annual reserve training programs required of 
reservists or National Guard members. 


(4) A MEMBER MAY ELECT TO PURCHASE UP TO THREE 
YEARS OF SERVICE CREDITS FOR RETIREMENT 
PENSION BENEFITS PURSUANT TO IRS CODE SECTION 
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415(N)(3)(8), PROVIDED THE MEMBER MEETS ALL OF 
THE FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL CRITERIA: 


(1) IS A MEMBER AT THE TIME OF THE ELECTION AND 
PURCHASE; AND
